neceſſary obſervations of Husbandry, 8&:c. Out of the which, 
fo great commodities in all Ages have been reaped, ( and as 
occaſion and good wits have ſerved) have alſo from time to 
time been encreaſed. If this Principle of theirs be ſound 
and true ( as indeed I take it to be ) then of conſequence, *one 
other depending upon the ſame, muſt needs be as true, and 
that is this That thoſe Men do nearefl approach to the Rule 
of uncorrupt Nature,and do befi deſerve of a Common-wealth, 
whoſe labours and travails are beſtowed on thoſe things which 
tend-t0 the beſt end. For by the conſideration of the end 
whereunto each thing leadeth, the govaneſs and excellency of 
the thing iy ſelf Is x. known and efteemed. As for example 0 
If health either maintained, or recavered be good : then Phy. 
fick, whoſe chief end is 19 maintain and recover health, muſt 
waeds be good alfo. If good governmens publickly, and peace- 
able enjeying of our own privataly, b&a goud thing, and to be 
commended :. then the Eam, for that it reſpefeth Tuſlice in 
all aftions, and quietneſs, as his chief end, muſt needs like- 
wiſe be good,and dafenoe the [ihe commendation. And as there 
be many things, which: for this elf ſame Reaſon that I have 
now altedged, are to be accounted good, and praiſe-worthy 
in their kind: $0, I think there is no man ſo far from Rea- 
ſon, but that he feeth, by the ſelf ſame Argument it muſt 
needs be inforced, that though many- Arts and S cientes bt 
good, for that their ends be good: yet ſome one there is, that 


1s to be accounted as beſt, for that its end-is beſt, The chief 


end of Man in this World, what it is," Þ think no Chriſtian 
man ſo ſlenderly inſtructed, that he maketh any doubt thereaf.

For the very Philoſophers themſelves, of whom I ſpake be- 
_. fore, were fully reſolved, that it was ta live well and verty- 
' ouſly, and affirmed, that (whereas other Creatures are made 
groveling, and flill beholding the ground as they go) Man was 
therefore framed ſireight and upright, that he might always 
behold Heaven and heavenly things, and fo by the very ſhape 
of his body and countenance, he put in mind continaally, 
that albeit he were here for a ſeaſon, as a wandring Filgrim 
upon earth, yet his end was, to be a free Citizen, and an in- 
heritor of Heaven above : And as they by Reaſon and Con- 
. jeflure were led ſo to think ; ſowe by Faith, and expreſs 
Commandment, are moved, ſo ſtedfaſily to believe. If then 
the knowledge of God and heavenly things, be the chiefeſt 
end and mark whereat man ought to ſhoot, it muſt needs be 
concluded, that thoſe Mens ſludies and labours deſerve the 
greateſt praiſe, which are employed to the attaining and di- 
refling of others thereunto. IPherein, as God in all Ages 
hath always ſlirred up ſome, who have taken great pains 
therein, to the publick commodity of others ; So, in my 
ſimple judgment, neither this preſent Work, neither the Au-

EX ARON was the Son of Amram, and 
2 YWHYZP| Brother to Moſes, and of the Tribe of 
|| Levi. His Mothers Name was Foche- 
bed, Siſter to Caath, the Father of 4m- 
ram, He was appointed of God to be 
Moſes Interpreter, and alſo his Prophet, 
what time as God ſent Moſes toPharaohz 
to pour out his plagues upon him. He took Eliſaba the 
daughter of 4minadab of theTribe of Fuds,to wife. He was 
the tirſt High-prieſt of the Fews. And left(with Hur)to go- 
vern the People in theabfence of eMoſes, while he was tn 


the Mount with Ged.And inthe mean time thePeople(be- 


ing yet infected with the Idolatry of Egypr) cried out a- 
g41nſt Aaroz to make them gods to go before them. Then 
Aaron (perceiving the People inclined to Idolatry, and 
alſo thinking they would rather forgo the ſame, than to 
forſake their precious Jewels) ſaid unto them : Pluck 
off the golden Ear-rings in the ears of your Wives, your 
Sons, and of your Daughters, and bring them to me. 
The people did ſo,and 4ro» made thereof a Calf. Which 
when the people ſaw and beheld, they were exceeding 
glad. And began now to worſhip and honour the Calf as 
a god, skipping and dancing for joy. But the Lord 
above, beholding their wickedneſs, told it to Moſes, and 
ſent him down poſt-haſt to reform their wicked at-

with the Tables of God in his hand, and drawing near 
to the Hoſt, he ſaw the Calf, and the people dancing 
before it. Which ſight ſo kindled the wrath of Moſes,and 
grieved his heart fo ſore, that he threw the Tables out 
of his hands, took the Calf and burat it in the Fire, and 
ſtampt it all into powder and aſhes, which he threw in- 
tothe water, and forced the People to.drink it. Then he 
demanded of Aaroz, what the people did to him, that he 
had brought ſo great a fin upon them. Aaros ſaid : Let . 
not the wrath of my Lord wax fierce, thou knoweſt the 
people that they are ſet on miſchief. For they ſaid un- 
to me, make us gods to go before us, for we wot not 
what is become of Moſes, the Man that brought us out of- 
Egypt. Then Irequired to have their Gold and Jewels, 
which they brought unto me;and Idid caſt them into the 
Fire, and « One 7 came out this Calf. Moſes then under- 
ſtanding the matter, commanded the Children of Lew; to- 
fall upon theldolaters,and {Jew of them about three thou- 
fand perſons. After this, it came to pals that Aaron and- 
Miriam his Siſter, did grudge againſt their Brother Moſes 
becauſe he had taken an Erhzopzan to Wife, ſaying on this 
wiſe: Hath the Lord indeed ſpoken only through Mo- 
fes? and hath he not ſpoken alſo by us? The Lord not 
content with this their contemning of Moſes authority, 
was ſore diſpleaſed, and ſtroke Mzr:a» with a foul Le- 
profie, Which ſo much diſcomforted-4aron,to [ee his Si- 
ſter ſofoully arrayed and disfigured;that he humbled him- 
felf ro Moſes, and ſaid: Alas my Lord, I beſeech thee 
put not the fin upon us, which we have fooliſhly com- 
mitted and ſinneo. Oh,let her not be as one dead,of whom 
the fleſh is. half conſumed, when he cometh out of his 
Mothers womb. And ſo thorow Aaron's intreaty, Mo- 
ſes prayed unto God, and Miriam was healed. Finally, 
when Aaron had lived one hundred twenty three Years, he 
died in MountHor,as the Lord had foretold. And his Son. 
Elcazar ſucecededin his room. Aaron, 4 Teacher.

Abakuck the Propher, was of the Tribe of Simeon, Dan. 14. 


He propheſied of the taking of Fernſalem, by Nabuchodo- 
noſor. This Prophet(on a time)had prepared pottage and 
other viduals for the Harveſt-folks. And going to the 
fields, to bring the ſame to the Reapers, an Angel of 
God ſpake unto him, and ſaid: Go, and carry the meat 
that thou haſt prepared into Babylon, and give it to Da- 
niel, which is in the Lyons Den. O Lord (quoth he) 1 
never ſaw Babylon, and as for the Den, I know it nor. 
With that, the Angel caught up the Prophet by the top 
of his head, and bare him to Babylon, and ſer him upon 
the Den. Then Abakuck cried to Daniel, and ſaid: O 
Daniel, thou ſervant of the Lord, take here the break- 
faſt that God hath ſent thee. Dame! hearing the voice of 


Abakuck, rejoyced greatly, and ſaid: O Lord, haſt thou Z#cwck.cicd 


thought upon me? Well, thou never faileſt them that years before 


love thee. And ſo he roſe up and did eat of ſuch things as 
the Prophet had brought him. And immediately, after 
that Daziel had eaten, the Angel ſet 4bacnck in his place 
again.

Abdy the Prophet, propheſied deſtruction to the [4u- 


means, which came of Eſas, and were utter enemies to bY + cap. 


the Iſraelites, which came of Jacob : as at the ſiege of Je- 
ruſalem it did moſt plainly appear, whereas they joy- 
ned with Nabuch»donoſor againſt their brethren, whom 
they ought rather to have holpen and defended againſt 


the Heathen. A6ay, a ſervant of the Lord. 
Abedmelech was a Moria» born, and Chamberlain Jerem. 38. 


to Zedekia King of J«ds. This Man had fo great a 
contidence in God and love to his Prophets, that whea he 
ſaw Jeremy (o evil intreated, he went to the King and be- 
ſought his Grace,that Jeremy the Prophet might be t:ken 
out of the filthy Dungeon whereinto he was caſt, leſt he 
there ſhould periſh and dye for hunger. And fo obtaining 
the Kings good will.he took his Men and went tothe Pri- 
ſon where Feremy lay,and threw down unto him old rags

Abel was the Son of Adam, born of his Mother 

Eve, next after Cain, He was a _— of Sheep and 

S. Inall his ob» 
lations,he ever gave of the beſt things he had. Which,of 
the Lord was greatly accepted. And therefore Cain (per- 
ceiving his Brothers offerings ta be regarded, and his re- 
jected) envyed him todeath. And at.the laft{by.a ſubtile. 
train) ſlew him; Abel, Vanity. 

Abta, the Son of Rehoboamn, began his raign over F«- 
da in the xviii. Year. of. Feroboam King of [ſrael. His 
Mothers Name was Maacha the Daughter of Abiſhaloms. 
He walked not. in the ſteps of Davia, but followed the. 
ways of his Father before him. Yet (notwithſtanding) 
for David's.ſake, God gave him alight, that is to ſay, a 
Son to Raign over Fada, He overcame Feroboam in 
Battel with an Army. of four hundred thouſand, not- 
withſtanding the other had. twice. {ſa many chaſen and. 
picked Men. Of the which, 46:4 ſlew five hundred thou- 
{and,and weakned the. power of ?eroboams ſo ſore, that he. 
was never able to recover his ſtrength again, ſo long as 
Abia raigned. This King had-xiv. Wives, by whom he had 
XX11, Sons, and xvi. Daughters. He raigned but. three. 
years, and was buried inthe City of David. 

Abta, the Son of. 7eroboam, being lick on a time, his 
Father called the Queen his Wifeunto him, and- bad her. 
diſguiſe her (elf,that 1n no wiſe ſhe might be known what 
Woman ſhe was. And ſo gothy way (quoth he) to Silo, . 
and there ſhalt thou find the Prophet of God, called 4hza, 
which told me (long before Solomon dyed) that I ſhould. 
Ty be.

be King of 7/ae/, Make. ſpeed and take a Preſent with: 
thee, . and learn of him what. ſhall become of the Child. 
The. Queen +did- then as ſhe was commanded, bur: alt 
was in vain. For God had revealed the matter unto the 
Prophet before the woman came. Inſomuch, that as 
ſoon as the blind old man heard the noiſe of her com- 
ing and entring in at the door, he ſaid : Come in thou: 
wife of Jeroboam, why haſt thou diſguiſed and feigned thy 
ſelf to be another woman? Thou art come to receive. 
ſome comfort for thy ſon which lyeth fick, but I am 
commanded to tell thee heavy and forrowful things. It 
repenteth the Lord that he hath exalted Feroboam, and 
rent the Kingdom from the houſe of David, and given 
it to him, foraſmuch as he hath forſaken the Lord; and 
not followed him in his heart as David did, but hath made: 
him gods of his own : therefore the Lord hath deter- 
mined to bring ſuch a plague upon the houſe and poſterity 
of- Jeroboam, that he will not leave one alive to make 
water againſt the wall: Wherefore now get thee home, 
and as ſoon as thy footſhall enter into the City, the child” 
ſhall die, and all I/-ae/ ſhall lament him and bring him to 
his Sepulcher. And (o ſhall none of the houſe of 7erobo- 
am thy husband enjoy the honour of his burial, but only 
this child, becauſe the Lord ſaw in him ſome goodnels; 
toward. And ſo when the Prophet had done ſpeaking,the 
wife of 7eroboam roſe up and returned home to her houſe, 
and found her ſon dead, as the Prophet had foretold.

Abia, the Daughter of Zacharie, was wife to 4haz 2 King-187- 


King of 7udz, and Mother to Hezekia. Which name 
lignifieth thus. Abia, the will of the Lord. 


Abiathar.; the ſon of A4bimelech Prieſt of Nob; ſee- 1 ceninne 


ing the great cruelty of Saul, in- putting his Father to 
death for refreſhing of David, elcaped his hands and: 
| fled:

fled tothe Foreſt of Harerh where David ( at that time ) 
lay, declaring to him the great murder that Sau! had 
done to 4himelech his Father, and to all the Prieſts of 
the Lord for his ſake. Then, being comforted of David, 
he abode with him, and was his Prieſt and Counſellor, 
ſo long as he reigned. But in the end of Davids raign, 
he conſented with Adonijah (who hadexalted himſelf) to 
ſftablich him inthe Kingdom, after the death of David. 


But Solomon ( being proclaimed, and the other depoſed ) 


as ſoon as he was poſſeſſed, deprived A4biathar and pla- 
ced Sadock in his room: And fo was the word of the 
Lord fulfilled, which he had ſpoken before, concerning 
the houſe of E1:, for 46biathar was the laſt of that line. 
Abiathar, Father of the Remnant, or excellent Father. 


Abigafl, the wife of Nba! the Carmelite, was a wo- 


mzn not only beautiful, but of a ſingular wiſdom with- 


al. For when her husbands denial to Davids men for 
ſuſtenance in their maſters neceſſity was told her, ſhe 
then ( conſidering the great diſpleaſure that might ariſe of 
the occaſion offered) haſted to load her Aſſes with ſundry 
kind of victuals, ſending them forth before her, and fol- 
lowing after with ſpeed : And as ſhe was going, the pro- 
vidence of God was ſo, that ſhe met'David by the way, 
upon the ſide of an hill coming to Carmel, determined 
utterly to have deſtroyed her husband,and all that he had 
by the dawning of the day following. Then ſhe (perceiv- 
ing the fury of David) lighted down from her Aſe,falling 
flat on the ground before him, and ſo began her petition, 
which was ſo pithily framed and-done, that in the end 
ſhe pacified his wrath, and ſtayed his hands from ſhed- 
ing of bloud that day, for the which ſhe was highly com- 
mended and praiſed of David, who gently receiving her 
preſent, did clearly remit the churliſh behaviour of Na- 
bal her husband for her ſake. Which being granted 
the took her leave and returned again. But when fhe 
came

came home, and found N4aba/ her husband fo far over- 
charged with wine that his wits were gone, ſhe thought 


it convenient to follow the wile mans counſel : not to re- ze. 31; 


buke him in his wine, but to let the matter reſt, till the 
drink were all out of his brain, and his memory freſh. 


And (o on the next morrow, ſhe declared to Nabal, the 


great and perilous danger he. was in, for his unkind- 


neſs ſhewed to David, which when he heard it,did ſmite: 


him ſo ſore to the heart,that-he never enjoyed himſelf, but 
dyed within ten days after. And then ( in procels,) this 


woman < Abigail) became David's wife, and bare him a. 


ſon called Chileab, which in the. firſt book of Chroni- 
cles ( chap. 3.,) iscalled Daniel, Abigail, The Fathers 
Joy 


Siſter to David, and wife to Jether an Iſmaclite, unto 
whom ſhe bare a ſon called 4maſa. 


Abimelech,. King of the Philitines, was 2- man ge, 106 


which had the fear of God before his eyes, as it may ap- 
pear in the ſtory of Abraham, by his godly entertain- 
ment of his-wife, whom he took to be his very ſiſter and 
not his wife, as they had both confeſſed unto him. And 
having a mind to the woman, he took her from Abra- 
ham, intending to have joyned with herin marriage,and 


not for any ſinful deſire. But when ( by the voice of God). 


he knew ſhe was Abraham's wife indeed,” and he a Pro- 
phet,and his houle fore plagued for her ſake, he was right 
forry for-that he had done, and al{odiſpleaſed with 4bra- 
ham for ſo difſembling with him in ſo weighty a cauſe, 


conſidering the diſhoneſty that might have happened 
unto his wife by fome of his men, and the peril of Gods - 
indignation on him and on his kingdom for the ſame: - 


yet notwithſtanding, when he knew the cauſe of 4br4- 


hams diſſembling, he poſſeſt him with cattel, ſervants, . 


and money, and delivered. Sar4 his wife. unto him a-

There was another woman called Sbigail, which was-1 Chron, 2.

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gain, giving him alſo free liberty, to dwell and inha- 
bite where be would, within the precin& of his domi- 
nion, Then Abrabam prayed unto God for A4bimelech, 
at whoſe petition the Lord removed his plague from the 
houſe of Abimelech, fo that che women conceived and 
brought forth children, as before they had done. The like 
ſtory is of Iſeac, Chap. xxvi. Abimelech, The Kings 
Father, or a Father of Counſel, or the chief King. 


Abimelech, the ſon of Jerubbazl, (otherwiſe Gede- 
on ) was a wicked Tyrant, and a proud ambitious co- 
vetous man. For when his Father was dead, he ( to be 
King of Iſrae! ) conſulted with all his mothers kindred to 
perlwade the people that it was better to have one man 
to reign over them, than all the ſons of Ferubbaal ( which 
were Ixx.perſons in number.) And alſo to conſider that he 
was of their fleſh and bloud, as well as the other were, 
which matter being moved to the people, they all conſen- 
ted tocleaveto 4bimelech, and to make him their King 
and Governour. And that he ſhould be the better afſurcd 
of their good wills and obedient hearts, they gave unto 
him a great ſumof money, with the which he hired a 
ſort of light brain'd fellows. And firſt of all, went to his 
fathers houſe, and ſlew all his RD ſave 7othan the 
youngeſt, whoeſcaped his bloudy hands and fled. But by 
that he had raign'd two or three years, the fire of hatred be- 
gan foto kindle between him and the Szchemites,with the 
houſe of Mello(who had preferr'd him before to the King- 
dom ) that at length it burſt out into ſo great a flame, that 
it could not be quenched, till chance of war made an 
end of the Tyrant: for in the end ( after divers viRories ) 
he forced the Sichemites to take the ſtrong Tower of The- 
bez for their refuge, and coming nigh to the ſame,to have 
ſet it on fire, a certain woman threw down a piece of 
a- Milſtone upon his head, and brake his Skull to the 
brain : whothen ( feeling himſelf fore wounded ) _ 

is 
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his ſervant, and bad him draw out his Sword, and rid 
him out of. his life, that it ſhould not hereafter be repor- 
ted, thata Woman had killed him,and fo his ſervant flew 
him. 


Abinadahb was a Man of G/4e4h, out of whoſe Houſe 2 San. 6. 
David took the Ark of God, and had it from thence to 
the houſe of Obed, Jeſſe(the Father of David)had allo , 5m. is. 
a Son called 4binadab, and King Sant another of the 
ſame Name, which was (lain with him in Battel. 

Abinadab, 4 Father of a Vow,or of a free mind,or Prince, 


Abiſhag was a goodly fair young Damoſel, brought : Kirg :. 
upinthe City of Szzexs, And (for her beauty and man- 
ners) choſen to keep and nouriſh King David in his ex- 
treme age: After whole death (being ſtill a pure Maid) 
She might not be ſuffer'd to marry with 4donj4h the Kings 
Brother. Abilag, The Fathers ignorance, 


Abiſhai was David's Siſters Son, and Brother to 7o- i Chron, 2.

the Giant, with three hundred Phil/itines more, for the 
which, he is counted as chief among the three Worthies 
belonging to David. Abiſhai,The Fathers Reward,

ver the Hoſt of King Sas/, by whoſe wiſdome, man- 
| hood, and fidelity, the Houſe of Saul was chiefly held up 
C an 
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and ſtrengthned, not only in the time of Sas/'s reign, but 
ſo long alloas he ſerved Iſbboſheth his Son, whom he ſet 
up and made King 1n his Fathers ſtead, and governed his 
Hoſt, as he had done his Fathers before : But in the firſt 
Battel he made againſt Foab (David's Captain) fortune 
went ſo much againſt him, that he was put tothe worſe 
and faintoflie: In the which flight, 4ſ«he/,(Brother to 7o- 
ab) followed Abner and overtook him, with whom Abner 
was loth to meddle,for fear of foabs difpleaſure,and there- 
fore intreated him gently togo hisway,& not to force him 
againſt his will : But when he ſaw his words would 
nothing prevail, he fell upon Aſahel, and ſmote him tho- 


- row the ſhort Ribs with his Spear, and (o departed, 


leaving him dead on the ground. Not long after this, 
it fortuned the King to fall out with 4byer, and to taunt 
and check him for that he was ſo familiar with R7zpa his. 
Fathers Concubine, which check and taunt of the King 
ſo grieved Abner, that he forſook him and went to Da- 
vid, with whom he made a ſecret bond, to ſtabliſh him 
in the Kingdom. And ſodeparting ſecretly from David a- 
g4in,he came to the peoplewhich ſervedI/hboſheth,8&ſpake 
ſo much unto them in the praiſe and commendation of Da- 
via, that he wan their hearts and turned them quite from 
Isbofeth to. Dawid, And when he had thus framed the peo- 
ple ſomewhat according to his mind, he came again 
to David, to counſel farther with him, how the People 
might now be brought together, and be ſworn unto him : 
which matter being determined, 4byxer returned from 
Davia, thinking to have been as faithfulto him, as e- 
ver he was to Saul, But foab (who bare grudge and 
malice to 4bner for the death of his Brother 4ſahe/ ) hear- 
ing how Aber had been with Devia,and let goagain,and 
nothing done unto him,ſent privily for 4bxer to come and 
ſpeak with the King, who being come, 7oab was ready 
to receive him, and under pretence of friendfhip, had 
him & little aſide. (as though he would have talked = 
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him about the ſecret affairs of the King) and ſuddenly 
fmote him with his Dagger and flew him. Abner, The 
Fathers Candle.

with Terah his Father, Sara his Wife, and Lot his Bro- (220wie, and 
thers Son, to go into the Land of Canaan, And * being his dignity 
come to Haran (which is a Town of Meſopotamia) he re- ms _ 
mained there, until the death of his Father Tex«h. Then Ar», born 
God commanded Abraham, ſaying: Get thee out of thy gfe fil 
Countrey, and from thy Kindred, and from thy Fathers + : cap, 
Houſe unto the Land which I will ſhew thee, and I will 
make of thee a greatNation,and will bleſs thee,and make 
thy Name great, and thou ſhalt be a blefling, and I will 
bleſs chem that bleſs thee, and curfe them that curle thee, 
and in thee ſhall all the Families of the Earth be bleſſed. 

Abraham now (having this promiſe made him of God) 

departed out of Haran, he and Sara his wife, with Lot his 

Nephew, and with all theirfubſtance that they had,to go 

and to ſojourn in the Land of Canaan. And being there,the 

Lord made a promiſe to 4braham, that his Seed ſhould 

poſſeſs that Land. Whereupon ſoon after,and in the ſame 
place,where God ſpake thus unto him, he made an Altar, 

and offered Sacrifices thereon to the Lord. And fo remain- 

ing inthe Land, there fell (at the laſt) ſo great a Famine, 

that he was conſtrained to flie into Egypt, where he (fear- 

ing the Egyprians to be ungodly and vicious men) feign- Arc 
ed 54r4to be his Siſter, thinking that if ſhe were known ponerkug 
to be his Wife,they would (for her beauty) take her from Aſtronomy | 
him, and put him 1n hazard of his life. Then was it told —_ 
to King Pharach, what a beautiful Woman 4braham had 

brought with him into Egypt. The King now knowing 
thereof,commanded the Woman to be brought unto him, 
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and with all gentle entertainment received her into his 
houſe,and intreated Abraham well for her ſake. But when 
he ſaw ſo many plagues fall on him and on all his houſ- 
hold, underſtanding that it was for with-holding ano- 
ther Mans wife from him, he reſtored the Woman (with- 
out diſhoneſty) to Abraham her Husband again. Giving 
alſo his Men a great charge concerning the Man and his

- when he had lived ſome fpace in the Land, there fell ſuch 

a ſtrife between the Herdmen of Abrahams Cartel, and 
the Herdmen of Lots Cattel, that Abraham was fain 
to divide the Land between his Nephew Lot and him, 
and (o they removed the one from the other. Abraham 
had now been ſo long without iſſue, that he took (by con-+ 
ſent and advice of Sar4h) one of his Maids, named Agar;

wife Maacha the daughter of Tha/mai, King of Geſbar, 
was the goodlieft perſonage 1n all Iſrael, for ( as Scripture 


witneſſeth ) God had fo framed the form and ornaments 1+ 


of his body, that from the foal of the foot to the crown of 
the head was no member amiſs. And yet among all, the 
hair of his head excelled, which lo increafed daily, that 
the weight thereof compelled him at every years end, to 


fthave it off, This 45ſa/oms had a brother named: 4mmon, » gem. 15. 


to whom he bare a privie grudge for defiling his ſiſter Tha- 
war:And tobe reveng'd on him for the ſame;he invited all 
his brethren-unto a banket (made in the time of his ſheep- 
ſhearing) to the which banket, Ammon came with the reſt 
of his brethren, and in the midſt of their cheer, Abſalom 
killed 4-210», and fled to the King of Geſbuy his Grand- 
father ; with whom he abode three years. In the which 
fpace, by mediation of friends,he was ( at the laſt ) call'd 
home again, and brought ( by 7oab his Aunts ſon ) to 
Feruſalem, where he remained two years after. Thea 
Abſalom marvailing why 7oab had'not brought him to 
the King his Father in all that ſpace,ſent once or twice for 
him to come and peak with him-: and when he ſaw that 
he came not, he commanded his mea to go and burn up. 
the field of Barley which pertained to 7vab, and lay 
joyning to his ground. Then 7oab hearing thereof, went 
to Abſalom, demanding wherefore his men had deſtroyed 
his Corn : Becauſe ( quoth 4bſaloz ) I ſent for thee twice 
and thou wouldeſt not come: wherefore didſt thou bring; 
me from Geſbur? had it not been as good for me and better 
to have continued there ſtil], than here to lye fo nigh the: 
King my Father, and cannot be ſuffered to ſee him ?- then: 
70ab conlidering the matter, had him to the King, where 
he was joyfully received... After all this, 4bſalam began 
CErt alk 
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certain practices, to aſpire to the kingdom, wherein he 


proſpered fo far, that (at length ) he proclaimed him- 


ielf King in Hebron, Cauſing his Father for fear to flie 
out of his Realm, againſt whom he called his counſel 
todeviſe what way he might beſt overcome his Father. 
But God ( by whoſe providence all things are ſtaid ) fo 
wrought with his Counſellors, that the ſucceſs of his en- 
terpriſe turned to his own deſtruttion: For when it came 
fo to pals, that both the armies were joyned in battel to- 
gether, 4b/a/oms men had the worſt, and he himſelf a 
ſudden miſchance, for as he rode on his Mule through the 
wood to have eſcaped, a twiſt of an Oak caught him fo 
faſt in the hair of his head, that it took him quite out 
of his Saddle. And ſo he hang'd on the tree, till Jo-4b came 
with his ſpear and flew him, whoſe Carcaſs after, was 
taken down, and caſt into apir, and covered with an 
heap of ſtones. Abſalom, A Father-of Peace, or the 
Fathers Peace, or Reward. 


Achan, was the ſon of Charmy,and of the Tribe of Jude, 
who being at the winning of the City of Jericho,and hear- 
ing Joſ#s pronounce the City and all things therein to be 
excommunicate, and accurſed of the Lord, took notwith- 
ſtanding, certainjewels of the ſame and hid them privily 
under the ground in his tent. Then after, when Joſua 
went about the taking of Hai,and had ſent three thouſand 
ſouldiers to win it, the men of Haz iſſued out of the ci- 
ty and flew thirty and ſix of the Iſraelites, and chaſed 
thereſt back again, whereat Joſ#4 was ſo diſcomhred 
that he reat his clothes, and called on God, to know the 
cauſe of their overthrowing, who made him anſwer that 
Iſrael could not ſtand betore the men of Hai, fora(- 
much as ſome of them had tranſgreſſed his command- 
ment, and told him the way and means how he ſhould 
ſearch it out: which thing being done, he found that 4- 
chan had taken of the ſpoil of Jeriche, a Babylonifh gar- 
ment, 
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ment, two hundred ficles of ſilver, and a wedge of gold, 

which being tried and brought forth before the whole 
congregation, Joſu« took 4chan,his ſons, and daughters, 

cattel, goods, and all that he had, and carried them our 

to the valley of Achor, where they were ſtoned to death,

Achab, the ſon of A-ry, began his raign over Iſrael , x39. 16, 
in the 39th year of the raign of 4ſa King of Judas, He 
took Jezabel the daughter of Ezhvaal King of the Sydo- 
nites to wife, by whoſe means he fell into all wicked 
and ſtrange Idolatry and cruel perſecution, for the which 
God plagued him ſo, that in three years ſpace neither 18. cap; 
dew nor rain fell down from above, to moiſten the 
earth, whereof enſued ſo great a Murren of men and 
beaſts, that innumerable dyed thereof, and all the fault 
and cauſe of this plague, he hid on E/i2 the Prophet, 
and ſought by all means how to deftroy him. This :;. 
King was ſo wicked, that ( Scripture ſaith ) he had even 
fold himſelf to work wickedneſs, and yet notwith- 
ſtanding God gave him a marvellous victory of Benha- 20; 
dad King of Syri4 ( who had in his company, thirty two « 
Kings) with whom he fought twice and beat him, and | 
at the third time, brought * him into ſo miſerable a caſe; * Here God 
that he was fain to humble himſelf ro Achab with a rope (.** O00 
about his-neck, who ( nevertheleſs ) had pity on that wic- id puniſh one 
ked King, and made a bond with him, and let him go, wicked by an- 
Now for this mercy, which 4chab had ſhewed to Bex- 
hadad ( whom the Lord had curſed, and put into Achabs 
hands to be ſlain ) God was angry with 4chab, and/pro- 
miled his utter deſtruction for the ſame. This greedy Cor- : xing. 2r. 
morant was not content with his Kingdom, and ſpoil 
of his viRories, which God had given him, but cauſed Na- 
both ( that innocent man ) to be murdered, only to have 
His vineyard; which layſo nigh his noſe, whoſe bloud did 
ery for ſuch vengeance of. God, that word was __ 
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him by the Prophet Els, that in the ſame place where 

dogs had licked the bloud of Naborh, ſhould dogs lick 

his alſo: and-that he would do unto A4chab and his poſte- 

rity, even as he had done to the houſe of Jeroboam and 

Baaſhz, which terrible threatnings of God fo frighted 

* His repen- {chab, that he * repented and humbled himſelf in (ack- 
true, burplain cloth, for the which the Lord deferred his plague, and 
hypocritie. would not perform it in Achabs days, but 1n the time 
of his ſons reign. Finally, it came in the mind of 

22.cap. Achab to go into Syria, to recover the City of Ramoth, 
which he claimed by inheritance. And truſting more to 

the counſel of four hundred falſe Prophets, than he did 

to Micajeh, the true Prophet of God : he took his journey 

towards Ramoth, and being in battel againſt his ene- 

mies the Syrians, he was ſhot with an arrow ſtan- 

4 ding in his Chariot,of the which ſtroke he died. And then 
when his Chariot was had to the pool of Samaria to be 

waſhed, the dogs licked up the bloud that ran thorow 

the Chariot, and ſo was the word of the Lord fulblled, 

which he had ſpoken before concerning the ſame. He 

reigned twenty two years.

WT Achaicus, was a faithful Chriſtian brother, whom 

; St. Paul ſent with Stephanu and Fortunatus from Philip- 
pi to the Corinthians with his Epiſtle. Hchaicas, 
Mourning, or (ad. Achaz, look 4haz. 


Fulith5s; Achtoz, was Captain and governour of all the Amme- 
mites under Holofernes, and had the ſpirit of Prophecie 
ſo plentiful in him, that when Holofernes demanded 
what manner of people the Jews were, he ſtepped forth 
before him and ſaid : If it pleaſe thee ( O Prince) I will 
tell thee of a truth what they be. They are a people which 
came of the generation of the Ghaldees, and becauſe they 
would not ſerve their gods, nor yet follow their cu- 
ſtoms, they went and dwelt firſt in Meſopotamia, y—— 4 
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hipping one God that made Heaven and Earth, at whoſe 
commandment they went from thence, and dwelt inthe 
Land of Canaan, where in procels fell ſo great a Dearth, 
that then from Canaan they went down to Epypr, 
and dwelt among the Egyptians four hundred Years: 
In the which ſpace they grew to a mighty number, and 
were fore oppreſled of the King of that Land, but aſſoon 


'as they cryed to their God for help, he ſentdown ſuch 


Plagues upon the King and atl his Land, that he was 
fain to ſuffer them to depart; yet when they were 
gone, and the Plague ceaſed, he then purlued, to have 
brought them back again into bondage: But GO D 
perceiving his People to be in a ſtreight, opened the Sea 
before them, and brought them thorow on dry ground, 
and cloſed the Sea upon their Enemies, and fo drowned 
Pharach with all his Hoſt. And now being paſled the 
ged Sea, they came to the Wilderneſs of Mount S+- 
vai, where the Waters being bitter, he made them 
ſweet, and fed them Forty Years with Meat from 
Heaven. They had ſuch power from their God, that they 
caſt out before them the Canaanites, the Perifites, 
the 7ebuſites and the Hittites, with many great Na- 
tions more. For fo long as they ſtood in awe of their 
God, and did not offend him, fo long was no Nation 
ever able to moleſt or hurt them. Burt if (at any time) 
they declined from his will and Ordinance, then were 
they quickly deſtroyed in Battel, and brought to capti- 
vity and bondage. Wherefore (O Prince) let inquiliti- 
on now be made, whether they have offended their God 
orno; and if they have, then let us go againſt them, for 
God ſhall deliver them intothy hand : But if they have 
not diſpleaſed their God, he will ſodefend them, that we 
ſhall not ſurely be able to ſtand before them, but become

Adam was the firſt Man that God created, and had 
dominion of all the Beaſts and Fowls of the Earth, and 
to every Beaſt and Fowl he gave his proper Name. God 
ſet him ar the firſt in a place of paſſing joy, full. of all 
manner of fruitful Trees, pleaſant both ro the eye and 
in taſt, whereof he might eat at will,and-was not prohibi- 
tcd;fave only from the tree'of knowledg of and evil, 
for wheaſoever he taſted of that Tree; God told him he 
ſhould ſurely dye. Now Adam being in this goodly Pa- 
radiſe of Pleaſure, God thought it good to make him a 
Companion to bear him company. And ſo caſting 4dam

Adonijah- was a goodly young Man, the Son of D«- 
vid, born unto him in Hebron of his Wife 4gich. When 
Haonijah perceived: his Father to be fecble and weak tho- 
row extreme age, he began to exalt himſelf, ſaying he 
would be King. : And. gat him-both Horſesand Chiriots, 
and alſo Eoot:-men- to run before him even like a King, 
tothe which. his Father ſaid nothing , nor. would dib 
pleaſe him, but let him alone,and do what he would. And 
io 4donjjak proceeded in his purpoſe,and by the counſel of 
7oab the Captain, and. 4biathay the Prieſt (who took 
his part, -he made a-great ſacrifice of Sheep and Oxen, 
whereunto he called his Brethren, and-alo the Kings ſer- 
vants, who eating and drinking before him with great 
rejoycing, ſaid: God fave King Adonijah, But afſoon as 
David had knowledge of Bathſhebe Sollman's Mother,and 
Nathan the Prophet = all the caſe ſtood, he command- 
ed  Saaovck the Prieft, and Nathan, -to anoint Solomon, 
and- to ſet Him upon his own Mule, and ſo to- go 
forth and. proclaim him King. Which news was no 
ſooner.come into the new Kings Court, but every Man 
ſhrunk away for fear, leaving -4donijah all alone. Who

ranted him his pardon, upon condition that hereafter 
be would be quiet, and a good Man. And ſo being par- 
doned, he departed quietly home to his houſe. But af- 
ter this, when-David his Father was dead, Adonijah (ca- 
ſting his favour upon Abiſhag the Shanamite) went-to 
Bathſheba, Solomon's Mother, requeſting:-Her to ſpeak 
unto the King, that he would give him 4biſþag to Wife. 
Then Solomon hearing his Mothers requeſt, perceived 
that 4dox:j<h (being the Elder brother)went about to a(- 
pire tothe Kingdom, wherefore to prevent his purpoſe, 
he put him to death. Adonijah,che Lords the ruler. 


Adonibeſeck, King of the Canaanites, was of ſuch Judg. ::- 
might and power, that he ſubdued ſeventy Kings, who 
being. all brought into his Court, He cut off their 
Thumbs and great Toes, and made them gather their 
meat under his. Table, which great. cruelty he ſhew- 
ed unto them, being pulſt up with pride and-oftentation 
of his victory. This wicked King chanced to reign over 
the Canaanites, when Judah had the governing of the Hoſt 
of Iſrael, againſt whom Judah began his Conqueſt, and 
flew the Canaaxites, and put Adonibeſeck to flight, but 
beiog fore purſued, the Men of J«44h took him,and cur:

Adzamelech, the. Sona of. Sexacherib King of. {ſ- (Kine. 19. 
ſpria, with his Brother. Sareſs, flew their. Father in the 
Temple, as he was - worſhipping his ' God -Nifroch, 
and fled into. the Land of Armenia, leaving, 4ſerhzddon 
their other Brother, to poſſeſs. the Kingdom after their 
Father. Adramelech, the Kings Clyak,or his Greatneſs, or 
; P ower, , \ 
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Power, or the greatneſs of Counſel, 


'Aduram was Receiver of all Rehoboarws Tribute, 
and being ſeat inCommiſlion to pacifie the People which 
were divided and fallen from the King, they (for hatred 
they bare to Rehoboam) took this Man, and Roned him to 
dearh. Aduram, Their Cloak,or their power, or greatneſs. 


Agag was a very fat Man, and King of the Ama- 
lekites, which Nation God had commanded to be ut- 
terly deſtroyed. And becauſe King Sas! had reſerved 
Agag alive, and not killed him with the reſt, the Lord 
was grievouſly diſpleaſed with S«/, and would not 
ſuffer 4gag fo to eſcape, but ſent Samuel 'to execute his 
judgment upon him, who calling for 4g4g, he came out 
unto him very pleaſantly, fearing nothing leſs, but that 
all bitterneſs of death had been paſt ; but contrary to hes 
expeRation, Sewnvel ſaid unto him: As thy fword hath 
made Wome childleſs; fo. ſhall thy Mother be child- 
lefs among other women ;-and with that he fell upon 4- 
£42, and hewed him in pieces before the Lord in Gi/- 
gel.  Apag, 4n Henſe, or cellar. 


Agabus was a certzin' Prophet, which came 
from feruſalem to' Antioch, ' where he prophelied of a 
great dearth that ſhould be thorowout all the World, 
which-came to paſs ( as this Prophet had ſaid) in 
the” Emperovr' Clandimy's days. Alſo while Paul lay 
at Ceferea tn the Houſe -of ©Phi/ip the Evangelift pur- 
poling to keep his Journey to Jerofalom, this Prophet 
chaneing to come thither,' 'rook Pa»/s girfle, and there- 
withall bound his own hands and feet, ſaying : Thus 
faith the Holy Gheſt; © ſhall the Fews' at Peruſulem 
bind the Man chat oweth this girdle, and- ſhall deliver 
him *mitv- the hands of the Genriles, Agabus, 4 
Graſbopper.

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Agar was Handmaid to Sarah, Abraham's Wife, gen. ic, 


which Sarh (being long barren and childleſs) gave 4- 
gar her Maid unto: 4braham to be his Wiſe, who being 
conceived, and feeling her (elf with Child, began to de- 
ſpiſe and (et light by Sr4h her Miſtre(s,for the which S«- 
rah complained to Abraham her Husband, who giving her 
power to correct the Maid at her pleaſure, ſhe began to 


deal ſo roughly with Agar, that in no wiſe ſhe would 


abide it, but ran away into the Wilderneſs, and fitting 
there belide-a Fountaia of Water(not knowing whither 
to go) an Angel appeared unto-her, and ſaid : Agar, from 
whence comeltthou? and whither intendeſt thou to go ? 
I flee (faid Agar) from Sarah my Miſtreſs, who deal- 
eth ſo hardly with me, that I am even weary of my life. 
Well (ſaid the Angel) return to thy Dame again, 
and ſubmit thy (elf under her hands, for the Lord will 
ſo encreaſe thy ſeed, that it ſhall' not be numbred for 
multitude: .T hou art. with child, and ſhak bear a Son, 
whoſe Name ſhall be jþ2144/. Then 4gar (giving God 
thanks for his conſolation in trouble) returned home a- 
gain to Sarah her Miſtreſs, ſubmitting her ſelf unto her, 
and in proceſs of time brought forth her. ſon [#mae!, as 
the Angel had ſaid. But when it pleafed God to viſie 
Sarah, that ſhe conceived and brought forth Iſaac, a new 
contention aroſe between Sarah and eAger for their chil- 
dren : for Sarah perceiving I/>mae! to be a mocker and 
a deſpiſer of Iſaac, would not ſuffer- I/&mae! rocompa- 
ny with her -Son- Tſazc, bur made her tcomphint to

or of bands in this Man, but that he might have been 
looſed, if he had not appealed to Ceſar, Agrippa, is 4 
Latine word, and fignifieth, That which hardly laboureth, 
er rravelleth in childbearing, or delivering. Alſo he which at 
his birth cometh with his feet forward. 


Ayaz, the Son of 7otham King of 7uas, at the age ; xing. 16. 
of twenty years began his reign, in the xvi. year of  , 
Pekah King of Iſrael, and did not walk in the ways FO 
of his godly Father, but gave himſelf to all kind of 
Idolatry and abominations of the Heathen, conſfecra- 
ting his Children ia the fire, and offering Incenſe on 
every Hill and Mountain. For the which (his wicked- 
neſs) the Lord forſook him, and delivered him 1nto the 
hands and power of Ra7#» King of Syria,and Pekah King 
of Iſ-ac/, which two Kings on the one ſide, with the E- 
domites and Philiſtines (invading his Land, and ſpoiling 
his Cities and Towns) on the other ſide, brought him 
very low: And yet inall his adverſity would he not once 
lift up his heart to call upon God for his aid and help, but 
(contrary to the Prophets admonition ) fought for the zx;,, , 
ſuccour of Man, ſpoiling the Temple of God, and ſen- 
ding the Treaſure thereof to Thig/arh Pileſer King of 4/- 
ſyria, to come and deliver him out of trouble ; by whoſe 
coming, 4haz was nothing the more ftrengthned, but 
rather troubled and hindered. Then eh4az meaſuring 
God's favour by the proſperity of his Enemies (not con- 
ſidering how God oftentimes doth puniſh thoſe whom 
he loveth, and givethto his —_— good ſuccels for .

This King, in the third year of his reign, kerh mention 
made a Feaſt-royal in the City of S»ſaz, to all his Prin- bur of fix | 
ces and Nobles, which continued an hundred and four- *; vs 
ſcore days. And thele days expired,he made another feaſt ber thar is ' 
to all the People great and (mall, for the ſpace of ſeven MPI = 
days, and in the ſeventh and laſt day of the Feaſt, hoſ divers 
King (being merry and pleaſantly diſpoſed) fent diversw!#<<5uicth. 
of his Chamberlains to fetch the Queen named /ſb- 
tt, and to bring Her to Him with the Crown-Imperial 
upon her head, that the People might ſee her beauty. But 
for ſo much as ſhe would not come at the King's com- 
mandment, it was decreed that the King ſhould put 
her away, and take another at his pleaſure. And accor- 
ding to the ſame decree, the King was divorced from 
Vaſhti, and took Eſther in her place, for whole ſake he 
ſhewed great kindneſs to her Nation the Fews, promo- # 
ting Maradochews (which had pens him fromthedan-

Ahimaaz, the Son of Sadvxkt, with Fonathas the 
Son of Abiathar, ſtood waiting without the City of 
Jeruſalem, at the Well called Koge/, to bear (ſuch 
news to. David, as they ſhould hear from their Fa- 
thers, being within with 45ſa/om, And when they were 
inſtructed of all things, by a certain Maid ſent from 
their Fathers, what they ſhould do and ſay unto Da- 
vid, they departed with (peed. But being eſpyed by a 
certain young Man, who went and told it to Abſalom, 
Meſſengers were ſent forth.in poſt haſt, which: follow- 
ed them ſo ſore, that they were conſtrained to ſlip into 
a certain Mans houſe in Bahurim, which had a Well 
in his Yard, into the which they were conveighed : and 
being hid in the Well, the Wife of the Houle {pred a Co- 
verlet over the Wells mouth, and ſtrowed Carn there- 
on, whereby the Well was not ſeen. Then Abſalom's 
Men coming into the Houſe, demanded of the Woman 
where the two men were which came in before them. 
They be gone ( ſaid ſhe) over the Brook of Water. 
The men believing her, went after and ſought, and 
when they could not find them, returned home again. 
Then Ahimazz and. Fonathas were let out of the Well, 
who-went to David and did their meſſage, as they were 
commanded. Afﬀer this, when 45ſa/om was ſlain, 4- 
himaaz deſired of Foab. the. Captain, that he might 
bear news to the King of 4bſalom's. death. Nay, laid 
Foab, thou ſhalt be no meſſenger this day, becauſe the 
King's.

and asked counſel of God for him, and aided him both 4 


with vicual and weapon : To the which, 4himelech 
anſwered. and ſaid: Oh King, who is ſo faithful a- 
mong all thy ſervants, as David is? or had in more ho- 
nour in all thy houſe? Is he not the King's Son-in-law, 
and doth whatſoever thou commandeſt him ? have I 
not at other times as well as now, asked counſel of 
God for him? Let not my Lord the King impute any 
ſuch wickedneſs to me, or to my Fathers houſe, for truly 
thy ſervant knew nothing of all this that thou layeſft to 
my charge, either leſs or more. Well (quoth the King) 
thou ſhalt ſurely dye. And fo was this innocent Man put 
to death, with Ixxxiv. Prieſts more, and the City of \sb 
deſtroyed. Ahimelech, a Kings Brother, 


Ahtzah, was a Prophet born in Shz/o, and chan- 
cing to meet with Jeroboam the Son of Nebar, with- 
out the City of 7eraſalem, in the plain Fields, having 
a new Cloak upon his back, he caught the Cloak from 
him, and rent it in twelve pieces, delivering ten pieces 
thereof to Feroboam, ſaying : Thus will the Lord rent 
the Kingdom out of the hands of Solomon (becauſe he 
hath forſaken the Lord and ſerved ſtrange Gods ) and 
give ten Tribes unto thee. Therefore take heed (when 
thou art King ) that thou walk in the ways of the 
Lord thy God, for ſo long as thou keepeſt his ſtatutes 
and holy commandments, ſo long will the Lord prot- 
per 
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per thee in the Kingdom. Read more of this Prophet 
in the ſtory of 4bia the Son of Feroboam, Ahijah, 
Brother of the Lord.

the Hebrews, a Man of great ſtrength, and valiant of cou- 
rage, and had equal ſtrength and aptneſs in both his 
hands. He flew Eg/oz King of the Moabites on this 
wile: When Egloz had long warred on the ews, and 
taken from themdivers Cities, and kept them in much 
milery, this 4zoth came to him to fericho, bringin 

unto him certain Preſents, which liked him well, an 

delired to ſpeak with him privily, which was granted, 
and all others being commanded to withdraw , 4zoth 
ſtroke Eg/on to the heart twice. The laſt time with 
ſuch puiſſance, that the Knife with the hilt remained 
in the wound, and fo leaving him dead, departed with- 
out ſuſpicion, and came unto his People, declaring what 
he had done, who being glad, armed them and tell up- 
on the, Moabites, and flew of them ten thouſand, and 
drave all the reſidue out of their Country.

The Lives of Patriarchs, 
Aioth, afrer made him their Judge and Prince. Who 


governed them lxxx. years in peace, and died a very old 
man in much honour. Atoth,* Praifing, or confeſſing. 


Alerander, the Son of Philip, King of Maceds- 
nia, flew Darius King of the Perſiavys and Meaes, 
and conquered the molt part of all the World, in leſs 
than twelve years ſpace, whereof he became fo proud 
that God was diſpleaſed with him. And being viſited 
with ſickneſs fo fore, that he muſt needs die, he called 
all his Lords and Princes before him, and divided 
his kingdom among them : So. that they (after his 
death) were crowned, and reigned as Kings, every one 
ſeverally in his own Dominion, as was to them ap- 
pointed. He reigned xii. years Alexander, 4» azd- 
er, or a helper , manly, or very valiant, 


Alexander, the Son of Noble 4ztiochw, took the 
City of Prolemais, and after that, moved War a- 
gainſt Demetrius, who (to prevent Alexander ) ſent 
Ambaſſadours to Fonathas ( Governour of the ewes ) 
to have his friendſhip, promiſing him as many fair 
and large offers, as he could deviſe. But foraſmuch as 
PRs had experience of his deceitful dealings, and 

ow cruel an Enemy he had always been unto the 
?ews Nation, he refuſed the offer of Demetrivs, and 
Joyned in League with Alexander, knowing him to be a 
faithful Prince, and ever his friend. And fo Alexander 
having the 7ews aid, joyned Battail with Demetriw, 
in the which conflict, 4/exander flew Demetrius, and 
overcame all his Hoſt. Now when Alexander had con- 
quered the Land, and was ſet in the Throne of his Proge- 
Nitors, a Marriage was concluded between Him and 
Cleopatra, the Daughter of Prolemy King of Egypt, 
which was fniſhed at the City of Prolemas, at the 
which triumph, Alexander made fonathas a Duke, and 
| part- 
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Partner of his Dominion, and after that (for his worthi-. 


nels) gave him the City of Accarov., Alexander now 
lying at Antioch, and hearing how the Cilicians had re- 
belled againſt him, marched toward them with a great 
power, to ſupprels the Rebellion. And being there bu- 
fied with his enemies, Pzolomy in the mean leaſon, de- 
feated him of his kingdom, and took his Daughter Cleo- 
patra, and gave her to Demetrius, the Son of Demetrius, 
in marriage. Alexander hearing of this, returned home 
with all his Hoſt, but Pzo/ozy being too ſtrong for him, 
chaſed 4/exander out of his Realm, who for ſuccour, fled 
jato Arabia,where the King of that Land (againſt all Law 
of Arms) ſmote off his head, and (eat it to Pro/omy for a 
preſent.

ing forward, beckoned with his hand to have ſpoken,. 


but till the Town-Clark had ceaſed the noiſe (which 
laſted two hours) he could not be heard. And then, to 
pacife the People, more by worldly wiſdom, than for 
any reſpe& he had to Religion, he ſaid : Ye Men of E- 
pbeſus, what Man is he, that knoweth .not how that 
the City of the Epheſians is a worſhipper of the great 
Goddeſs Diana, and of the Image which came from 
7«piter ? Seeing then that no Man gain-ſayeth it, ye 
Ought to be content, and to do nothing raſhly. For, 
ye have brought hither theſe Men, which are neither 
robbers of Churches, neither yet deſpiſers of your God- 
dels: Wherefore if Demetrius and the Crafts-men, 
which are with him, have any matter againſt any Man, 
the Law is open, and there are Rulers, let them accule 
oneanuther. But if ye go about any other thing, it may 
be determined in a lawful Agembly. For we are in 
Jeopardy to be accuſed of _ days uproar, foraſmuch

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38 there is no cauſe whereby we may give an account 
of this concourſe of People. - And when he had thus ſpo- 
ken, each Man departed. 


Alexander the Copperſmith, forſook the faith, and 
became ſuch an Enemy unto the Goſpel, that he with- 
ſtood Paul's preaching, and did him much diſpleafure, 
for the which, Pas! delivered him unto Sater,that is, ex- 
communicated him our of the Church, deſiring the Lord 
to reward him, as he had deferved. 


Alcimmus was a ?ew born, and come of the Seed 
of Aaron, who notwithſtanding, became fo wicked a 


Man, that he forſook the Laws of his own Nation, to 


maintain the abominations of the Heathen. And for 
the hatred he bare to Machabems and the 7ews, he took 
unto him a ſort of looſe and ungodly Perſons, and 
went to Demetrins, unto whom he made a prievous 
complairit upon 7#dzs Machabews, ſeigning that he had 
flain all the King's friends, and Uriven him and his com- 
pany out of their own Land, wherefore he willed Deme- 
trins to chooſe out ſome Noble Captain, to go and: a- 
venge the King's quarrel on ?#49, Upofi the which 
complaint of Al/cimns, the King ſent Bachides againſt 
{udes, and made 4/cimus the High-Prieſt, who was ſuch 
an enemy unto the 7ews, as the like was not among 
the Heathen, for all his ſtudy was, how he might [either 
by word or deed) work their utter confuſion. And fi- 
nally, to manifeſt his great malice towards his own 
Country-men, and the Laws of God, he commanded the 
Walls of the inmoſt Sancuary ( with the Monuments 
of the Prophets) to-be caſt down and deftroyed. But 
as this wicked Apoſtate went about his deviliſh purpoſe, 
the hand of God fell upon him, and ſmote-him with ſuch 
an incurable Palſie, that his mouth was (hut up, and ſo 
bke a miſerable wretch he dyed, Alcimus, wy

How 

then (ſaid the King) ſhall I do for the hundred Talents, 

which I have given for them? Take no thought for that 

(quoth the Prophet) for the Lord is able to give thee as 

much more.

Where- 
fore (at laſt) certain of his own Men conſpired againſt 
him and ſlew him, which Coanſpirators the People of the 
Land (notwithſtanding) put to death, and made Joſiah 
his Son King in his ſtead.

Amos, was an Herdman or Shepherd, of a poor 
Town called Tekos, and one of the Twelve Pro-

is it that Satan hath filed thine heart that thou ſhould- 
eſt lye unto the Holy Ghoſt, and keep away part of the 
price of the poſſeſſion ? Pertained it not unto thee only, 


and after it was ſold, was it not in thine own power?” 
how is it that thou haſt conceived this thing in thine:

And 
when 4nanias heard theſe words, he fell down and 
dyed. Ananias, the Cloud of the Lord. 


Anantas, the Diſciple of Chriſt, dwelling at Da- 
»2aſcas, had a Viſion appeared unto him, ſaying: Anani- 
4, ariſe and go into the ſtreet which is called S:rejghr, 
and ſeek in the houſe of 7udas for one Saul of Tarſus : 
for behold he prayeth, and hath ſeen a Viſion, a Man na- 
med Ananias coming unto him, and- putting his hands 
on him, that he might receive his fight. Then ſaid 4na- 
ies, Lord, I have heard by many of this Man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy Saiats at 7er«ſalem, and 
that he hath authority from the High-Pricſts, to bind all 
that call upon thy name. Well ({aid he) go thy ways, 
for he is a choſen Veſlcl unto me, to bear my name be- 
fore the Gentiles and Kings and the Children of Iſrae/. 
For I will ſhew him how great things he muſt ſuffer 
for my names ſake. Then Ananias went to Saul, and 
laid his hands on him, and ſaid : Brother $4as/, the 
Lord that appeared unto thee in the way as thou'cameſt, 
hath ſent me, that thou mighteſt receive thy ſight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt. And (o by the hands of 4nanz- 
as, Saul received his light again. 

There was another 4nanias, who being High: Prieſt, 
commanded Pau! to be {mitren on the mouth, as he was 
anſwering for himſelf before the Council. 


Andzew, a poor Fiſherman, was called ( with his 
Brother Peter) to be an Apoſtle, When Chriſt deman- 
ded of his Diſciples, where they might buy Bread to 
ſatisfie the People that followed him ; efadrew made an- 
ſwer and ſaid: There is a little Boy here, which hath 
five Barly Loaves and two Fiſhes, but what is that a- 
mong ſo many ?

And2onicus, being a Man of authority and in great 
favour with Antioch King of Syria, was left in Few- 
ry, and made Lieutenant over the Jews until the re- 
turn of the King, who was gone to pacihe a certain 
commotion made by the Tharſians and Mallacians, And 
in the mean time, being corrupted with bribes & rewards 
of that ungracious man Menelaas, to diſpatch the good 
and godly man Oz1as,(whom he {o hated)out of the way, 
he went to O45, who for his ſafeguard had taken 
the benefit of SanRuary, and with fair words per- 
ſwaded him to come forth, binding himſelf with an oath, 
he ſhould have no harm: And when he ſaw that Onias 
ſulpeed him, he fell upon him incontinently, & without 
any regard of righteouſneſs ſlew him. W hoſe innocent 
death lo offended the People, that they made a grievous 
complaint of A4»dronicus to the King at his coming 
home, who cauſed that wicked murderer to be ſtripped 
out of his purple cioaths, and led moſt villanouſly thorow 


the City to the place where he had committed his ungra- - 


cious aQ, and to ſuffer a moſt ſhameful death. Androni- 
cus, 4 Gonquerer, or Vittorer, 

Andronices, «he faithful Diſciple of Chriſt, to whom 
Paul ſendeth commendations on this wiſe : Salute 
Anaronicus and Junia my Kinſmen, and Fellow-priſoners 
with me, which are of note among the Apoſtles, and 
were in Chriſt before me.

departed,being contented with thoſe Countries that were 
left him, till at laſt of a covetous mind, he weat to Per- 
ſiae the chief City of Perſia, thinking there to have rob- 
bed the Temple, and to have had great treaſure therein.

 Antiochus Epiphanes, the Son of Axtiochnr the 
great, being ſtabliſhed 1n his Kingdom, warred againſt 
Prolomy King of Egypr, until he had brought his Lind 
in ſubjetion. And having ſo good ſucceſs.there,he went a- 
gainſt Iſrael, and at laſt took and ſpoiled the City of 


1: Feruſetem, and robbed-the Sanctuary of 'all'the-precious 


Jewels and treaſure therein: ſubveried all the holy _ 
6 0 
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of God, compelling the Fews to worſhip Idols, and to 
do asthe Heathen did io all things: he burned the Books 
of the Law, and wholoever had a Book of the Teſta- 
ment, or were found to be a favourer thereof, did ſuffer 
death. Thus this ungracious and wicked ſubverter of all 2 4c 9. 
true religion and godline(s, perſecuted the true People of 
God, and ſolong perſiſted in his great tyranny, that God 
at laſt ſmote him with an incurable Diſeaſe in his Body, 
which was ſo eaten with Worms and Vermine;that they 
fell quick out of his fleſh, whereof enſued fo great a ſtink, 
that neither he himſelf, nor none that were about him, 
might abide the ſmell. And fo this wicked Tormentor 
of others was juſtly recompenced with a miſerable end. 


Antiochus Eupatoz , the Son of Antiochns Epr r 24.6, 
phanes, being but young, and under the governance of 
Lyfias, went into Jewry with a great Army to ſubdue the 
Fews, who ſo manfully reliſted 4ntiochws, that he was 
fain' ( conſidering the decreaſe of his. People, and the 
ſtrength. of the place belieged) to offer them peace, and

was this Baaſba) for that purpole. And now for as much

roboam, {0 ſhould his be ſerved likewiſe. Great War 
was between Baaſhz and 4ſa King of 7udz. And for to 
ſtop the paſſage of 74, that none ſhould paſs out 
nor in ſafely, Eaaſha went to build a ſtrong hold called 
Rama, which he was fain (at length) to leave unhni- 
ſhed, and to loſe all his coſt and pains, to go againſt 
Beahadad, which had broken covenant with him. He 
reigned xxiv. years, and was buried in Thirza, which 
was a place where the King remained, leaving F/a his 
Son-to {uccced him, in whole days the forelaid Pro- 
phecy of the rooting out his Poſterity, took place.

Bachides, was a Man of great power in the Domi- 
nion of - Demetrius the Son of Seleucus, And being 
the Kings faithful friend, he ſent him with a great Holt 
againſt 7udzs eMachabeus to revenge him of the injury 
he had done unto his People,and in the end ſlew him. At- 
ter whole death, many of the wicked 7ews turned to 
Bachides, whereof he made ſome Lords and Rulers of 
the Land, which (of envy) outed the friends of ud, 
and brought them 1nto great vexation and trouble. When 
Bachides had given this overthrow to 74d, he ſought 
how he might kill 7onathas allo, whom the 7ews had 
appointed in his Brothers roum. And meeting with fe 

| nathas 
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nathas about the border of” fordan, there was a great 
Battel fought between them, in the which Bachides 
loſt a thoutand of his men. After which conflict, Bachi- 
des (by occaſion of 4/cimmw the wicked Prieſts death) de- 
parted for that time, ſo that Jonatha lay at reſt two 
years after, till a ſort of ungodly men conſpired agiinſt 
him, how they might bring Bachiaes upon him una- 
wares; which matter being between them and him con- 
cluded, Bachides returned with a great power, but ere he 
came, 7oarhas had gotten knowledge of the Treaſon, 
and put certain of the chiefeſt Conlpirators to death. 
Then, when Bachides came, and had belicged the City 
of Bethbeſſen long, and ſaw he was not able to refilt 
the power of Fonarhas, he was marvellouſly diſpleaſed 
with thoſe wicked counſellers, which had cauſed him to 
travail in vain, and made him ready to depart again, 
whereof Fonathas having knowledge, he ſent Ambaſſa- 
dors to Bachides, to make peace with him, to the which 
he gladly conſented, and reſtored to Forarhas all his Pri- 
ſoners, which he had taken in the Land of Juaa, and (o re- 
turned home, and never vexed l/rae/ more. Bachides, 
Oxe that holdeth of Bacchus, or a drunkard, 


Balaam., the Son of Bror (or Boſor, as 6 FM anus. os. cup. 


ſaith) was a covetous Prophet, and (for lucre ſake) went 
to the King of Moab, to curſe the Holt of Iſrae/, which 
thing God would not ſuffer him to do, but turned his 
curle into a bleſſing. Yea, he was fo far overcome with 
covetouſneſs ( ſaith S. Peter ) that he could not ſee his 
iniquity, when the tame Beaſt {peaking in Man's voice,

ty, ſo that he would come and curſe his enemies. And 
when the Prophet was come, Balac brought him up to 
the high place of Baa/,where he might ſee and diſcern the. 
uttermoſt parts of the Iſraelites, that he might be ſure 
to curſe them all. But when the Prophet weat about his 
purpoſe : God would not ſuffer him to curſe his People, 
but rather to bleſs them. Thea ſaid Balac: Did not I 
{end for thee to curle this People, and why haſt thou bleſ(- 
{cd them ? I told thee (quoth Balzam) that I could: 
ſpeak nothing, but th: t which the Lord would have me 
to ſpeak. Well, ſaid Balac, I will bring thee where 
thou ſhalt ſee but a portion of them, and not all, I pray 
thee curſe that part for my ſake: But notwithſtanding, . 
the Prophet bleſſed them again. Then ſaid Balzc, 
Neither curle them, nor bleſs them at all. Well yer, 
quoth Balac, I. will bring thee once more to another 
place, peradventure it ſhall pleaſe God thou mayſt curſe 
them there for my ſake : But when he ſaw in no place 
the Prophet would curle the People of God, .he was: 
angry with him, and faid : I ſent for thee to curſe mine 
enemies, and thou haſt bleſſed them now three times, 
therefore get thee quickly out of my ſight, for the Lord 
hath kept thee back from promotion; and (o he departed; 

Balac, ln wrapping, or d:ſtroying, or with him that licketh. 


Ba r,. was the Son of Nabuchodowoſor, and 
the laſt King of Baby/ov. This Prince (on atime) made 
a great Banquet toall his Lords and great Eftates, in the 
which heſo abuſed the Holy Veſſels of the. Temple of the

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Lord (which his Father had brought from 7eruſalem) 
making them common Veſſels for all his Gueſts to drink 
in, that God was (ore diſplealed with him. And as he fate

Hand write upon the Wall before him, which thing fo 
diſquieted him, that all the Joynts of his Body ſhook. 
And being in that great anguiſh, he (ent for all the Char- 
mers and Conjurers in Baby/on, to know the meaning 
thereof, but none of them all could read it, neither yet 
tell what it meant. Then was the King (o (ore afraid,that 
his colour began to change, and his Body to be fore vex- 
ed, for the which the Lords and all the Eſtates preſent 
were ſore oppreſt with heavineſs, to ſee the King in that 
caſe.

P"'PE*Y Barnabas; (called alſo Joſes) was a Levite, bora 
nn the Country of Cyprus, who of a liberal mind, fold 

his Land in Cyprs, and brought the whole price therecf, 

and laid it down: at the Apoſtles feet, with whom he 

A. 9, was of ſuch credit, that when he- brought Pau/ unto 
them (after his converſion) and declared how boldly he 

had done at Damaſcus in the Name of Jeſus, they recei- 

ved him as a Brother, of whom betore they were afraid, 

(22, 22,65, This Man being full of the Holy-Ghoſband faith. was ſent 
to: Antioch to Preach, and to ſtabliſh them in the Faith of 

Chriſt. From thence he departed to Tarſ#s to ſeek 

Saxl, and brought him to 4»tzech, where they two con- 

tinued together one year. And becauſe of a great deartit 

which was prophelied to be thorowout all the World, 

the Antiochiens. made a Collection for the poor Brethren

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in Fewry, which they ſent by the hands of Barnabas 
and Paul, at whole retura to Antioch again, they 
brought a-Diſciple with them called John Mark. After 
this (by the mind of the Holy Ghoſt) they were ſent ro 
preach among the Heathen, where (by the power of God) 
they did wonders, and turned many to Chriſt. ' And be- 
ing, taken (at Lyſtra) for Gods, becauſe (God working 
in them)they had made a Lame man to go,they rent their 
cloaths, and would not ſuffer themſelves to be called by 
that Name. Finally, when Barnabs and: Panl had 
been long Companions together and Workers in the 
Lord's Vineyard, they chanced to fall at variance, abour 
one John Mark, who had been their Miniſter before : 
And becauſe Barnabas would now in this Journey, (go- 
ing to'viſit their Brethren again) have had him wuh 
them, and Pax! refuſed him, becauſe he forſook them at 
Pamphilia, the diflention was lo ſharp, that the one 
brake from the other. And ſo Barnabas took Mark 
with him, and failed into Cyprus, his own. Native- 
Country. Barnabas, the Son of Conſolation, 


Barabbas, was a notable Robber, which for a cer- 
tain Inſurre&tion he-had made, and in the ſame commit- 
ted Murther, was caſt in Priſon. It was a cuſtome a- 
mong the Fews, to have a Priſoner delivered unto them 
at the Feaſt of Eaſter : wherefore when Pate (at in Judg- 
ment upon” Feſ#s, he asked of the Jews whether they 
would have Barabbas or feſus: and they (by the coun- 
ſel of the High Prieſts) ſaid, Barabbas, And fo was 
the Thief and Murtherer delivered, and the Innocent put 
todeath. Barabbas, the Son of Confuſion.

Baruch, the Son of Ner:iah, wrote in a Book (at the 
mouth of Ferexy the Prophet, as he did indite) all the

ing aſtonied at the words thereof, cauſed Barach to hide 
himſelf out of the way, till they had ſhewed the Book un- 
to Fehojakim the King, who (when he had heard three or 
four Leaves thereof ) cauſed the Book to be cut in pieces, 
(notwithſtanding the great intreaty that * certain of his 
Lords made for the preſervation of the ſame)and caſt it in 
the fire and burnt it.

Benhadad,. the Son of Tebrimm King of Syria,  King.: 5. 
made a covenant with Bazſba King of Iſrael, Which (for *% G6 
lucre ſake) he brake at-the requeſt of 4ſa King of 7«da, 
and turned his Hoſt againſt the Cities of Iſrael, to the 
great diſpleaſure of Baaſha, This Benhadad was a 
mighty Prince, and glorying much 1n his own power, 
ſent meſſengers to 4chab King of Iſrael, commanding- 
him to ſend his Silver, Gold, Wives, Children, and- 
all that he had unto him, or elſe he would come and de- 
ſtroy him, which thing being denyed him, he came a- 

__ Achab with -xxxii. Kings in his company, . and be- 

ged him inSameris, And while he truſted too much. 
in his great ſtrength and multitude, and was banquet- 
ting with the Kings that came with him-in their Pavili-- 
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ons, without any regard of the ſmall power of the 1/r4- 
elites, the Hoſt of Samara iſſued ſuddenly out of the Ci- 
ty, and came (o couragiuully againſt the Syrians, that 
they put them all to flight, and ſlew a great number of 
them. Then the Syrians which were eſcaped, ſaid to 
Benhadad : The Gods of the Hills be their Gods, and 
therefore have they now gotten the better of us: But 
let us fight once more with them in the Plain, and thou 
ſhalt ſee us have the better of them. Then Benhaaad ga- 
thered his Hoſt together, ſo many as filled the whole 
Country, and Iſrae! pitched before them like two little 
Flocks of Kids, and lo {tood the two Hoſts one againſt 
the other vii. days, and in the ſeventh day, they joyned 
Battel, in the which, an hundred thouſand of the Syrians 
were {lain, and the reſt fled ro the City of Aphek, where 
they began to make a Wall without the City for their de- 
fence, which building fell upon them, and killed xxvii. 
thouſand more, whereof the King was in ſuch a fear, that 
he fled from Chamber to Chamber, to find out a ſe- 
cret place, to hide himſelf in, to whom his ſervants 
went, and ſaid: O King, we have heard ſay, that the 
Kings of Ira?! be mercitul Kings, let us therefore put 
Sackcloth about our Loins, and Ropes about our Necks, 
and go and humble our ſelves before 4chab, and fee if he 
will ſave thy life. Benhadad did fo, and was pardoned, 
and never troubled [ſ-2e/ more in Achab's days. But 
afterward in another King's days, he came again, and 
belieged $4maria (o long, till an Aﬀes head was fold 
for fourſcore filver pence, and the fourth part of a Cab 
of Doves dung for hve ſicles, and till Women were con- 
ſtrained to eat their own Children. Finally, Bexha- 
dad fell ſick, and fent his ſervant Haſae! to Elizens the 
Prophet (which was come to Damaſcas) to know whe- 
ther he ſhould recover his Diſeaſe or no, and having his 
anſwer of the Prophet, he returned and flew his Ma- 
ſter Benhadad, as in the ſtory of 'Hazael ye ſhall ſee 
how. 
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how. Benhadad, the Son of a Sound, or of Noiſe and

But Paul (being full of the 
Holy Ghoſt ) perceiving the deviliſh and ſubtile craft of 
this Sorcerer, looked ſtedfaſtly upon him and (aid : O 
full of all ſubtilty and miſchief, the child of the: Devil, 
and enemy .of all r ghteouſneſs, wilt thou nor ceaſe to 
pervert the ſtreight ways of the Lord? Now therefore 
behold, the hand of the Lord is upon thee, agd thou 
ſhalt be blind, and not able to ſee the Sun for a ſea- 
ſon. And when Paul had pronounced theſe words, the 
Enchanter was ſtricken with blindneſs, ſo that he 
(as one amazed) wandred up and down, ſeeking for ſome

ceſſary for Beds, Meat, Drink, and Cloth (out of R« 
2lim) to refreſh. him and his Men,and provided (o for him, 
all the while he lay there, that he lacked nothing, and at 
his return again, he helped allo, to convey both the 
King and all his Men over forden, Then David ſeeing; 
the great kindnels of Berzilla/, was much deſirous to- 
have him home with him to Fersſa/em, promiling that 
all the days of his life, he ſhould eat and drink with 
him at his own Board, and fare no worſe than he fared. 
To whom Berzillsi (being a very old Man) ſaid: O 
my Lord, I am a Man of four-ſcore years of age, and 
cannot diſcern berween good and evil, neither yet taſt 
any thing that Ido eat or drink, wherefore if I ſhould 
then go. with my Lord the King, I ſhould be but a bur- 
then unto him : Therefore 1 beleech thee, let thy ſervant 
turn. back again, that I may dye in mine own Coun- 
try, and be buried in the Grave of my Father : But here 
is thy ſervant Chimeam my Son, let him go with my 
Lord, and do- unto him whatſoever. it ſhall pleaſe thee. 
And fo David and Berzillai kifled each other, and depar- 
ted, but Chimeam went with. David, who did not only 
recompence his Fathers. kindneſs in him fo long as he 
lived, but at theday of his death; declared to Solomon 
his Son, the great fidelity he had found with: Ber7z/- 
{7 in the time of his exile, charging him therefore to- 
thew no leſs favour to the Sons of Ber7ila; (for their 
Bathers ſake) than ever he himſelf had done. Berzillai,. 
Made of Iron, or as hard as Iron.. 


Bethſheba was the Daughter of Eliam, and Wife to 
Uriar,, which was with 7oab in the King's Wars. On a

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time as Bethſhebs was waſhing her ſelf in her privy 
Garden alone, it chanced King David to look out at a 
Window in his Palace,and ſaw her, whoſe beauty ſo ravi- 
ſhed the King, that (forthwith) he ſent for the Woman, 
and committed adultery with her, and ſo ſent her bome 
again.

Afﬀer that, 
ſhe conceived again, and brought forth Solomery, Laſtly, 
when David was fallen into extreme age, and that ſhe 
ſaw 4donijah the Son of Agith begin to aſpire to the King- 
dom of his Father yet living, ſhe went (by the counſel of 
Nathan the Prophet, who had taught her her Lefſon Junto 
David her husband. And making her humble obeyſance 
unto the King as he ſate in his Chamber, and 46/2 the 
Shanamite miniftring unto him, hefaid unto her, what 
is the matter? She anſwered, my Lord, thou ſwareft 
by the Lord thy God unto thine Handmaid, faying, af- 
ſuredly Solomon thy Son ſhall reign after me, and he 
ſhall ſit upon my Seat. And behold,now is 4donijah King, 
and thou my Lord the King knoweſt it not. He hath offer- 
ed Oxen, fat Cattel, and many Sheep, and hath called all 
the Kings Sons, and 4biathar the Prieſt, and 7o«b the 
Captain of the Hoſt : But Solomon thy ſervant hath 
he not bidden. And now my Lord, O King, the eyes of 
all Iſrae/ wait on thee, that thou ſhouldeſt tell zhem 
who ought to ſit on the Seat of my Lord the King after 
him : for elſe when my Lord the King ſhall ſleep with 
his Fathers, I and my Son Sz/omon ſhall be finners.

one Simos whoſe Sirname is Peter, he lodgeth with 
one 5mox a Tanner, whoſe houſe joyneth upon the Sea- 
ſide,and he ſhall tell thee what thou oughteſt to do. Then 
Cornelius ſent for Peter , againſt whoſe coming he had 
called together all his Kinſmen and ſpecial friends. And

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when Peter was come, Cornelizs met him and fell 
down at his Feet to worſhip him, which thing Perer 
would not ſuffer, foraſmuch as he was but a Man as Cor- 
neliw was.

young ſtriplings, he appointed to them (ter three years 
ipace) a portion of his own meat everyday, and. of his 
own Wine which he drank,” to the intent, that by their 
good treatment and learning of his religion, they might 
rather favour him than the Zews, and to be able to ſerve 
him as Governours in their Land. But Daxiel be- 
ing determined in his heart, that he would not de-

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do, leſt when the King ſhould call them before him, 
they might ſeem in worle liking thar the reſt of their 
fellows, and ſo he to be in danger of his life. ,Well, 
ſaid Daniel, prove thy ſervants for tea days. Then 
the Keeper (whoſe heart God had moved to tavour Da- 
niet) proved them ten days, _ hen he ſaw them fat- 
ter in fleſh, and in better liking than the other, he took 
away their portion of meat, and ſerved them daily with 
Pulſe and Water. And to theſe, God gave great know- 
ledge and underſtanding in all learning and wiſdome : 
But to Daniel only, he gave the gift of Propheſying, 
and opening of Vilions and Dreams. Now when the time 
was expired, that all the children whom the Kicg had fo 
long nouriſhed, ſhould be brought before him, he found 
Daniel and his three affociates in matters of wiſdome 
and underſtanding that he required of them, ten times 
better than all the learned men of his Realm, fo that 
the King had Dariel in great eſtimation. After this, 
Daniel expounded the King's Dreams, and ſhewed 
him the true interpretation and meaning thereof (which 
none of the Chaldeens could do) for the which the King 
rewarded him with great Gifts, and made him Gover- 
nour over the whole Province of Baby/oz, wherewith 
the other Princes and Rulers were ſore offended, and 
ſought occaſion againſt him concerning the Kingdom ; 
but Daztiel was (o faithful and upright 1n all the King's 
matters, that they confeſſed, and laid : We ſhall find 
no occaſion againſt this Daniel, except it be concerning 
the Law of his God : Therefore let us perſwade the King 
to make a Decree, that whoſoever ſhall ask a Petition of 
any God er Man for thirty days, ſave only of the King, 
the ſame may be caſt into the Den of Lyons. And when 
the King had conſented tothis wicked Decree,and ſealed 
the Writing, Danzel. (that all Men might ſee, that he 
would neither conſent in heart nor deed for theſe few 
days, to any thing that was contrary to God's glo-

of his Chamber toward Jeruſalem, and fell down 
upon. his Knees to give thanks and praiſe unto 
God, as his cuſtome was three times a day to do.

Whea the King heard this, he 
was ſore Liſpleaſed in himſelf, and ſought by all means 
to have excuſed Daxie!, and when he ſaw no intreaty 
would ſerve, nor any way be found toalter the Law, he 
ſuffered Danze! to be caſt down to the Lions, which were 
ſeven in number, and were kept faſting that day ſrom 
their ordinary diet, to the intent they ſhould have de- 
voured Danie! : But God had ſo ſtopped the mouths 
and fury of the Lyons, that they did him no harm, and 
leſt he ſhould periſh there for hunger, God ſent his Pro- 
phet 4bakuck with Meat and Drink to feed him, and 
alſo moved the King's heart to take ſuch care for Danzel, 
that the ſeventh day after, he went to the Den to ſee if 
he were alive or dead, and finding him not periſhed, 
but whole and ſound, he rejoyced greatly, and cauſed 
Daxiel to be taken out,and his Accuſers with their Wives 
and Children caſt down among the fierce greedy Lyons,

<5 commandment anointed King of Iſrael ( Saul! yet 
reigning) by the Prophet Samue/. Wherefore Sazl, 
fearihg that David would defeat him of his Kingdom, 
vexed him with continual perſecution, during the which 
time, David ſhewed notable examples both of patience 
and- true: obedient ſervice to: Saul his Soveraign _ 
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And firſt, to ſhew his obedient and faithful heart to his 
Prince; and love he bare to his Country, he put himſelf 
in danger, to fight with that great Monſter Goliah and 
ſlew him, of whom the King, and all the Hoſt of Iſrae/ 
ſtood in great fear. And after this a& allo, when $aud 18. 6-11, 
(of envy that the Women in their dance had given to 

D:vid more praiſe than to him) threw his Javelin at 

David (as he ſtood and played on his Harp before him) 

to have nailed him faſt to the wall, David avoided and 

armed himſelf with patience, and never ſought other 

means of revenge : In ſo much, that when Saul (by ,, . 
the providence of God) came into the Cave to eaſe him- | 
ſelf, in the which Cave David lay hid for fear of Sazl, 
he would nor (being provoked) put forth his hand to 
hurt his Maſter : But cut off a piece of the Hem of his 
Coat, in token that he might have killed him. And yet 
after that, it ſore repented him that he had done ſo much 
injury unto his Soveraiga Lord and Maſter, although 
he was his Moſt grievous enemy, and every hour ſought 
his death. Alfo,when he came into the Hoſt of $4#/ and 
found the King and his Men faſt aſleep, he would nor 
for his own private cauſe (though Fehu {ſlew two Kings 
at God's commandment) lay his hand upon the Lord's 
anointed, but only ( that he ſhould know that David 
was there and might have been revenged) took his Spear 
and Pot of Water which ſtood at his Head, and went his 
way. Finally, when ir pleaſed God to rid him of his 
enemy in Battel againſt the Philitines, one (to get 
thanks of Davida) brought unto him Sas!'s Crown, and 
the- Bracelet that he wore on his Arm, certifying him 
of the King's death. and that he with his own'hands had 
killed him : whoſe at David did {3 much abhor, that 
he thought the Man not worrhy to live, but put him to 
death out of hand. Read more of David's patient ſuffering 
and obedient ſervice, in che ſtory of Michol, Fonathas, 
Abimelteh, | Achiſb, and 4b{alom his Son. Now _ 
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Saut was dead, David was admitted King and reigned 
over Jude vii. years, after which time expired, he-reign- 
ed both over Iſrael and 7uda, xxxiii. years. And did 
that which was good in the ſight of God,and put his truſt 


, and conhdence 1n the Lord God of Iſ-ae/,ſo that before nor 
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aſter him, was not his like. Hecleaved fo unto the Lord, 
that God bare witneis of him, that he had found a Man 
according to his hearts defire. To him, God made a pro- 
mile that Chriſt ſhould come of his Seed, for the which *' 
cauſe, Chriſt of the Prophets is called the Son of Da- 
vid, To this holy Prophet, God gave many vicories and 
excellent gifts (which are touched in other ſtories) and 
yet among all his vertues, he ſuffered him to fall into the 
abominable Vice of Adultery and Murder, -and moſt 
grievouſly puniſhed him for the ſame, who notwithſtand- 
ing after earneſt repentance, was received. again 
into the favour of God, and never after offended in that 
ſin more. Finally, after many conflits with his Ene- 


* mies, he died, after he had reigned xl. years, leaving 


Solomon his Son to ſucceed him. David, Beloved. 


Pebozah, the Wife of one Lapidoth, was a Prophe- 
teſs, and the fourth Fudge and Governour of the People 
of Iſrael: who, by the power and pleaſure of God (and 
help of Barak the Captain of her Army ) delivered 
them from the Tyranny of King abi, and of Siſera 
his Captain-General, putting the King to a great. foil, 
in {laying of bis Captain Siſers. Thorow the which vi- 
cory, the Iſraelites were reftored to liberty, and their 
enemies the Canaarites utterly confounded. She judged 
Iſrael xl. years. Deborah, 4H ord, or a Bee. 


Pemas, was Chriſt's Diſciple a great while, and 

2 faithful Miniſter to Pau/, and never ſhrank from 
him nor his Do&rine, ſo long as all-things proſpered well 
with Pea/: But when he ſaw Par caſt in Priſon, and

im danger of his life for the Goſpels ſake, He forſook 
both him and his doctrine, and (imbracing the World) 
conveighed himſelf to Theſſa/onics, Such there be, that 
ſo-long as pleaſure, profit, favour, honour, glory or ri:

your the ſame : * But when. affliction, perſecution, loſs 
of goods, riches, lands, poſſeſſions, or ſuch like adverſi- 
ties do come, then they do as Dem did, forlake the 
Goſpel and follow the World.

Demetrius, the Son of Se/encus came from 
- Rome with a ſmall company of Men to a certain City 
of his own, lying upon the Sea-coalt, and prepared an 
Army to go-to Antioch (the City of his Progenitors) 
where he tound Aztiochus and Lyfias, bothryf whom he 
cauſed to- be (lain, and being ſtabliſhed in his Kingdom, 
he began (through the wicked counſel of Alcimus, whom 
he had made High Prieſt) to ſeek: the deſtruction of the 
Jews, (ending, forth: divers Armies againſt them, in 
the which he ſped diverſly. Finally, the Son of Nobte 
Antiochus moved War againſt him, and in Battel flew 
him. Demetrius,. coming of Geres :. whom the Heathen 
thought the Goddeſs of Corn... 


Pemetrius, the. Son of Demetrius, being+ in the 
Land of Greta at his Fathers death, made. haſte home- 
ward to take poſſeſſt5n of his Kingdom. And being ſta- 


bliſhed therein, he-began to Wax mighty, by reaſon. 


that Prolomy King of Egypt had withdrawn. his favour 
from Alexander his Son-in-law, and taken his Daughter 
Cleopatra-from him and given her to- Demetrius. And 
allo for as much as. Prolomy and. Alexander , lived: not 
long after the ſtrife begun between them, Demetrius 


{tor a ſpace) had great reſt. The Captain of Demetrius's. 


Hoſt, was Apollonius ( 2. great. enemy. of. the. Jews) 


whom: 
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whom Fomarthes dilcomfited at the firſt conflit between 
ther. Upon the which, :Demerrius perceiving fona- 
thas power to be ftrong; was content to'be at peace with 
him, and to make all Zzwry free. Which being done, all 
the Land was in ſuch quiernelſs, that Demetrius (ent a- 
way his Hoſt, all {ave a few ſtrangers, whereat the 
Hoſt was diſplealed. Then Tryphon (who had been a- 
foretime of Alexander's party ) perceiving Demetrius 
Hoſt - co -murmur- againſt him, :moved Artiochus the 
Son of Alexander to War againſt Demetrius, who 
being now in great fear of the Men of Antioch (with 
whom he had ſomewhat todo )- ſent to foxathas to have 
his- aid; who! ſear him. three thouſand of ſuch picked 
Men, - that delivered Demetrius out of danger, and flew 
att hundred thoufand of the 4ztiochians, to that the reſt 
were fain to caſt down their Weapons and to yield them 
to Demetrius: who (notwithſtanding the great fidelity 


'of 7onathas, and the benefit he had done him) after he 


was'at-reſt again, did not reward him accordingly, but 
moſt deceitfully diffembled, and withdrew himlelf from 
Zonathas; and vexed him and the Fews very fore. After 


this came Tryphon with all the Hoſt which Demetrius 


had put away , and fought againſt DemerriH7, and put 
him to flight. and made him fain (at the laſt) to go in- 
to Meaia to ſeek aid and help, where Arſaces King of 
the Land took him, and kept him in ward as a Priſoner 
during his life. 


Demetrius: This/Man was a Silverſmith by his 
occupation dwelling at Epheſus, ' which made filver 
Shrines and Tabernacles for Dia#4 the Goddeſs, And 
foraſmuch''as Paul ( by the ſpace of two years) had 
preached there, againſt Images made with Man's hand, 
faying- that: they were no Gods : He (leſt his profit 
ſhoutd decay ) called rogether all ſuch as had advantage 
by makitg Images of Diana, and all Craftſmen ws

the ame occupation, who he knew would favourchis 
cauſe, and begin to lay unto them on this wiſe : Ma- 
ſters, ye know that by this Craft we have our living :

ded and turned away much People, ſaying, That they 
be no Gods which are made with hands. So that not 
only this our Cratt cometh 1ato peril, and to be ſer 
at naught : Bur alſo that th: Temple of the great God- 
dels D14n4 ſhould be deſpiſed, and her magoiticence de- 
ſtroyed, which all is and the World worthippeth. With 
this ſeditious Oration made by Demetrius, the People 
were in ſuch a fury, that they cryed out, ſaying: Great 
is Diana of the Ephefians, and with that, ruſhed into: 
the common Hall with one afſent, where they (mifling of 
Paul) caught two of his companions, inthe which rage, 
ſome cryed one thing, and ſome! another,” and were (© 
far out of order, that the moſt part knew. not the-cauſe 
of their concourſe together, ſo that with great difficub 
ty, the matter was pacified. Read the ſtory of Alexan- 
der the ew, born ia the ſame place.

Dives, the rich and covetous Glutton, ſo much 
delighted and gloried in his great abundance of Treaſure, 
fine and coſtly apparel, ſumptuous and delicious fare 
each day, that his whole felicity and pleaſure was only 
in pampering 'up of himſelf, having no compaſſion 
(were his milery never ſo great) on the poor and needy, 
as it did appear by Lazarus the Begger lying at his 
gates, and looking for ſome relief of the ſcraps that fell 
trom his board. But when this glutton was dead and his 
body (with pomp) brought to his Grave, and his Soul 
alſo in the torments of Hell : He then lifting up his eyes, 
and beholding 4braham a great way off, and the Beg- 
ger with him 1n joy, cryed out to 4br<ham, requeſting 
him that Laz«rw might now come down, and dip the 
tip of his finger in water, to {lake the great heat of his 
Tongue, for I am (ſaith he) moſt grievouſly tormented 
in this ardent flame. But to this and his other moſt vain 
and fantaſtical requeſt he made for his Brethren, to have 
them admoniſhed by one that came from the dead : Abra- 
ham made anſwer and ſaid.

Eleazar, the Son of Sazrs, was a worthy Cap: « ».s. 
tain with 7edss Machabews, what time as Antiochus 
Fapatoy came into fewry with a mighty ſtrong Army, 
both of Men and Elephants : which Beaſts being xxx11. 
in number, were ſtrongly fenced, and ſurely harneſſed, 
and well exerciſed to Battel. And when the Hoſts were 
joyned together, E/eazar beholding one of the Elephants 
deckt with royal Harneſs, and far excelling all the 0- 
ther Beaſts, he ſuppoſed the King himſelf had been up- 
on him, wherefore he jeoparded himſelf to deliver his 
People, and with a good courage ran to the Elephant 
in the middeſt of the Hoſt, ſlaying all about him as he 
went, and at laft came unto the Beaſt, and gat himſelf 
under his feet, and ſmote him in the belly, and ſlew the 
Elephant. The weight of whoſe dead body cruſhed Ele- 
a7 x in pieces, and lo he dyed. 


N2 Eleazar, 
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Eleazar, was one of the —_— Scribes among 


the 7ews, and an aged Man, of a well fayoured counte- 
nance, who (when that cruel King Aztiochus had ſent 
his Commiſhoners to compel the Fews to tranſgrels 
the Laws of their God) was conſtrained to gape with 
open mouth, and to eat Swines fleſh, but he deſirin 

rather to.dye grievoully, than to live with hatred, offere 

himfelt willingly to the torment, and (pit it out. Then 
they that had the charge of the Kings wicked a, for the 
old friendſhip of the Man, took him afide privily, and 
prayed him that he would take ſuch fleſh as .was law- 
tul to.eat, and diſſemble as though he had eaten even. of 
the things appointed by the King, even the fleſh of the 
Sacrifice, that in ſo. doing, he might be delivered from 
death, and that for the old friendſhip that was among 
them, he would receive this favour. But he began to 
conſider diſcreetly, and as became his age, and the ex- 
cellency of his ancient years, and the honor of his gra 

hairs, whereunto he was come, and his meſt honeſt 
converſation from his childhood , but chiefly the holy 
Law, made and given by God: therefore he anſwered 
them accordingly, and willed them ſtraightways to 
ſzad him to the grave : for it becometh not our age 
(faid he) to diſlemble, whereby many young Perſons 
might think that Eleazar being 90. years old, were 
now gone to another manner of life. And fo thorow 
mine hypocriſie (for a little time of a tranſitory life) they 
might be deceived by me, and I ſhould procure male- 
diction and reproach to mine old age. For though I were 
now delivered from. the torments of Men, yet could [ 
not eſcape the hand of the Almighty, neither alive nor 
dead. Wherefore I will now change this life manfully, 
and will ſhew my ſelf ſuch. as mine age requireth. And 
ſo will leave a notable example for ſuch as be young,to die 
willingly & couragiouſly,for the honorable & holy laws : 
and 


P2ophets, Apollles, 8c. 93 
and when he had ſaid theſe words, immediately he 
went to torment. And as he was ready to give up the 
ghoſt, he ſighed and ſaid: The Lord that hath the holy 
knowledge, knoweth manifeſtly, that whereas I might 
have been delivered from death, I am ſcourged,; and fuf- 
fer theſe fore pains of my Body, bur in my mind I ſuf- 
fer them gladly for his religioa. Thus this Man ended 
his life, leaving his death for an example of a noble cou- 
rage, and a memorial of vertue, not only unto young 
Men, but unto all his Nation.

ed Iſrael, and the High-Prieſt deſcended from Aaron. * *2-27:06- 
He had two Sons, the one called. Hophns, the other 
Phinehss, which were ſo wicked that gvery Man com- 
plained of them. And becauſe that E/ did not puniſh 
them according to their deſerts, God ſent him word by 
his Prophet, that for as much as he had not miniſtred *® 
due correction unto his Sons for their great offences, 
ke would ſurely. remove the High Prieſts office from his 
houſe for ever, and raiſe him up a * faithful-Prieſt which: * Meaning 
ſhould do according to his hearts deſire. And. this ſhall —_— 
be to thee (faid-he) a (ign and token that ſhall come upon _ = "ge 
thy two Sons, everin one day they ſhall both dye. And ws the & 
ſo it came to-pals ; for when the Philifines went out to © *f rift 
Battel cal Iſrael, the two Sons of Eli ( which 
waited upon the Ark of God) were both ſlain, and the 
Ark taken and poſſeſſed of ſtrangers.” Then El; (being 
at that time 99. years of age, and alſo blind) hearing of 
the Ark to-be taken of the Philitizes, was ſtricken into: 
ſuch a ſudden fear, that he fell backward off his ſtooh 
and brake his neck, after he had judged forty years..

Man of ftature and perſonage, that when. all'the Sons 
of: 
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of 7eſſe were brought before the Prophet Samuel to 
choole our a King among them, 8a»e/ thought Eliab 
to be the meeteſt tor that office, but God refuſed him,and 
accepted David his Pegs Brother, who ſeemed to have 
more $kill in keeping of Sheep, than of War, notwith- 
ſtanding, after that, he proved a better Warriour 
than E/zab, or all the reſt of his brethren, when he fought 
with Golizh, and (lew him. And for that great enterpriſe 
of David, Eliab (being with King S«s/ in the Hoſt) 
was (ore offended, and began to rebuke David, ſaying : 
Wherefore art thou now come hither ? with whom haſt 
thou left thy Sheep in the Wilderneſs? I know thy pride, 
and the malice of thine heart well enough, and that of 
an haughty ſtomach chou art come hither to ſee theBattel, 
and with ſuch gaunts and checks he reproved his Bro- 
ther David, for taking upon him to tight the Philiftine, 
whom he, nor one of all h's fellows durſt look in the 
Face.

And when 
the Brook began to wax dry, the Lord ſent him to the 
City of Sareprs in the Country of Sydvv, where he had 
ordained a certain Widow to ſuſtain him, and when 
he was come to the Gate of the Ciry, the Widow was 
there gathering of a few ſticks for her Oven, to whom 
he called, and ſaid: Woman, fet-me {I pray thee) a little 
Water todrink : And as ſhe was going, he cryed unto 
_— ſaying: Bring me (l pray thee) a morſel of 
in thine hand alio : ſhe faid again, as truly as 

the Lord thy God liveth, I have no Bread ready, but e- 
ven 
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ven an handful of Meal in a Barrel, and a little Oyl 
ina Cruiſe, and am now going to dreſs it for me and m 
Son, that we may eat and dye. Well (ſaid E/;jab) do 
as thou haſt ſaid and fear not : But firſt of all, make 
me a little Cake thereof,and bring it to me,and afterward 
make for thee and thy Son : for neither ſhall the Meal 
in the Barre], nor yet the Oyl in the Cruile be waſted or 
diminiſhed, till the Lord have ſent Rain upon the Earth. 
And ſo the Widow did as the Prophet bad her, and 
all things came to paſs as he had ſaid. And during the 
Prophets abode in the Widows houſe, he reſtored her 
Child to hfe, which was dead; 

After this, he was commanded by God, to go and ſhew , Ing. 18: 
himſelf to 4chab. And when the King ſaw E/zjjeh, he 
faid: Art thou he that troubleth Iſrae/ ? No, {aid the: 
Prophet, it is not I that have troubled Iſrae/, but thou: 
and thy Fathers houſe, in that ye have forſakenthe com- 
mandments of God, and ſerved Baa! : Therefore let 
all the People of Iſrae/ with the Prophets of Bas! be. 
brought before me to Mount Carmel, and I will tell thee: 
what the Lord ſaith. And when the Kipg had calkd the. 
People together : The Prophet ſaid unto them, how 
long will ye halt berween two: Opinions ?. If the Lord: 
be God, follow him: But-if Baz! be God, then go after 
him. And now toknow who is the true God, (ajd the 
Prophet, let there be two Bullocks-brought, and give 
the one to me (which am but one Prapher of the Lord's} 
and the other to Baa/s Prophets which are 450; let them- 
dreſs the one with Wood and no Fire under jt, and'] wilt 
dreſs the other likewiſe: Andcall ye on the name of your 
God, and I will call on the name of my God, and then the 
God that anſwereth by Fire, let him be God. To this the. 
Prophets of Bad agreed, arid drefſed their Oxen, which

being done, they cry to their God Baa/, but they cried eththe Pro 
fo long without: anſwer again, that: Elijah mocked- pes &- 
them, ſayiog: Cry out aloud, for it may be that: your- 
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Gad'is bulie ia talking, or occupied in following his ene- 
mies, Or is in his Journey, or elfe fala a-{leep and muſt 
be waked with your ery. And ſo they cryed on ſtill from 
morning to night, cutting themſelves (as their manner 
was) with Kaives and Laaces, till the bloud did follow, 
and yet their God would not anſwer. Then Elijah 
took his Bullock and dreſſed it, and laid it upon the 
Wood;and made a Ditch round about the Altar whereon 
the Sacrifice was laid, and poured Water upon the S4- 
crifice until the Ditch was full: And aſſoon as he had 
called on the Name of the Lord, . Fire fell down from 
Heaven, and conſumed the burat Sacrifice, the Wood, 


'the-Stones; the Duſt, and all the Water that was in the 


Pir. And when the People ſaw that, they turned to Elijah, 
and fell upon all the Prophets of Bza/, and flew them at 
the Brook Kyſon. 

[Now whea' £14j4h had thus deſtroyed Fazl and his 
Prophets, he'durſt not abide the menacing of 7ezabe!, 
but fled to the Wilderneſs of Beerſþcbs. And having gone 
a days Journey therein, he fate him down under a ?«- 
wiper Tree, and defired God that he would take his life 
from him. And as he fell a {keep under the Tree, the An- 
gel of -God touched him, and: bad him ariſe and ear, 


 wherewithal he awaked :- And ſeeing a baken Cake and 


a Pot of Water ſtanding at his Head, he refreſhed himſelf 
therewith, 'agd laid him down” again to ſleep. The 
Angel toutched-hiq-once'myre, and bad him ariſe and 
ear, telling him-rhar he had yer a great Journey to: go, 
then he aroſe and did eat again, and with the ftrength 
of that Meat, he walked Forty Days and Forty Nights, 
till he came to Horeb the Mount of God, and hiding him: 
ſelf in a Cave all Night, the Voice of the Lord came to 
him, and asked him what he did there: I have (ſaid he) 
been very jealous for the Lord God of Hoſts: For the 
-Children of I/rae/ have forſaken thy Covenant, broken 
down thine Altars, and ſlain thy Prophets, with m 
| | ' Swor 
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Sword, and I only am left, and they ſeek my life, to 
take it away. Then the Lord commanded him to come 
out of the Cave, and ſent him to anoint HaFae/ King 
over Syria: And Jehu King of Iſrael, and Eliſeus in his 
room. Read more of this Prophet in the ftories of 
theſe three aforeſaid, in 4chab, A4hazia and Obadiah, and 
Eliſews, FElyah, God the Lord. 


Eliakim, was the High Prieſt among the Jews, at Fudith 4.cap. 


what time Holefernes went about to ſubdue them, 
who ſent Letters all about to the Fews, to take in the 
Mountains, and to ſtop all the ways and paſſages to 
Teruſalem, that their enemies the Aſſ1rians might have 
no recourſe thither. That done, he exhorted the People to 
earneſt prayer and faſting. alluring them that the Lord 
would hear their Petitions, if they continued ſtcdfaft 
in the ſame, and give them ſuch power to overthrow the 
Aſſyrians, as he gave to Moſes the ſervant of God, 
which overthrew the 4malekites (truſting in their own 
ſtrength) not with weapon, but with holy prayer. Eli- 
akim, The Keſurrefion of God.or Gods affirmation,or the God 
of reſurrett1on, or the God of Frength.

City of Eerhleem Fude, in whoſe days there fell ſuch 
a dearth in the Land of J»4s, that he with his Wife and 
two Sons ( the one Mahlon, the other Ghilion ) went 
into the Land of Moab, where in proceſs, he and his 
two Sons died.

Eliphaz, the Temenite, uy one of thoſe that came Fob 3. 11; 


to

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to Job in his extream afflictions to comfort him. And 
yet (notwithſtanding ) he blamed ob for impatience, 
injuſtice, and for the preſumption of his own righte- 
ouſneſs. Allo he reproved him, becaule he challenged 
wiſdome and pureneſs to himlelf. Afirming alſo that 
he was punithed for his fins, and accuſed him of un- 
mercifulneſs, and that he denied God's providence, and 
therefore exhorteth him to repentance. But the Lord 
was angry with Fliphaz, and with his other Compa- 
nions, becauſe they had condemned 7ob by the outward 
afliftions, and not comforted him with his mercy, and 
therefore commanded them to take ſeven Oxen ard 
icven Rams, and to go and offer a burnt-offcring for 
their offence, and his lervant 7ob ſhould pray for them. 
And they did as the Lord had commanded them.

Ghoſt) left his Plough, and ran after E/qah, deſiring 
him that he might firlt go home and take his leave of his 
friends, and then he would come and follow him, which 
thing being done, he returned and miniſtred to E/ijah, 
and went with him to Bethel, and from thence to 7ericho, 
where the Children of the Prophets came to E/iſeus and 
faid : Knoweſt thou not that the Lord will tzke thy 
Maſter from thine Head this day ? Yes (quoth he) I 
know it well, hold ye your peace and be ſtill. And fo 
forth from 7ericho, they went to forday, where Elijah 
The Waers {Morte the Waters with his Mantle which divided them- 
vided,  felves,ſo that they twowent over on dry Land.

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they were on the other ſide of 7ordan, Elijah ſaid to 
Eliſeus : Ask what 1 ſhall do for thee, ere [ be taken 
away from thee: I pray thee (quoth Eliſeus) let thy ſpi- 
rit bedouble upon me. Thou haſt asked (quorth he) an 
hard thing: Yer if thou ſee me when I am taken trom 
thee, thou (halt have it fo, it not, it ſhall not be.

Then Eliſews rent his own 
Cloak in two pieces, and took up E/jjah's Mantle, 
which he had let fall from him, and returned tothe bank 
of Zordan and (mote the Waters, ſaying: Where'is the 
Lord God of E1ijah, and he himlelt? and at the ſecond 
ſmiting, the Waters divided, ſo that he went over on 
dry Land to the other ſide again. Then the Chil- 
dren of the Prophets perceiving the —_ of Elijah to 
be upon Eliſe, came and fell down before him, ſaying : 
We doubt leſt the Spirit of the Lord hath taken thy Ma- 
ſter and caſt him upon ſome Mountain, therefore let us 
ſend forth our Men to go and ſeek him. But Eliſe 
(knowing afſuredly that he was taken unto God) willed 
them not todo ſo: yet they, not therewithall ſatisfied, 
intreated him ſo much till he was aſhamed, and fo let 
them go. And when they had 'ought three days anwl three 
nights and could not find him, they returned to E/+ 
ſeus, who (aid unto them : Did not I (ay, ye ſhould 
not find him?

It came topaſs that when 7ehoram: the King of Iſrael, 
and ?ehoſapbat King of 7uds with the King of Edom, in 
their progreſs toward the King of Moab, l.cked Water, - 
for them and their People, they went (by the counſl of 
Zehoſaphat King of 7«da) to Eliſeus the Prophet, be- 
ſeeching him to make Interceſſion for them, that the 
might have Water to ſuſtain their Hoſt, which el(s 
were in jeopardy of periſhing : And when the Prophet 
ſaw the Kings, ke ſaid to the King of Iſrae/: What 
have I to do with thee ? Get thee to the Prophets of 4chab 
thy Father, and to the prophets of 7ezabe/ thy Mother : 
as truly as. the Lord of Hoſts liveth, in whoſe ſight I

Prophets, which came and complained to Eliſewe, that ©&* 
her Husband had left her fo far in debt, that her Credi- 
tors were come to fetch her two Sons away to be their 
Bondmen. © What haſt thou in thy houſe, ſaid the Pro- 
phet ? Nothing ( quoth ſhe) but a little Pot of Oyl: The widow 
Well (faid he) go thy way home, and borrow of thy | in «bt. 
Neighbours, as many empty Veſſels as thou canſt per, 
and pour out the Oyl of the Pot into- the empty Veſ- 
ſels, until thou haſt filled them all. And when the Wo- 
man had done all as the Prophet had commanded her; 
ſhe came back again, and told him how mightily her 
Oyl was encrealed. Now go (ſaid the Prophet) and 
ſell ſo much of the Oyl as will pay thy Creditors, and 
then live thou and thy Children of the reſt. 

There was a certain Woman of great eſtimation in Ob 8,9, 
the City of Shunem, who hearing tell that Eliſews was ©* 
come to the City, invited him home to her houſe, and 
made him great chear. And whenſoever after that, he 
came into that quarter (which he haunted much) he 
would ever take that Gentlewoman's houſe in his way. 

Then ſhe (ceing that, ſaid unto her Husband, I perceive 
that this is an holy Man, that cometh ſo oft by our 
place, let us make him alittle Chamber with all things 
neceſſary for the ſame, that when he cometh this way, 
he may lodge there, and be quiet therein. And when the 
new Chamber was made, and finiſhed, the Prophet at 
his next coming was brought into the ſame, there to 
take his reſt. He then (conſidering the great proviſion. 
the Woman had made, and how careful the had been for 
him) ſaid unto Gehazi his Man : Go-and ask of her 
what ſhe will have me todo for. her? whether it be to- 
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ſpeak unto the King, or to the Captain of the Hoſt, or 
any thing elſe, and I willdoit. Thelervant went and 
brought him word again, that ſhe had no Child, and 
her Husband was old. Well, ſaid the Prophet, ſhe 
ſhall have a Son, which in proceſs the had indeed. And 
when the Child was a few Years grown up, it had a 
defire to go and ſee its Father and the Reapers in the 
Field, and being there 1n the heat of the day, it fell ſud- 
denly ſick, and was carried home to his Mother, and dy- 
ed : But for the Woman's lake, the Prophet reſtored her 
Son to life again. 

On a time E/ſexs commanded his Cook to make 
a great Pot of Pottage for the Children of the Prophets 
which boarded with him,and as one went out for Herbs, 
he gathered (unawares) his Lap full of wild Gourds, 
and came and ſhred them into the Pot of Pottage. And 
when the Children of the Prophets had taſted a little 
of the Pottage, they (fearing leſt they had been poiſon- 
ed) cryed out, ſaying: O thou Man of God, there is 
death inthe Pot. Then the Prophet called for Meal, and 
threw it into the Pot, and all was well, and no more 
harm 1n the Pot. 

A certain Man (the dearth being great in the Land) 
came from Baal $hzliſa, and brought to Eliſeus twenty 
Barley-loaves of the firſt-fruits of his new Corn, the 
which he commanded his Man to give to the People to 
ſatishe their hunger. How ſhall I (faid he) ſet this before 
ſo many, will it {atisfie an hundred perſons? Well, (aid 
Eliſeus, (et it before them, for thus tfaith the Lord, they 
ſhall eat, and there ſhall remain : And ſo the Loaves 
were let before the People, and they did eat, and left 0- 
ver, according to the Word of the Lord. 

Eliſeus had ſo many of the Prophets children with 
him at Board and Bed, that his Houſe was too little 
for them all, wherefore they faid ro him, that they 
would go to Fordan, and build them a bigger my - 

we 
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dwell in, defiring him to go with them. And as a certain * 
Man was felling down a Tree to ſerve for the building, 
the Axc head ſlipt off the Helve, and fell into the Water. 
Then the Man cried to E/:ſeus, and (aid : Alas, Ma- 
ſter, help me to have it again, for it was lent me. 
Where fell it in, {aid the Prophet? and when the Man 
had told him, E/ijeus cut down a piece of Wood, and Iron frint- 
caſt it into the Water, and immediately the Iron did 
ſwim. And then the Man ſtretched forth his hand, 
and took it up. 
He propheſied unto the Shunamite ( whole Son he ,.;q. wo. 

had raiſed from death) of a great dearth which ſhould 
come and continue upon the Land ſeven years, giving 
her counſel therefore to go and ſojourn 1n ſome other 
plentiful Countrey, till theſe years were expired, whoſe 
counſel ſhe followed, and went with all her Houſhold in- 
to the Philiſtines 'Land , where ſhe remained theſe ſe- 
ven years of dearth, which being ended, ſhe returned 
home again.

Maſter Eiſeus had done, and among all, declared of a 784i 
dead Body which he had raiſed up trom death to life, 
and as he was telling of theſe things unto the King, the 
Woman came with her Son, and required her Houle and 
Land again : And when Gehazi ſaw the Woman, he 
ſaid: O my Lord and King, this ſame is the Woman 
that I told your Grace of even now, and this is her 
Son that was raiſed from death. Then the King com- 
manded her Houſe and Land to be reſtored her again, 
with all the Rent and Profits thereof, from the firlt day 
the left it, till that preſent time. 

Finally, when the gime drew nigh, that Z/i{eus the 2 King. 13-14 
Prophes ©* 
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Prophet ſhould dye, Foaſb King of Iſrael came to viſit 
him,and as he ſtood before him,and conſidered what a loſs 
he ſhould have of that good Man, which had been ſo great 
a defence unto his Realm, the tears ran down his 
cheeks,and he ſaid: O my Father,my Father,the Charior 
of Iſrael, and the Horſemen of the ſame. And when the 
Prophet ſaw the King, he bad him take his Bow and 
Arrows in his hand, and make him ready to ſhout. The 
Prophet put his hands upon the King's hand, and cauſed 
a Window to be opened Eaſtward, (which was toward 
$5ria) and bad the King ſhoot, and he ſhot: The Arrow 
of the Lord's deliverance, (ſaid Eliſeus) and the Arrow 
of deliverance from Syria, For thou ſhalt ſmite Syr:4 in 
Aphek, till thou have made an end of them. Now take 
thine Arrows in thine hand (ſaid the Prophet) and 
ſmite the ground, and he (mote thrice and ceaſed. Then 
was the Prophet angry that he had ſmitten the ground 
no oftner, for if (faid he) thou hadſt ſmitten five or ſix 
times, thou hadſt ſmitten 87/4 until thou hadſt made 
an end of them, whereas now thou ſhalt ſmite them but 
thrice, and ſo Eliſeus dyed, and was buried. The ſame 
year came the eMoabites into the Land of Iſrael, and as 
ſome of the I/rae/ites were burying of a Man, and had 
ſpied the Souldiers, they caſt the Man into the Sepul- 
chre where Elifexs the Prophet was buried, and when 
the dead Man was let down, and touched the Body 
of Eliſess, he revived, and ſtood up upon his Feet as 
lively as ever he was. 


Elizabeth, was the Wife of Zachary the Prieſt, and 
came of the Daughters and Poſterity of 4«rov. She was 
long barren, but at laſt ſhe conceived by Zachary her 
Husband (according as the Angel of God had faid unto 
him.) And being great with Child, Mary the Wife of 7«- 
ſeph (which was alſo conceived by the Holy Ghoſt) came 


£0 viſit E/iFabeth her Couſin, who had no fooner __ 
the 
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the ſalutation of Mzry the Mother of God, but the Babe 
ſprang in her Belly, whereupon ſhe was filled with the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, and cried out with a loud voice, ſaying: Bleſ- 
{ed art thou among Women, and bleſſed is the fruit of 
thy Womb: And whence happeneth this to me. that the 
Mother of my Lord ſhould come tro me? For behold, as 
{oon as the voice of thy ſalutation ſounded in mine ears, 
the Babe ſprang ia my Belly for joy: And bleſſed is ſhe 
that believed, for thole things ſhall be performed, which 
were told her from the Lord. And whea the time was 
come that Elizabeth ſhould be delivered , ſhe brought 
forth a Son, which her Neighbours and Kinsfolks 
would have named Zachary after his Father, but E1*- 
zabeth would none of that, but ſaid his Name ſhould 
be John. Elizabeth,the Oath of God,or the fulneſs of God, 


Elkanah, the Son of Feroham, an Ephrazize born, 
had two Wives, the one named Hannah,and the other Pe- 
ninnah., By his Wife Peninnah he had Children. But by 
Hannah he had none. It was his manner every Feſtival 
day to go up and pray, and to offer unto the Lord of 
Hoſts in Sh:i/o (where the Ark of the Lord was at that 
time) And in one ſolemn Feaſt day (among all other) as 
he offered unto the Lord , he gave unto Pexinnah his 
Wife, and to her Sons and Daughters, portions: but un- 
to Hannah (whom he loved) he gave a worthy Portion. 
And on a time when he ſaw his Wife Hannah weep 
in the Houſe of the Lord for ſorrow ſhe could have 
no child, he ſaid :- Hannah, why weepeſt thou ? and why 
is thy heart ſo troubled that thou canſt not eat? Am not 1 
better to thee than ten Sons ? as though he ſhould ſay, Is 
it not enough for thee, that I love thee,no leſs than if thou 
hadſt children? This he ſaid to comfort her. And at the 
laſt, God gave him a Son by her, named Samzel, after 
whoſe birth he went up to offer unto the Lord, and to 
give him thanks. But Hannah would not go with him un- 
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til ſhe had weaned her Son. Elkanah, the Jeal of God, 
and the poſſeſſion of God, 


Epaphzoditus, was a certain' godly Brother, 
whom the #h:11ppians {ent to Paul (being in Bonds at 
Rome) with their charitable relief. Who being there, 
miniſtred unto him in his need, and was (o faithful a 
fellow-ſouldicr with Pas/ in fetting forth the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, and put himſelf in ſuch hazard, that he fell ſick 
and was like to have dyed. Now Paul, to comfort the | 
Philippians, which were full of ſorrow and heavinels 
for Epaphroditus their Apoſtle, becauſe they heard he 
was lick, was the more deſirous (after his recovery): to 
fend him home again in the company of Timothews, 
with his Epiſtle that they might be the leſs forrowſul, 
and rejoyce the more at his coming, willing them to- 
receive him with a loving Chriſtian affe&ion in all joy- 
fulgneſs, and not to make much on him only, but on all 
ſuch as were like unto him. Epaphroditus, P/eaſarr. 


Epaphus, was a faithful Servant, by whoſe labour 
and preaching the Colo/ans heard the Goſpel, and be- 
lieved it, and being in Priſon with Paul at Rome, pray- 
ed for thole Colofſians, that they might be perfe&t, and fil- 
led in all the will of God after true knowledge. He bare 
a fervent mind to them of Laodices and them of Hierar 
polu. FEpaphras, Frohing. 


Epenetus,. was the firſt that Pas/ brought to the 
Chriſtian Religion among them of 4chais, unto whom 
Paal had him ſaluted. Epenetus, H orthy of praiſe. 


Ephtaim, was the youngeſt Son of Foſeph, and 
born in Egypt. His Mothers Name was A4ſuath the: 
Davghter of Potipher Prieſt of On, and his eldeſt Bro- 
ther was eMavraſſes,, which two being brought before

Eraſfus, was. the Chamberlain, or Receiver of 47 1g. 22. 
the City of Corinth, *and one of Paul's Miniſters, whom 71633: 
he. ſent from Epheſus into Macedonia, with one Timo © 
th:us (intending, himſelf to follow after) ro gather 
Mens alms for the.relieving of ſuch as were needy and 
poor at Feruſalem, Eraſtus, 4miable. 


Cſap, the Son of * Amos was an holy Prophet of ={y :. r. 42. 
the Tribe of Fudeh, in whom was ſuch abundance of the — Ng 
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ſpirit of Prophecie, that he propheſied ſo much of 
Chriſt, that he (cemed rather to be an Evangeliſt, than 
a Prophet. He was of ſuch holineſs, that in the time of 
King Ts when a City was beſieged , he by his 
Prayer obtaiued of God, that Water ſprang up in little 
quantity, ſo that the People did not periſh for lack of 
Water, and when the Enemies had won the City,and be- 
fGeged Sclonm, as often as the Jews came for Water, 
the Water ran out of the Earth abundantly, and they 
took Water : But the ſtrangers when they came, could 
not find it. This holy Man for his liberty of ſpeech, in 
rebukiog of the ſin of the Princes and the People,and for 
the propheſy ing of the vengeance of God upon that Coun- 
trey and People, was cut in two pieces with a Saw, and 
buried under an Oke, but afterward he was tranſlated 
and buried by the Sepulchre of Kings. He was before the 
caming of Chriſt 800. years..

Eſau, was the eldeſt. Son of Iſaac, born. with his 
Brother 7«cob at one birth of their Mother. Rebekah, 7a- 
cob was ſmooth of body, and Eſas rough and hairy, who 
became a great hunter, wherefore his Father loved him 
the better, becauſe (now-and then) he did eat of his Ve- 
niſon. On. a time coming from hunting, he was fo 
weary and faint for hunger, that he.was almoſt dead - 
And leceing his brother 7acob to have ſod a Pot of Pottage, 
he prayed him to give him a few thereof to car... . Sell me 
now thy Birthright (querh he) and T will. Then Eſas 
eſteeming mcre his Belly, than. the benefit of his B:rth- 
right, ſold it to.?acob for.a Meſs of Pottage. And when 
he had 6lled his Belly well, he went his way and paſſed 
forth, till he came about the Age of Forty Years. And

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and Mother-in-law, After this (his Father being old and 
blind for gge) he went out to kill ſome Veniſon for his 
Father, thatHe might eat thereof, and bleſs him before 
he died: But when he had dreſſed it,and brought it for his 
Father to cat, Facob had prevented Eſau, and gotten his 
bleſſing from him, for the which he hated 7acob, and 
threatned to kill him, wherefore 7arob was ſent away 
into Meſopotamia, partly to avoid the malice of Eſas, 
and partly to get him a Wife there, becauſe his Father. 
would not have him marry with the Canaanites. Then E- 
ſas perceiving that the Daughters. of Canaen diſpleaſed. 
Iſazc, he (to pleale his Father) took to Wife the Daugh- 
ter of Iſhmael, Abrabam's Son. And fo theſe two Bre- 
thren being-thus ſeparated the one from the other, in pro- 
cels became both very rich. And inthe end, when (by 
the providence of. God). they met together again, God 
had fo altered and changed the. mind of Eſas, that he. 
moſt lovingly embraced his Brother 7acob, miniſtring 
to him ſuch kindneſs,. as though he had never born him 
any diſpleaſure at all: And fon fine, departed as loving, 
friends, 7acob toward Succoth, and. Eſax to Mount 
Seir his own poſſeſſhhon.

and counſel, they repented, and put away their ſtrange 
Wives, and turned to the Lord again. Eidras, an 
Helper. 


Eſther, the Daughter of 44/4» a Few born, was a 
geodly young Damoſel, and (after the death of her Fa- 
ther and Mother) nouriſhed and brought up ia the houſe 
of Maradoheas her Fathers Uncle : During which time, 
VaſÞri- (for her diſobedience to 4haſ#erus the King) was 
depoſed from her Princely ſtate : And then to have ano- 
ther placed in her room, , certain fair young Damoſels 
and Virgins (among which Eſther was one) were taken 

by Commiſhon, and brought to the Court, and there 
found*at the King's charges for the ſpace of xii. Moneths 
with all manner of ſumptuous Deckings, ro the end the 
King might chooſe one of them (whom he fancied beſt) 
to be his Queen. And when the time of chooſing came, he 
liked Efther above the reſt, and made her Queen in the 
room of Vaſhti, It happened after this, rhat a miſchief 
was deviſed againſt the Queens Nation the Fews, by one 
in great authority about the King,called Hzmar : and be- 
ing certified thereof by Mardecheus her Uncle, ſhe was 
ſo ſore aftonied, that ſhe wiſt not what todo: for no help 
1n that matter was to be had, but only inthe King, to 
whom ſhe durlt not go, becauſe he had given a command- 
ment, that whoſoever ſhould prefurne to come untohim 
before they were called, ſhould ſuffer death. Where- 
fore Efther not being called in thirty days before, was 
afraid of the danger. Nevertheleis, ſhe confideri 
with her ſelf, that either ſhe muſt pur her life in haven 
or elſe ſuffer the whole Nation of the 7ews to perith, 
caſt all fear afide, and went tothe King: And preſenting 
her ſclf before him, he put forth his golden Scepter __ 
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ken of his ſpecial favour towards her, demanding what 
ſhe would have: Nothing (quoth ſhe) but that it would 
pleaſe your Majeſty, and Hemay, to come to the Banquet 
which I have prepared. To the which he went,and being 
there, demanded of -#her, what thing it was ſhe requi- 
red. Oh(quoth ſhe)if it ſhall pleaſe your Highneſs to give 
me my petition, and to fulhl my requeſt, then ler my 
Soveraign Lord and Haman come again to morrow, 
and I will certihie your Grace of all. And on the morrow 
- when the King was come, he ſaid to E#her: Now what 
is thy requeſt,-I pray thee ſpeak. Then ſpake E#her and 
faid : If I thy poor Handmaid have found ſo much 
favour in thy ſight (O King) to have my Petition 
granted, then I moſt humbly beſeech thee to grant 
me my Life, and the Lives of all my People the Jews, 
which are not only fold to be Bond-ſervants, ( for. 
I would to God it were (o) but to be (lain and ut- 
terly deſtroyed all in one day. Who is he (aid the 
King) that dare preſume to do ſuch a deed? Oh faid 
Exhey, and. if it thall-pleale your Majeſty to know the. 
truth, our great Enemy and Adverlary that hath conſpi- 
red our deaths, is even this wicked Haman, whom your: 
Grace hath exalted.ſo high. Upon the which complaint 
of Ether, the King's indignation was kindled fo fore a- 
gainſt Haman, that he was hanged, and the Fews re- 
ttored for E#her's ſake. Read the ſtory of Mardocheus, 
Eſther, Hz. 


Eubulus,. was-one of the faithful Congregation at 
Rome with Paul, when: he ſent his Epiſtle tro Timothy, 
- Eubulus, iſe, or of good Counſel. 


Evil-merodach, was Nsb»chodongſor's Son. And 
being King after him, he delivered 7ebojakim King: of 
74d out of Priſon, wherein he had lain-by theſpace of 
Thirty Years, and exalted him above.all:the Princes in 
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Babylon, afſigning him a certain portion every day 
from his own Table as long as he lived. Evil-mero- 
dach, Brsifing, or beating in pieces the fools bitterneſs. 4 
fool bitterly bruiſed, or contrite. | 


Eunice, was the Davghter of Low, and the Mother 
of Timothy, which Women (both the Mother and the 
Daughter) are highly commended of Pas! for their {in- 
cerity of faith, which he defireth Timothy earnclitly to 
follow. Eunice, 4 good Viftory, or Conguett. 


Euodias, was a certain faithful Preacher of 
Chriſt, to whom Pas! ſent commendations, deliring 
him and Syztyche to agree in one true concord of minds, 
in promoting the Goſpel of Chriſt. Euodias, « good 


ſavour, or well ſmelling. 


Eutpchus, was a certain young Man, w hich when 
the Diſciples were gathered together upon one of the 
Sabbath days (as their cuftome was) to break Bread, 
that is to ſay, to celebrate the Lord's Supper, gat him up 
into one of the Windows of an upper Chamber (where 
were many Lights ſet, becauſe it was Night) to hear 
Paul preach, who continued his preaching lo long, that 
the young Man waxed ſleepy, and at the laſt, ſheep came 
lo ſore upon him, that he fell out of the Window dowa to 
the ground three floors high. And when the People ran 
to take him up, they found him dead, and brought him 
into the houſe: when Paul perceived that he was dead, . 
he went down tothe young Man, and embraced him,and 
faid to the Diſciples : Be ye not troubled with this 
chance, for there is life in him. And fo Pas! went up 
again, and made an end of his Sermon. + And in the 
morning after Paa/'s —_ the young Man was 
brought up into the Chamber alive, to the great comfort 


of all chem that were there, Eutychus, Fortenare. 
Ezechiel, 
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of the country Sareta in Syria, and of the lineof Prieſts. 
He had many revelations and viſions, and by him 
God ſhewed many great miracles, for in the time of a 
great {carcity, he by prayer obtained of God abundance 
of fiſh, whereby the people were lufficiently refreſhed. 


Alſo when the people were oppreſſed, he ſtood and 73; ſtory © 


made their enemics ſo abaſhed with miracles and won- drawn out of

in the countrey of Chaldes, he told the people of many with theſtory of 
things done in the Temple of Feruſalem. He brought Eſa) fore. 


derful ſights, that they left off their enterpriſe. Being 


the people out of Chaldea to Fernſalem, to the reproach 
of : 2 Infidels. He being in Bavy/oz judged the Tribe 
of Dan and G4, for that they had wickedly done aga/aſt 
the Lord, in perſecuting them which believed on the 
Law. And he ſhewed unto them a terrible token, for 
Adders devoured their children, and all their cattel. Ar 
the laſt, he was ſlain at Baby/oz by the Duke of the people 
( who cauſed him to be drawn with wild horles, which 
beat out his brains) becauſe he reproved him for Idolatry, 
and he was buried in the tield of Mamre, in the Mount of 
Sem and 4rphaxaa,progenitors of 4braham. He prophe- 
ſied of the return of the children of Iſrae/, and allo of the 
coming of Chriſt. He lived afore the Incarnation of 
Chriſt 617. years FExzechiel, Strength of the Lord.

E LIX, was the high Preident at Ceſarea under the 18, +4. chap. 


Emperor, to whom Ly/ias the chief Captain ſent 
Paul priſoner to be examined before him. And when 
he had brought Pal forth before his accuſers, and 
heard his accuſation made by one Tert#llw an orator, 
Felix beckoned to Pas!, - that he ſhould anſwer for him- 
ſelf, and when he had heard Pauls anſwer, hedeferred 
the examination of the matter until another time, ſaying

Ezechiel, the Son of Pu77 the Prieſt, was a Prophet x r. 3.

The Lives of Patriarchs, 
unto Pauls adverſaries, that for as much as Lyſizs the 
chief Captain did know the whole matter as it ſtood, he 
would at his coming, hear them further. And ſo gave 
commandment unto his under Captain, that he ſhould 
in the mean ſeaſon keep Paul in ward, but yet fo, that 
he might be gently ordered, and be ſometime at liberty, 
and that his familiars might freely repair unto 
him,and bring unto him ſuch things as he lacked. It was 
not long after this before Felix ( being returned to (eſa. 
rea again with his wife Drafilla a Jew born ) called forth 
Paul, being deſirous to have further knowledge of him 
as concerning the Sec that he profeſſed. And as 7'aul 
preached unco him of Righteouſneſs, of Temperance, 
and of Judgment to come, Felix trembled for fear, and 
ſent him away for that time, ſaying, that at a conveni- 
ent leiſure he would ſend for him again. This corrupt 
Magiſtrate gaped for bribes and rewards to looſe Paul, 
and therefore called him the oftner, thinking that Paul 
would have given him a piece of money to be delivered, 
but when he faw that none would come, and. Porrims 
Feſtus was lent from Nero the Emperor to ſucceed him 
in his room, than willing rather to ſhew the Jews a plea- 
ſure, than to deliver Paul, left him in priſoa bound. 
Felix, Happy. 


Feſtus, Portins ( by Nero the Emperor ) was made 
Preſident 1n the room of Felix. Which Feſtus within 
three days after he came to his Province, went up from Ce- 
ſarea to- Jeruſalem, where the High Prieſts and Elders 
of the Fews, informed him of Pas/, deſiring his favour 
againſt him, and that he would ſend for him to have the 
matter pleaded there. Whole requeſt if Fe//ws had 
granted, they were fully bent to have flain Pas/ in 
the way coming to Pe: But Feffus made an- 
{wer that the priſoner ſhould remain at Ceſarea un- 
ail bis coming, whither ( ſaid he) I intend ſhortly to 
repair, 
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repair, and if there be any among you that is able to 
accule him, let them go down with me, and they ſhall 
b2 heard. And ſo when Feſtus was come to Ceſarea, 
the next day after he fate in judgment upon Paul. A- 
gainſt whom the Fews laid many grievous complaints, 
which they were not able to prove, lo long as Paul an- 
ſwered for himſelf. Then Feſtus ( willing to do the 
Jews a pleaſure) faid unto Pau/: Wilt thou go up to 
Feruſalem, and there be judged of thefe things before 
me? Then ſaid Paz/; I lee no cauſe wherefore | ſhould 
go thither, but may be judged as well here as there. 
But foraſmuch as the Jews ſeek my condemnation againſt 
all right and Juſtice, I appeal to the Emperor, Well 
( faid Feſtus) thou haſt appealed to th: Emperour, 
and to him ſhalt thou go. Within a few days after this, 
it chanced that King Agrippe with Bernice his wife, 
came unto Ceſares to falute and welcome Feſftus the 
new Prelident. And during the Kings aboad there, 
Feſtus ( on occaſion ) rehearied Pals matter unto him, 
ſaying: Felix my Predeceſlor left here a certain 
man in hold, whom the chief Prieſts and Elders of 
the Jews at Jerzſalem, complained of, deſiring me 
for their ſakes to give ſentence againſt him. To whom 
I anſwered, that it was not the cuſtom of the Romans, 
to give ſentence againſt any man, before his accuſers 
were brought before him, that he might make anſwer 
for himſelf. And ſo when his acculers were come hi- 
ther, lon the next day fat in judgment, and command- 
ed the priſoner to be brought forth before me, againſt 
whom his acculers brought no accuſation of ſuch things 
as I ſuppoſed they would have done, but demanded cer- 
tain queſtions of him concerning their own ſuperſtitt- 
on, and laying to hischarge one Feſ#s which was dead, 
whom he affirmed to be riſen from death to life again. 
And foraſmuch as I wiſt not well what to fay in this mat- 
ter, Iasked him whether he would goto Feruſalem, and 
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there be judged. And when he had refuſed that, and ap- 
pealed to Ceſar, I commanded him to be kept in priſon, 
until I might have occaſion to ſend him to Ceſar. , Then 
ſaid the King to Feſtus: I have heard much of that 
ſame Jeſws and his Diſciples, and therefore am much 
deſirous to hear the fellow ſpeak my ſelf, before he go 
to Ceſar. Whereupon, Feſtus on the next morrow brought 
forth Paul! into the common hall before 4grippa the 
King, ſaying on- this wiſe: King 4grippe, ant you all 
that be here preſent, ye ſee this man, whom all the fews 
have complained on to me, both at Jeruſs/em and here, 
crying that heought not to live any longer ; and yet have 
I made inquiry,: and can find nothing worthy of death 
that he hath committed : nevertheleſs, for as much as 
he hath appealed to the Emperour, I am determined to 
ſend him thither ; and yet becauſe I have no certain 
thing to write unto his Majeſty, I have brought him 
forth before you, and ſpecially to thee King Agrippathat 
after examination had, I might have ſomewhat to write, 
for me-thinks it ſtandeth with. no reaſon, to ſend a priſo- 
ner, and not to ſhew withal what is laid to his charge. 
And' when Ayripps faw Paul ſtand before him, he 
faid : thou art permitted to ſpeak for thy (elf, if thou 
haſt any thing to ſay in thy defence, ſay on. Then be- 
gan Paul to (peak, and made ſuch a pithy declaration 
of his former life, and of his calling to.Chriſt, that Feſtus 
( which was not skilfulin the Jews religion ) thought 
all his ſayings to be but madneſs, and cryed out with 
a loud voice, ſaying, that he was beſide himſelf, and: 
that much learning had made him mad. Then after 


ſentence given by King 4grippa that Paul ſhould be ſent 


to the Emperor, Feftas delivered him and certain 
other. priſoners in: bonds to the Emperours Centurion 
named Fal;#s, who conveyed them into lraly. Feſtus, 
Solemn, or Holy-day.

To whom eMoſes anſwered, ſaying: Shall your bre- 
thren go harneſſed before the Lord, and yefit ſtill and 
do nothing ?. wherefore will ye diſcourage the hearts of 
the people? ſo did your Fathers when Fenr-them frony 
Cadeſh Barnea, to fearch and (ee the land, diſcouraging 
the hearts of the people, reporting ſo- much evil-of the 
land, that they were ready to return into- Egypr, 
whoſe doings did fo provoke the Lord to anger, that ho 
{ware that none of them all ſhould tee that good land; ſave 
Caleb and Foſbua, Therefore ((aid he) if ye donow leave 
your brethren, and will not go harneſſed: before theny 
until the 'Lord hath caſt out. their enemies, ye do [o 


much: 
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much fin againſt the Lord, that he will ſurely find it 

, out. ' And when they heard eMoſes ſay fo, they an- 
ſwered, ſaying : Wedonot intend to leave our brethren, 
our meaning 1s nothing leſs than ſo to do, but rather 
that we might be ſuffered to make in this place ſheep- 
folds for ourcattel, and houſes for our wives and chil- 
dren, to leave them therein, which being done, we 
our (elves will go forth before our brethren harneſſed, 
and will not return home to our houles, until we have 
brought them to their places, and thatevery one of them 
be poſleſſed in his inheritance. Then Mojes contented 
with this anſwer, granted their requeſt. And (o they 
builded ſheep-cotes for their Cattel, and houſes for their 
families, wherein they ft them, and went forth with 
their brethren, until they had performed their promiſe, 
Foſhua 22, cap. and then returned home again. And when they had reſt- 
eda while at home, they went and built an Altar 
near order, and that a very great one. And. when the 


reſt of the children of Iſrael heard rhat the children of 
Renben, Gad, and Manaſſes had built them an Altar

the Amorites fended, and ſo angry, that they gathered themſclves to- 
dweling there, gether to battel againſt them. And being ready prepared, 
Cn they ſent Phzeh as the fon of Eleazar the Prieft,and with 
him ten Princes, of every chief houſe one, ta know for 
what purpoſe they had. made them an Altar, and whe- 
ther it were to rebel againſt the Lord or no. And when 
they had done their commiſſion, the other anſwered, 
and faid, that God was their witneſs, that they had 
done it for no evil purpoſe, either to rebel againit the 
Lord, or to (ſwerve from his laws and ordinances an 
any point, but rather for this conſideration, to be a wit- 
nels between us and you, and our generations: after 
us, leſt ic ſhould chance another day, that your children 
ſhould ſay untoours: what have ye todo withthe _ 
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God of Iſraet ( ye children of Rexben and of Gad) the 
Lord ( ye fee ) hath made Fordan a border between us 
and you, and therefore ye can have no part in the Lord 
with us; and fo ſhould your children make our chil- 
dren ceaſe from fearing the Lord. And therefore to pre- 


vent ſuch an inconvenience, we took advice, and. 


made this Altar, that if any ſuch kind of talk fhould 
be miniſtred of your children to ours in time to come, 
that then our children might anſwer and fay again :

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Deputy under Ceſar the Emperor 'in the Countrey of 
Achais. In this time, it hapned the Jews which had 
made a conſpiracy againlt Pazl, to bring him before 
the place of judgment where Gallio fate as Judge, ac- 
culing Pau! unto him, of new doArine. But when 
Gallio perceived the controverlie between the Jews 
and Pan! was concerning Jewiſh Religion, he fought 
to rid his hands of them: and preventing Paul 
( who was ready to ſpeak in his own defence) faid : 
O ye Fews, if it were a matter of wrong, or an evil 
deed, reaſon would that I ſhould hear you, but if it 
be a queſtion of words, or names, or of your law, look 
unto it your ſelf, for I will be no Judge in ſuch mat- 
tes. And fo cauſed them to depart the place, Galli, 
giving Milk, or having Milk. 


Gamaliel, one of the ancient Phariſees, was 
Paals Shool-maſter, and in high eſtimatioa among 
the people, both for his excellent knowledge in the law, 
and for his ſingular wiſdom. When the Apoſtles were 
brought by ſome of the Council for preaching in the 
name of Chriſt, whole lives ( he perceived ) the Council 
ſought : he delired that for a while the Apoſtles might 
depart out of the Council-houſe. And when they were 
gone, he ſaid: Ye men of Iſrael take heed to your ſelves 
what ye intend to do as touching theſe men, for be- 
tore theſe days roſe up one Theudas boaſting himſelt, 
to whom reloried a number of men, about 400. who 
was [lain, and they all which believed him, were 
(cattered abroad, and brought to nought. Afﬀeer this 
man roſe up one Fudas of Galilee, in the time when Tri- 
bute began,who drew away much people after him, he 
allo periſhed, and all that obeyed him were ſcattered a- 
broad. Agd now 1 ſay unto you, refrain your ſelves 
from theſe men, and let them alone : For if this Coun 
ſel, or this work be of meg, it will come to nought : but 

if 
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if it be of God, ye cannot deſtroy it, leſt ye be found to 
ſtrive againſt God.

them to flight every one, in the which flight, the Ephrai- 
mites (on the other ſide of Jordan)rook Oreb and Zeeb(two 
mighty Captains of the Miaanites) 8 ſent their heads to 
Gedeon,who was following the chale after Zeba and Zal- 
munns (Kings of Midian) which two (at the laſt) he took 
and led them back to the Men of Succorh & Phanuel (who 
had denied him ſuſtenance before) and faid unto them : 
Behold, here be the men by whom ye upbraided me, ſay- 
ing:Arethe hands of Zeba and Za/munnaalrcady in thine 
hands,that we ſhould give bread unto thy weary People? 
I told you then, that when the Lord had delivered them 
into my hands, I would return and tear your fleſh 
with Thorns and Briers of the W1ilderne(s, and break 
down the Tower of Phanue! : And (o to perform his 
promiſe, he fell upon the Men of Succoth and: Phanuel, 
and put them to moſt painful torments and death, and 
ſlew Zeba and Zalmunns, with his own hands. Thus 
he delivered [ſ-ae/ out of the hands of the Mzdianites 
which had kept them ſeven years in ſubje&tion. And 
when he-had judged them forty years, he dyed, leaving 
behmd. him 70. Sons (for he had many Wives) beſide 


 Abimelech, which his Concubine bare unto him in the 


City of Sichem. But when Gedeon was dead, the I- 
raclites turned. from God again, and went a whoring 
after Baalim, and made Baal-berith their God, forget: 


ting the Lord their God, which had delivered them out 


of the hands of their enemies: neither ſhewed they mer- 
cy on the houſe of Ferubbaal, according to all the goodnels 
which he had ſhewed unto them : But contrariwiſe(like 
men unthankful, and void of all faithfulneſs) conſen- 
ted to the utter deſtrudtion of all his Poſterity. =Gede- 
On, 4 Breaker, or- deſtroyer.

the Land of &5ria, a certain Prince named Naaman, 
xo be cured of his Leprofie, The which Prince being re- 
ſtored to health, offered to Eliſews a great reward, which 
he refuſed. And when GebaFz ſaw the Noble man gone, 
and that his Maſter had received nothing, he then (be- 
ing-ſtricken with covetouſnels) followed after Naamay, 
And when the Prince ſaw the Prophets ſervant come 
running ſo faſt after him, he (for the reverence he bare to 
his. Maſter ) deſcended from his Chariot to meet him, 
and asked of him if all were well with his Maſter or no. 
Yea (laid Gehazi) all is well: But even now there is 
come to my Maſter from Mount Ephraim, two young 
Men of the Sons of the Prophets, wherefore he hath ſent 
me to deſire thee to let him have one Talent of Silver, 
and two change of Garments. Then the Prince (of his 
liberality) gave him two Talents, and made his Men 
to carry the Money and Stuff after Gehazi. And when the 
Men had brought it nigh unto the place where he would 
have it, he took it of their hands, and let them depart, 
and conveighed it privily into his own Chamber. And as 
ſoon as GehaFt came into the preſence of his Maſter, he 
demanded where he had been. No where,quoth he. No? 
(ſaid Eliſew)went not my heart with thee when the man 
turned again from his Chariot to meet thee? Is it now 
a time to receive Money or Garments ? Well, foralmuch 
as thou haſt offended in this,the Leprofie of Naaman ſhall 
cleave unto thee, and to thy Seed for ever. And fo he went 
out from his Maſter a Leper as white as ſnow. Read

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-Gibeonites 3: The Gibeonites hearing of the great 
deſtruction that Foſbva had made at Fericho and 45, 
were in ſuch fear that they wilt got how to fave their 
lives, bur by this policy. When they perceived Foſpu4 
to draw nigh unto Gzbeon, they choſe out certain Men 
among them to ſend as Ambaſſadours to Feſhua, and 
made their proviſion of dry and mouldy Bread : And 
put their Wine into old Bottles all reat and torn: 
and ſhod themſelves with old clouted ſhooes: and put 
on their backs old garments, and fo ſent them forth to 
Foeſhas to obtain peace. And when Foſþx4 looked upon 
them, and beheld their ſimple ſtate : he asked what the 
were, and from whence they came : They anſwer 
from a far Countrey are thy Servants come becauſe 0 
the name of the Lord thy God : for we have heard of his 
fame and power, and what he did in the Land of Egypr, 
and in all other places till now. And long have we tra- 
vailed to come hither as ye may ſee; for this-our food, 
the day we carge forth was hot, our bottles, ſhooes, and 


garments all new, and now are they old and torn, 


and our Bread dry and mouldy, wherefore we ſhall 
defire your favour and peace. Then Foſh#a (believing it 
had been ſo) (wore unto-the Gibeonites, and made 2 
covenant of peace with them, and let them go. Within 
three days after it fortuned. the Iſraelites to come to the 


"City of Gibeox, thinking to have deſtroyed it. But when 


they ſaw that they were the People, which (a little be- 
fore) had obtained- peace at their hands, they would not 
{lay them, becauſe of their oath, but went to Joſhus and 
told him. Then Foſbua ſent for them,8& demanded where- 
fore they had ſo deceived him. They anſwered, it was 
told us, that God commanded eMoſes, to give you this 
Land,and toſlay all the Inhabitants thereof,and therefore 
were we forced to make this proviſion for our lives. And 
aow we be in your hands, to do with us as ſhall pleaſe 
you. 
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you, Well (ſaid Joſbus) for our oath ſake ye ſhall have 
your lives. But for as much as ye have (o craftily de- 
ceived us, the Lord hath determined, that ye ſhall be 
in bondage under Iſrael, all the days of your lives, and 


be Hewers of Wood, and Water-drawers for the Con- 


gregation and Houſe of God continually : And fo the If- 
raclites took their Cities, but ſaved their lives. After this, 
the Kings of the Amorites (hearing how the Gibeonttes 
had made peace with Iſrae/) came upon them, and be- 
ſieged Gibeon, which was the greateſt City in all the 


Kingdom of the Amorites, whereupon, the Gibeonites: 


were conſtrained to ſend to Foſhuas for his aid, who 


came from Gi/gal, and with a great power reſcued them, 


and took the Kings of the Amorites (which were five in 
number) and hanged them on five ſeveral Trees, and de- 
ſtroyed all their People and Countries. Thus the Gibeo- 
nites continued in. Bondage under the Iſraelites with 
their lives, until the time of King Szu/, who then for 
a zeal he had to the Children of Iſrael and Fuda, flew a 
great number of them, which deed God puniſhed in the 
days of King David, at what time he ſent a Famine 
upon the Land, which continued for the ſpace of three 
years, for when Davidenquired at the Lord, the cauſe 
of that Plague, anſwer was made him by God, that it 
was for Saul and his bloody houſe, who had killed the 
Gibeonites, which Gibeonites were none of the Seed of 
Iſrael, but a. remnant of the Amorites, with whom the 
Children of I[rae/ had made a bond of peace. Then Da- 
vid asking the Gibeonites what he ſhould do for them, 
and wherewith he ſhould recompence them, they ſaid : 


we will neither have Silver nor Gold of Sa«/, nor of his. 


Houſe, nor that any Man of Iſrae/ be killed for our ſakes, 
but the Man that hath conſumed us, and imagined to 
_ us to naught, him will we deſtroy. Therefore ler 
his {even Sons be delivered unto- us, that we may 


hang them up before the Lord. Then David cauſed the:

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two Sons of Rizpah (Sauls Concubine) and the five 
Sons of * Micho! whom ſhe bare to Aariel, to be de- 
livered unto the Gibeonites, who took and hanged them 
upon an Hill before the Lord.

-Golias, was a * mighty ſtrong Gyant, whom the 
Philitines had brought with them to Battel agaialt the 
Hoft of Iſrae/. His ſtature was ſix cubits and a ſpan. 
His Helmet upon his head was of braſs, and the Boots 
on his Legs of the ſame. His coat of Male weighed 5000, 
ſhekels of brals. The ſhaft of his Spear which he bare in 
his hand was like a Weavers beam. And the head upon 
the ſame weighed 600. ſhekels of Iron. This man being 
thus armed, came out from the Phi/iſtines (one bearing 
his ſhield before him) and Randing between the two 
Hoſts .jna Valley, he cryed to the Holt of [/rae/, ſaying: 
Why are ye come to ſet your Battel in aray ? am nor [ 
a Philiftine, and you the ſervants of Saul ? chooſe 
you out a Man, and let him come dowa to me. And if he 
beable to hight with me, and to kill me, then will we be 
your ſervants: and if I can overcome him, and kill him, 
then ſhall ye be our ſervants, and ſerve us. Thus came 
he day by day defying the whole Hoſt of Iſrae/ for the 
ſpace of forty days, wherewith the 1/7ae/ites were ſore 
afraid and diſcomfited, and durſt not abide his ſight. 
But God (who by his ſecret providence had. appointed 
out a Manto match him)cauſed eſſe to ſend his young ſon 
David to the Hoſt of Iſrael to fee his Brethren how they 
did. And as he ſtood with them, and heard the —_— 

u 
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full words of Golizs which he ſpake againſt the holy 
Hoſt of I/rae/: The ſpirit of God (even at that inſtant ) 
put ſuch a courage into the heart of David, that he ſlipr 
away from his Brethren unto the People, (whom he ſaw 
in great fear) and ſaid : What ſhall be done to the 
Man that killeth this Phz/it:ze, and taketh away the 
ſhame from Iſrae/ ? and what is this uncircumciſed 
Heathen, that he ſhould thus revile the Hoſt of the li- 
ving God? David uttering this bold manner of ſpeech 
once or twice, he was (at the laſt) brought before King 
Sal, to whom he ſaid on this wile : Oh King, let 
no Man's heart fail him, or be afraid this day, for I 
thy Servant will go and tight with yonder Phili/tine. 
Thou art not able to ſtand in his hands ( quoth the 
King) for he is a Man brought up all the days of his 
life 1n feats of War, and thou art yet but a Child, 
without experience or knowledge thereof. Then David 
to ſtrengthen the weak faith of the King, ſaid thus 
unto him : As thy Servant was keeping his Father's 
heep, there came a Lion and a Bear likewiſe, and 
took a ſheep out of the Flock. Then I (not fearing the 
force of theſe two cruel Beaſts) ran out, firſt after _. 
the Lion, and took the prey out of his mouth, and ia ſpite 
of his Beard 1 ſlew him. Likewiſe I ſerved the Bear. 
Wherefore I have no doubt, but as the Lord did aid 
me then, {o will he now againſt this bragging Phz/:- 
ſtine, that hath (o railed on the Holt of the living God. 
Then Sa/ ( perceiving the power of God to be with 
David) put his Armour upon him. But Dv:4 (not be- 
ing wont to ſuch) put it off again, and took him to his 
old accuſtomed Weapon, which was his Sling. And o, 
having that in his hand, and his Shepherds Bag about 
his Neck, with a few little Stones provided therein, 
hegat him down to the place where the Philitine ſtood 
waiting for a Man to encounter with him. And as he ſaw 
David draw near, and beholding the manner of his 
5 Weapon 
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Weapon that he bare in his hand, he diſdained him great- 
ly. And curling David by all his gods, he ſaid in a great 
fury : Am I a Dog, that thou comeſt: to me with 
ſtaves, come hither my Child, and I will give thy fleſh 
to the Fowls of the Air, and Beaſts of the Field. Nay 
(quoth David) thou comelſt to me with Sword, Spear, 
and Shield, but 1am come unto thee, in the Name of the 
Lord of Hoſts, the God of the Hoſt of Iſ-ae/, whom 
thou doſt deſpiſe and blaſpheme. He ſhall this day de- 
liver thee into my hands, and I ſhall (mite thee, and 
take thy Head from thee, and give the Carkaſles of all 
your Hoſt to the Fowls of the Air, and Beaſts of the Field 
to devour and eat, that thou, and all the World may 
know, that there 1s a God in Iſrae/, The Philiftine 
now was in ſuch a chafe, that he began to buckle him 
to his Weapon, thinking to have diſpatched David with 
no great ado. But Dav/d having his Sling prepared rea- 
dy in his hand, {lang out the ſtone at his Face (the Lord 
directing the ſame) and {mote the Phil/iZtine {o even, and 
deep in his Forehead, that he fell down groveling un- 
to the Earth, and then ran David and (mote off his 
Head. Thus was this monſtrous Gyant confounded, 
and all the Hoſt of the Phi/iFtines pur ro flight and ſlain,

ADAD, being but alittle Boy born in the Land 1 Xing. «1, 
of Edom, and ſprung of the King of Edoms feed *+ &* 

(what time as David went about to deſtroy all the 
Men-Children in Edom) fled with certain Edomites 
of his Fathers ſervants into the Land of eAZgypr. 
Where ( in. procels ) he gat ſuch favour with Pharach 
King of the Land, that he gave him great poſſeflions, and 
married him to the Queens Siſter, who bare unto him a 
Son called Genzubath, which Child was brought up in 
King Pharaoh's Houle, among his Children. But when 
tidings was brought to Hadad of the death of David and 
Joab, he went to the King, and beſought him to let him 
depart into his own Countrey again. Why ſaid the 
King, what haſt thou lacked here with me, that thou 
wouldeſt now (o fain return home _= ? Nothing 
faid Hadad, but that I have a mind to ſee my Countrey, 
and therefore | pray thee let me go. And lo he departed

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out of Egypt from Pharaoh, for * the Lord had ſirreg 


him up to be an adverſary to S»/omn, who had turned 

his heart from the Lord his God,and lerved ſtrange gods, 

And ſo Hadad reigned over Syris, and abhorred Iſrael 

ſore, and vexed them (o long as Solomon reigned. 
Hadad, Foy. 


Dadarezer, the Son of Reob King of Zoba, had 
long War with Thoi King of Hamoth. And at the laſt 
as he went to recover the Borders by the River Pherar, 
David met with him,and took 1700 Horimen of his Hoſt, 
and twenty thouſand Footmen,and cut off the hoots of all 
his Chariot-Horſes,laving an hundred which he reſerved 
to himſelf. And took away his ſhields of Gold and brought 
them to Jeruſalem. And took out of his Cities exceeding 
much Braſs, whereof Solomon afterward made all the 
Braſen Veſſels in the Temple of the Lord. Again, when 
this Hadarezer ( with all the Kings that ſerved him ) 
went to reſcue Hanon King of the Ammonites againſt 
David, he loſt 700. Chariots, and 4000. Footmen, and 
his Captain-General ſlain. Then the Kings which 
ſerved HadareFer, being lo diſcomfited, made peace with 
David and {ſerved him, and never would help the 4m- 
monites more, Hadarezer, Beaatiful help, 


Pam, was the ſecond Son of Noe. Who (on a 
time) ſeeing his Father Iye unſeemly diſcovered in his 
Tent, laughed him to ſcorn: And in derifion and con- 
tempt of. his Father, brought $8e- and Faphet his two 
Brethren to ſee the uncomely ſight: But they, moved 
with ſhamefaſtneſs and honeſty, covered their Fathers 
ſecrets, and' would not look upon them. And when Ae 
was awaked out of ſleep and perceived what Ham had 
done: He would not curſe him whom the Lord had 
bleſt, but faid to * Canaan his Son ( which had allo, 
as ſome ſuppoſe, derided his Grandfather Noe : ) on 
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ſed be Canaan, a ſervant of ſervants ſhall he be unto 
his Brethren. Ham, Indignation, or Heat. 


Daman, was the Son of Amada, and ſerved 4ha- 
ſuerus King of Perſia, who fo highly promoted him, 
that every Man bowed the Knee to Hamas, and did as 
much honour unto him (in a manner) as they did to the 
King himſelf. And being thus exalted above all other 
Princes about the King, and honoured of all men, there 
was notwithſtanding a certain Few born, named Mar- 
docheus, which would neither bow nor bend unto him 
as others did, which being marked of Haman, he took fo 
great indignation againſt Mardochenus, that he fought 
his utter deſtru&ion, and purchaſed a licence of the King, 
for ten thouſand talents of Silver, to have him and all 
the Jews deſtroyed in one day. But while the Writings 
were a making, and Poſts ſent into all Quarters for 
the Fews diſpatch, Maracchens gat knowledge of all 
Haman's wicked intents and purpoſes, and found the 
means to7 have the ſame uttered unto Queen E#Fher. 
Who then ( to ſave Mardochens and all the Fews) did 
hazard her ſelf to go to the King, and found the means 
to bring him and Hawan toa Banquet, which ſhe had pre- 
pared. Now was Haman fo proud and joyſul of the 
Queens favour, that he went home to his Houle and 


called all 'his friends together, making great boaſt to 


them of his glory, riches, and authority : But chiefly. 


what ſpecial favour Queen E#her bare: unto him above 

all Men,inſomuch ſhe had iavited no Man to her Banquet 

with the Kimg,ſave only him: And to morrow(quoth he) 

I muſt be there again. But yet all this doth not (atisfie 

me, ſo long as'1 ite Mardechens the Few ſitting at the 

King's Gate. Then ſaid Zares his Wife, Let there be 

a pair of Gallows made of 50. Cubits high, and ſpeak 

- tro morrow unto--the. King , that Mardocheus may be 
. hanged thereon. And fo Haman following his Wives 
coun- 
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counſel, cauſed the Gallows to be prepared, and on the 
morrow gat him to the Court, and Randing there wai- 
ted whea the King would call for him, 'that he might 
{peak to diſpatch eMardocheus, The King ( who the 
night before had looked the Chronicles and tound out 
the fidelity of Mardochens) ſent for Haman, and faid 
W hat ſhall be done to the Man, whom the King would 
honour ? Then Hamas thinking the King had gone a- 
bout to honour none but him, ſaid: Let the Man whom 
the King intendeth to bring to honour, be arrayed in ſuch 
Royal Apparel as the King uſeth to wear, and fet upon 
the King's Horſe with the Crown Imperial upon his 
Head, and command one of the King's Princes to carry 
him about the ſtreets of the City with a proclamation 
before him, ſaying: Thus ſhall it be done to the Man, 
whom the King pleaſeth to bring to honour, Then ſaid 
the King : take the Rayment and the Horſe, and go thou 
to Maraochews the Few which fitteth at my Gate, and 
fail not to do unto him, all*'that thou haſt ſaid. Then 
went Haman about the King's commandment, and per- 
formed all things according to his mind, which being 
done, he gat him home with an heavy heart, to his 
Wife and friends, declaring unto them what things had 
happened unto him. Then ſaid they? If Maravchens 
be of the ſeed of the Fews before whom thou haſt begun 
to fall, thou ſhalt not prevail againſt him, but ſhalt 
ſurely fall before him. And while they were thus talking, 
a Meſſenger came for Haman to go with the King to the 
Banquet: at the end of which Banquet, Efther opened all 
the wickedneſs of Hamar before the King, who took 
the matter ſo grievouſly that he roſe fromthe Board, and 
went into the Garden in a great anger. Then Hamas 
( perceiving a miſchief towards him ) went and fell 
down at the Beds-feet or Couch whereon the Queen 
fate, and beſought her,grace for his life. And when che 
King came in again, and found him with the Queet,

Dananiah,. the Son of Az»r, was a falſe Prophet, 
which propheſied unto the People of I/rae/, that God 
would break the yoke of Nebrchadyezzar King of Ba- 
bylon, from the neck of all Nations within the ſpace of 
two years, and in token thereof took the yoke from 
the Prophet Feremies neck and brake it. But Feremy 
the true Prophet of God, reproved the falſe prophecie of 
Hananiah, ſaying: That in ſtead of the yoke of wood 
which he had taken from his neck, the Lord would put 
a yoke of Iron upon the necks of all theſe Nations that 
they ſhould ſerve the King of Baby/on, and that the falſe 
Prophet Hazanish himſelf ſhould dye the ſame year : 
which things came truly to pals, as Feremy had (poken. 

Hananiah, Grace of the Lord. 
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Yanun, was the Son of Nahaſh King of the Ammo- 
nites, unto whom David moſt gently ſent to comfort him 
upon the death of his Father, which gentlene(s was moſt 
ungently and unthankfully taken, of the Lords and 
Councellors of the young King Hanum. W ho perſwaded 
the young King, that David had not ſent to comfort him

puniſhed,

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upon the death of his Father : But had rather ſent a ſort 
of ſpies (under the colour of friendihip) to ſeck the 
means how to deſtroy his Cities and whole Realm. 
Upon the which falſe and unhoneſt ſurmiſc of his wicked 
Counlellers, Haxun cauſed the one half of every Mans 
Beard to be ſhaven, and their Garments to be cut off hard 
by the Buttocks , and ſo ſent them hume again to Da- 
vid,with much ſhame and diſgrace. Upon which occaſion 
David became his utter enemy, and made ſuch ſore War 
againſt him, that in concluſion Hayun was taken, and 
loſt his Regal Crown, which David put upon his own 
Head,and wore it before Hanux's face, and carried away 
all his Treaſure and Jewels, took his People, whereof 
ſome he ſawed in two pieces: over other ſome he cauſed 
Carts new and ſharp ſhod with Iron to be driven: 
ſome he took and ſhred their fleſh, as Cooks do Pye- 
meat, and caſt other ſome in hot burning Ovens. Thus 
was Hanuz rewarded, for his ingratitude. Hanun, 
Faithful, or true, 4 Schoolmaiter, and the Mothers Son, or 
Child. 


Dazael, was a certain great Man, which ſerved 
Penhadad King of Syria, which Benhaaad fortuning to 
fall ſick, ſent HaF el to Eliſeus the Prophet to know 
whether he ſhould recover of his diſeaſe or no. And when 
the Prophet ſaw Hazael, he could not look him in the 
face for ſhame, but caſt his Head aſide and wept. Then 
Hazactl marvelling at the Prophets behaviour towards 
him, demanded oft E/iſeus wherefore he wept: I weep 
(quoth the Prophet) to ſee the great evils that thou ſhalt 
do to the Children of Iſrae/ : Thou ſhalt break down 
their ſtrong Cities and fet them on fire, and ſlay their 
young Mea with the Sword, and daſh the brains out of 
the ſucking Childrea, and rent in pieces the Women 
with Child. Then ſaid Hazel, doſt thou make thy 
Servant a Dog, that I ſhould lack ſo much huma- 
nity 
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nity and pity, to do, theſe things ? - Well ( ſaid the 
Prophet ) thou ſhalt do as I have faid, for the Lord 

hath ſhewed me that thorf ſhalt be King of Syriz. And fo 

Haz ael departed home to the King his Maſter, and told 

him that he ſhould recover, for ſo the Prophet had ſaid * Yn<er the 
unto him. - But on the next morrow,, when Hazae! ſaw ff or 
his time, he took a thick * cloth and dipt it in Water ; <«{ bm, he 
and ſpread it ſo on the King's face that he dyed : Aﬀer $95 mn 
whole death HaF ae! raigned in his ſtead. And being ſta- cluth. 
bliſhed in his Kingdom, he made War with Foram * 7%: %: 38.

Peliodozus, being in great favour with, Seleucus, 2 31ac. 3. c29. 
King of 4fia, and Steward of his Houſe, was ſent to 
Jeruſalem to fetch away the treaſure out of the Temple, 
which one Symon the Governour thereof had betrayed 
unto the King. And being come to _— he was 
lovingly received of Ozias the High: Prieſt into the City. 
But when Heliodorus had uttered the cauſe of his com- 
ing, and that his Commiſſion was to bring the Money 
unto the King, there was no ſmall fear thorowout the 
whole City. For then all men from the higheſt to the low- 
eſt were ſo oppreſſed with ſorrow and heavineſs,that they 
knew not what to do, but fell to prayer, lifting up their 
eyes to Heaven, and calling upon him which had made 
a Law concerning ſtuff given to keep, that he would 
ſafely preſervethe lame, which was there committed in 
cuſtody. And while the Prieſts and People were thus 

by = lamen- 
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lamenting and crying upon God, and on the other ſide 
Heliodorus perſonally with his Men of War about the 
Treaſury: There appeared an Horſe witha terrible Man 
ſitting upon him deck'd in Harneſs of Gold, which Horſe 
{mote at Heliodorws with his fore-feet to beat him from 
the place. Allo there appeared two fair and beautiful 
young Men in goodly apparel,which ſtood on each fide of 
 Heliodorus and (courged him, fo long that he fell down 
to the ground as dead and fo was carried out of the Tem- 
ple, without ſpeech or hope of life, whereby the great 
power of God. was manifeſt and known. Then certain 
of Heliodorus friends, beſought Ozias to call upon God 
to give him his life, who was even at that time giving 
up the ghoſt. Then Ozie (leſt the King ſhould ſuſpect 
the Jews had done him ſome harm) called upon God 
and obtained his life. And being revived to health a- 
gain, the two young Men which had ſcourged him be- 
tore, appeared and ſaid : Thank Ozia the High Prieſt 
for thy life, at whole _ the Lord hath reſtored thee, 
and now that God hath ſcourged thee for thine offences, 
give him praile and thanks, and make his might and 

wer manifeſt and open to all Men. And when the Men 
had ſpoken theſe words and were vaniſhed away , He- 
liodorus made his Oblation to God, and gave hearty 
thanks to Oni for his life, and fo returned home a- 
gain to the King, declaring unto him the great and 
manifeſt works of God that were done upon him. The 
King (after this) being yet deſirous of the treaſure that 
was in the Temple, asked of Heliodorus, whom he 
thought meet to ſend once again to Fernſa/em for the 
money : He anſwered, ſaying: Oh King, if thou haſt 
any enemy or Traitor unto = Realm, ſend him thi- 
ther, and thou ſhalt be ſure to have him well punithed, 
and hardly to eſcape with his life. For doubtleſs, (ſaid 
he) -In that place there is a ſpecial power and working 
of God, for he that dwelleth in Heaven,viſiteth and a_ 
| ct 
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deth that place, and none eſcapeth unpuniſhed or plagued, 
that cometh todo it harm. Thus did Heliodoras mag- 
nifie the power of God, and would no more enter into 
ſuch danger. Heliodorus, the Gift of the Sos.

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ſition made what time the ſtar appeared unto them, he 
bad them go to Bethlehem, .and make diligent ſearch 
for the Child, and when they had found him, to bring 
him word again, that he might go and worſhip him alſo.

Which thing being * told to Herod, he. fell intoſuch a 
rage (for being ſo mocked) that in his madnels he ſent 
forth Miniſters to Bethlehem, which killed all the Tofants 
that were in the City, and in the coaſts thereof, of the 
age of two years, or under, for whoſe great cruelty 
ſhewed upon thoſe Innocents, God payed him home 
ſoon after: Herod, the ylory of the 5kin: or boafting, 
and glorying in Skins, 


Perod, the Tetrarch of Galilee, was Brother 40 
Philip Tetrarch of Iz#rea, and being reproved of. John 
Baptift for keeping his Brother Ph1lip's Wife,. he caft 
Fehn in Priſon, where he remained until Herod's birth- 
day was come, in the which ſolemn Feſtival day, it 
chanced that the Daughter of Ph:lip and Herodzas dan- 
ced before Herod, and pleaſed the King fo well, that he 
ſware unto her, that whatſoever ſhe would ask him, it

For Herod had long deſired to ſee Fe- 
ſus, And hoping now to have ſeen {ome Miracles done 
by him, he demanded many queſtions of ?eſ#s, to the 
which he would make no anſwer at all. Then Herod, 
perceiving that 7eſus would neither ſpeak nor do a- 
ny thing at his pleaſure, he began to deſpiſe and revile 
him, and (in mockery) arrayed him in a long white Gar- 
ment, and ſent him to Plate again,

And when he had 
made this diviſion of :Laban's ſheep, he took Rods of 
green Poplar, of Halel, and of Cheſqut-trees, and 
pilled white ſtrakes in,them. Which Rods (in the con- 
ceiving time) he laid before the Sheep, ia the gutters 
and Watering-troughs when they came to drink. And 
the ſheep that conceived before the Rods, brought 
forth Lambs, {traked, ſpotted, and party-coloured, fo 
that 7acob's Flock increaſed exceedingly, whereat the 
Sons of Laban grudged, and made 1o heinous a com- 
plaint to the.r Father of ?acob, that Laban began todil- 
favour him. Then 7acob perceiving Laban's counte- 
nance to be changed, he ſent for his Wives, and ſaid: 
I ſee your Fathers countenance, that it is not towards 
me as it was wont, and yet ye know that I have ſer- 
ved your Father truly , which hath deceived me, and 
changed my wages ten times, but God ſuffered him 
not to hurt me. For when he ſaid, the ſpotted ſhould 
be my wages, then the ſheep brought forth ſpotted, 
And when he (aid, the party-coloured ſhould be my re- 
ward, then the ſheep brought forth party-coloured : 
And thus hath God taken away your Fathers ſheep and 
given them to me,which thing he ſhewed me in a Dream 
ſhould even ſo come to pals, and hath now comman- 
ded me to depart out of this Country into the Land where 
I was born: The Women ſaid, we have no portion in 
our Fathers houſe, ſeeing he counteth us but even as 
ſtrangers, and hath ſold us, and eaten up our money : 
And now that God hath taken away our Fathers riches 
and made it ours and our Childrens, do whatſoever 
God hath ſaid unto thee. Then 7acob, afſoon as he had 


/ prepared all things for his Journey, fled from Laban 


his Father-in-law towards the Land of Canaan to I- 


, ſaac his Father, and being purſued of Labax ſeven days, 


and at laſt overtaken at Mount Gzlead, he laid many 
things to 7acob's charge, whereof he diſcharged himſel 
| (

of all, and in the end ſaid: This twenty years have 
I ſerved thee, xiv. Years for thy Daughters, and ſix 
Years for thy ſheep, which have not been barren, and 
yet in all that ſpace, have I not eaten one Ram of thy 
Flock, but whatſoever was ſtolen or torn of Beaſts, 1 
made it good unto thee. Thou changed(t my wages ten 
times, and wouldit ſurely have ſent me away with no- 
thing, if God (which ſaw my tribulation and the labouc 
of my hands) had not been the better unto me, which 
rebuked thee yeſterday. Then Laban made a covenant 


with Facob and (o departed. Fatrob then going forth on Gen, 32, eap- 


his Journey, came into the Land of Sejr, and hearing of 


his Brother Eſas's being there, was fore afraid of him, 
leſt he had continued itill in his malice towards him, 
wherefore he ſeat Meſſengers before unto him, with three 
great Droves of Cattel for a preſent, truſting thereby to 
mitigate his wrath. And as Facob himlelt tarried be- 
hind to ſet his Wives and Children in order to meet his 
Brother Eſau, an Angel wraſtled with him all Night,and 
at laſt ſmote him under the Thigh, and b?ake the finew 
of his Lzg, whereon he halted ever after. Yet never- 
theleſs Jacob (which had wraſtled with the Angel un- 
til the breaking of the day) would not let the Angel 
depart, before he had bleſſed him, who called his Name 
Iſrael : for as a Prince (aid he to Jacob) haſt thou 
wraſtled with God and with Man, and prevailed. And 


ſo, after the brotherly meeting of Jacob and Eſau, and Ges 33. cap; 


great amity ſhewed by one to the other, Facob took 
his Journey into the Land of Canaan, where he remai- 
ned until he was of the age of an 130, years. And then 


went down into Egypt with all his Houſhod (which 
were three-ſcore and (ix fouls) to fee his Son Joſeph, 
where he continued xvii. years. And then dyed, being 
147. years of age, and from thence was conveighed to 
the Land of Canaan, where he was by his Children 
ſumptuoully buried.

Jaſon, was a wicked Man, and ſo deſirous of honour, 
that he wrought his own Brother O#4as our of the High 
Prieſt's office : promiſing A4ntiochus the King to give 
him for the ſame, three hundred and three-ſcore Talents 
of Silver, and of another rent four-ſcore. And allo if the 
King would licenſe him to ſet up a place for exerciſe, 


and a place for the youth, and to name them of 7eruſalem 


Antiochians, he promiſed an hundred and fifty Talents. 
And when thele things were granted to 7aſon, and that 
| he had got the ſuperiority, he began immediately to 
draw his Kinſmen to the cuſtomes of the Heathen, a- 
boliſhing the Laws and Priviledges of the 7ews, he 
brought in new ſtatutes, contrary to the Law of God: 
So that thorow the exceeding wickednels of this un- 
godly man 7aſor, the People had a great deſire to follow 
the manners of the Gentiles. The Prieſts allo had no 


delight in ſerving the Lord, but in caſting the ſtone,and. 


ſuch wanton ſports. Now afterthree years, when 7+ 
ſon ſhould pay the King his money, which he had pro- 
miſed for his Brother's office, he ſent it by one whom he 
moſt truſted, called Mene/aus, who gat the office from 
Jaſon (as appeareth more plainly in- his ſtory.) Then 
Jaſon being thus deceived by Merelaus, was-fain to 
flie into the Land of the Ammonites, remaining there 
till he might ſpy a time to be revenged. And when he 
heard the rumour that went abroad of Artiochns death, 
he gat him a Band of Men to the number of a Thoufand 
or more, and came ſuddenly uporrthe City, killing and 


flaying his own Citizens without mercy, regarding.

And put the Land toa tribute of an hundred Ta- 
leats of Silver, and one of Gold, and carried Zehoahaz 
away into Egypt where he dyed. Jehoahaz, The poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Lord. 


Jchojakim, the Son of 7ofies, was xxv. years of 
age when he began to reign over 7#44, and did that 
which was evil in the ſight of the Lord. His name was 
changed from Eliakim to Zehojakim by Pharaoh Ne- 
cho, King of Egypt, which came and depoſed his Bro- 
ther 7ehoahaz, and made him King in his ſtead, and 
taxed the Land, as before 1s ſaid in 7ehoahaz. For 
the payment of which money, /ehojakim taxed the Land, 
and levied of every Maa according to his ability, and 
paid the money to Pharaoy. After this came Nabuchs 
dowoſor King of Babylon, and beſieged Zeruſalem, to 
whom f?ehojakim yielded, and ſerved Nabuchodonoſor 
three years, and then rebelled _ him, into whoſe 


hand the Lord delivered him, ſo that the King hy et 
y on 
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lon took him, and bound him in two Chains, and car- 
ried him and all the Veſſels of the Lord's houſe into Ba- 
bylon. This King reigned xi. years. Jehojakim, the 
Riſing, or avenging of the Lord. 


* Jehojachin, was the Son of 7ehojakim, who at : xing. 24; 
the age of xviii. years, began to reign over 7uds, and 6, 
did evil in the ſight of the Lord as his Fathers before * ne is called 
him.

duſt : yet nevertheleſs, when 7eboahaz humbled him- 
felf, and beſought the Lord, he heard him, and had fuch 
pity and compaſſion on the milery of Iſrae/,that he delive- 
red him out of the Syrians ſubjetion, which had brought. 
him ſo low, that they had left him but fifty Horſemen, 
ten Chariots, and ten thouſand Footmen. He reigned:

- nour and Protectour ) trained him up in all godlinels 


and vertue. So that (o long as fehojaal lived, the King 
walked ia all the ways of the Lord, from the which he 
ſwerved after the death of this good Prieſt ?ehojaada. 
Who lived 130. Years, and: ( for his faithfulnels to: 
wards God and his People) was moſt honourably bu- 
ricd in the City of David among the Kings. Jehoja: 
da, the Knowledge of the Lord. 


J was the Daughter of 4h4714h King of 
7«da, and Wife to 7ehojada the High: Prieſt of the 7ews, 
And when Arhalia her Grandmother went about to de- 
ſtroy the King's ſeed, ſhe ſtole away 7oaſp her youngeſt 
Brother from among the King's Sons, and hid both him 
and his Nurſe, in her own Chamber (with her Husbands 
conſent) the ſpace of fix years, and ſo preſerved him that 
he periſhed not, with the reſt of her Brethren, TJeho- 
ſheba, the fulneſs of the Loyd. 


Jehu, the Son of Nimſbi was anointed King over 
Iſrael by Eliſexs the Prophet, for to deſtroy the Houle 
of Ahab his Maſter : And being commanded to go a- 
bout it with ſpeed, he began firſt with Joram which lay 
at {ezreel to be healed of his wounds, which the Syrians 
had given him. And as feh# was coming thither ward, 
the Watchman eſpying a company coming toward the 
City, told the King, who then ſent out an Horſeman to 
meet 
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meet them, and to know whether they came peaceably 
or no. And when the Meſſenger came to 7ehu, he ſaid: 
The King would know whether ic be Peace or no? 
What halt thou to do with Peace (quoth 7ehs) turn 
thee behind me : and ſo the Meſſenger turned behind 
Jehs, and went back no more, and likewiſe the ſecond. 
Then the Watchmaa told the King that he thought by 
the driving of the Chariot, it ſhould be 7ehu that was 
coming ,- for. he driveth ( quoth he ) furiouſly. The 
King hearing that, made him ready to War, and 
took 4haFiah King of 7udzs with him, and went toward 
Jehu, and met him in the portion of Naborh, ſaying : Is 
it peace 7ehu or no? What peace ſhould ir be (quoth he) There ws: « 
ſo long as the whoredomes of thy Mother 7eJevel,and her Propie: a 
witchcrafts are ſo great? and ſo in the Battel, 7ehu ſhot g., tte Faq 
Zoram to the heart with an arrow,and killed him. And fell of #nani, 
upon 4hazi4h and ſlew him alſo. And ſo proceeding forth iuiedormne 
to ?ezreel, he came thither and found 7ezebe! looking out deftruttion of 
at a Window. And as he demanded of the company a- 34 King 
bout her, who was on his (ide, and would (for his (ſake) his Poſterity. 
caſt her down, two or three of her Chamberlains threw Read * Xing: 
her out at the Window, and brake her Neck ; notwith- "2k 
ſtanding, becaule ſhe was a King's Daughter, he cauſed 
her to be buried. Then he ſent his Letters to Semaris, 
commanding thoſe which had the governance of Ahab's 
ſeventy Sons, to kill them all, and to bring their heads 
on the next morrow to feFreel, And when they (for 
fear ) had fulfilled his commandment, and brought 
their heads to him, 72h# fell upon the Murtherers, and 
flew them alſo And in the way to Samara, he ſlew the 
Brethren of 4haziah (even forty and two) which were 
going to viſit AhaZ's Sons. Finally, he trained all the 
Prieſts of Baa/ into the Temple of Baa/, and there flew 
them every one,8& converted theTemple to a Jakes houle. 
And now when 7eh# had left neither Prieſt, Kinſman, 
nor any that favoured Ahab alive, the Lori (for his well

Jephtah, was the Son of G1/ca4, baſe born, whoſe 
Brethren (which were legitimate) thruſt him our of their 
company, and ſo hated him, that they would not ſuffer 
him to remain among them : wheretore Fephtah depar- 
ted and fled into the Land of Tob : where reſorted unto 
him all naughty<and light perſons. Now in the mean 
time that Jephrah was thus a ſtranger from his Bre- 
thren, the Ammoxnites made fore War againſt the I[- 
raelites, io that they were in great jeopardy and fear 
to be overcome of them. Then the Elders of Gzlead con- 
ſdering Jephtah to bea ſtrong and a valiant Man, went 
to Tob where he lay, to intreat him to be their Cap- 
tain againſt the Azmonites, How cometh this (quoth 
Tephtah ) that ye come to me in the time of your 
trouble : did ye not hate me, and * expel me out of my 
Father's houſe ? Therefore (ſaid they) are we turned to 
thee, that thou mayeſt go with us, and be our head and 
Ruler. But will ye promiſe now (quoth Jephrah) that 
when the Lord ſhall deliver the 4wmnztcs into my 
hand, ye will make me then your Head and Governour ? 
They ſaid yea. And lo he went with the Elders, who 
brought him to Mizpeh,and being there made and confir- 
med their Head and Ruler, he ſent his Meſſengers to the 
King of Ammon, demanding what caule he had to ſtrive 
with Iſrae/ : who anſwered, and (aid-: Becauſe they 
took away my Country, when they came from Egypr, 
which if they will now reſtore again, I will ceaſe from 
War,

War. Then Fephtah ſent him word again, that I/- 
yael took not his Land from him, but coming from 
F2ypt, and paſſing through the Wilderneſs, even to the 
red Sea, they remained at Caadeſh; and ſent to Sebox 
King of the Amorites, to ſuffer them quietly to pals 
thorow his Country: And becauſe he would not ſhew 
them this kindneſs, the Lord delivered both him and 
his Land into their hands, and ſhall they diſpoſſeſs them- 
ſclves of that which the Lord hath given them? Nay not 
ſo. Look what People Chemyſh thy God driveth out, that 
Land poſſe{s thou & whatſoever Nation the Lord our God 
expelleth, that will we enjoy. Art thou better than Ba- 
lac King of eMoab? did he not ſtrive with Iſrael, and 
hg's againſt them” all the while they lay in Heſhbo» 
(ar drh-reabout) 3oo. years: and why didft thou not re- 
cot&r thy Land in all that ſpace? Thou doſt me wrong 
to War againſt me, for I have not offended thee, and 
the:efore the Lord be Judge between thee and me. Bur 
wher- Jephtah perceived the Ammonites not to regard 
Þ:s words, he prepared his Army to ſet upon them. And 
before his going, made this Vow unto the Lord : That 
if he did deliver the /mmonites into his hand, the firſt 
thing that met H.m our of his Doors at his retura home 
again, ſhould be the Lords, and he would offer it up 
unto him for a burnt-offering. And when he had ſubdued 
the Immonites, and was coming homeward to his houſe, 
he firſt thing that met him out at his Doors, was 
Fis own Daughter, who for joy of her Father's ViRory, 
came to meet h:m with Timbrels and Dances. Then 
Fephtab ſeeing his only Child come toward him with 
a company of Women after her, he rent his Cloaths and 
ſaid: Alas my Daughter, thou haſt brought me low, 
and art one of them that do trouble me, for I have ope- 
ned my mouth unto the Lord, and cannot go back. To 
whom ſhe ſaid : Oh my Father, if thou haſt promiſed 
to the Lord, then (foralmuch as the Lord hath avenged 
= b 2 thee, 
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thee, and given thee victory over thine enemies) do with 
me according to thy promiſe. But yet, this one thing I 
ſhall deſire ot thee, to ſpare me for two Moneths, that I 
may go down to the Mountains, and there (with my 
fellows) * bewail my Virginity. Which done, ſhe 
returned to. her Father, who did with her according as 
he had vowed unto the Lord, After this,the Ephraimtes 
fell art defiance with 7ephtah, becauſe he had nor called 
them to take his part againl(t the 4mmonites : and for 
this matter was a Field pitched between them and the 
Gileadites, and a great Battail fought, in the wh ch, 
the Ephraimites were put to flight,and (ceking to have el- 
caped over 7ordan, the Gileaaites had prevented them, 
and ſtopped the paſſage, that no Ephraimite ſhould eicape 
that way. And to know who was an Ephraimzte,arid who 
was not, the Gileaaztes uled this policy: if any preſſed 
to go over the Water, theÞ>would bid him ſay * $:hib- 
boleth, and as many as could not ſay Schibbeleth, they 
ſlew him, for by that they knew he was an Ephrainite, 
for the Ephraimites could not ſound nor (ay Schibboleth, 
but S:bbeleth, And lo were ſlain of the "x vgs that 
Day, two and twenty thouland. 7ephtrah ruled [ſr 12 
vi. years, and dyed. Jephtah, Openizg. 


Jeremy, was the Son of Hilkiah, whom ſome 
think to be he, that found out the Book of the Law, and 
gave it to 7oſiah, He was born in a City called. Anathorh, 
in the Country of Fexjamin, and (by the command- 
ment of God) began very young to propheſie, that is, 10 
the xiii. year of 7oſies, and continued xviii. years under 
the ſaid King, and three moneths under 7ehoahaz, and 
under fehojakim x1. years, and three moneths under 
Zebojachin, and under Zedekiah xi, years, unto the time 
they were carried away into- Babylon, So that the time 
amounteth to above forty years, beſide the time that 
he propheſied after the Captivity. This ſtory is drawn

made Overſeer of Solomons Works for the Tribe of whom 56 
Fphriim and Manaſſes. And on a time as he walked a: — 
broad in the Fieid alone, the Prophet Ahiah came to him one perſon: 
and ſiid, that after the death of Solomon, he ſhould fv 
Reign and be King over Ten Tribes of Iſrael; which the Mother of 
words of the Prophet did fo animate Feroboam, that Frome _ 
he began to murmur againit King S-/omon his Ma- Legions 
ſter, who (therefore) fought to kill him, but Feroboam brance. 
fled into Egypt, where he remained with Shi/bak King of 
thac Country, un*1l the death of So/omonu, Then (being 
ſeat: for) he returned home again, and had-fo much fa- 
vour of the Pzople, that they all forſook Rehoboam ({ave 
the Tribe of ?uds and Benjamin) and made 7eroboam 
their King. Who being ſurely ſtabliſhed in his. King- 
dom, beganto think thus in his heart: If this People 
g0 up, and do (acrifice in.the houſe of the Loed-at fe- 
ruſalem, as.they were wont to do, then ſhall their hearts 
turn to-Rehovoam, and eek to kill me, Wherefore he 
(by the advice of his Counſel) made two golden Calves, 
and ſet the one up at Das, and the other at. Berhel, per- 
fwading the People that they were the Gods which: 
brought them out of E2»p7, and therefore.they ſhould nar 
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need any more to go up to Feruſalew, and worſhip 
ſofar off , but ſhould do it nearer. hand, and with lels 
travail and pain. And when he perceived the People 
to incline to his purpoſe, he made a Temple to build 
Hill Altars therein for Idolatry , and placed a fort of 
ignorant Miniſters (which were not of the Sons of Le- 
vy') 1n Dan and bethel, to train up the People in 
worth:pping of thele Calves. And the more to ſtir up 
the Peoples devotion, he commanded a ſolemn offering 
to be made in the honor of theie Calves,the xv.day of the 
eighth Moneth, and the (ame yearly to be obſerved in 
remembrance of this new kind of Idolatry : which in 
continuance was fo rooted in Iſ-ae/; that it could ne- 
ver be clean extinguiſhed, till it had brought all Iſ-ac/ to 
utter deſtruction. Now as the King was ſtanding be- 
ſide the Altar at Bethe! doing of ſacrifice, there came 
a Man of God, which cryed out againſt the Altar, ſay- 
ing : O Altar, Altar, Thus faith the Lord «++bchold, 
a Child ſhall be born unto the houſe of David ( Joſiah by 
name) and upon thee ſhall he offer the Prieſts of the 
Hill-Altars that bura Incenſe upon thee, and they ſhall 
burn Mens bones upon thee. And this is the token that 
the Lord hath ſpoken it : Behold, the Altar ſhall 
rent, and the athes that are upon it, ſhall fall out. The 
King was (o angry with this, that he ſtretched out his 
hand- againſt the Prophet, commanding to lay hands 
on him,and by and by the Kings hand was dried up,lo that 
he could not pull it to him again, the Altar clave aſun- 
der, and the aſhes fell out, as the Man of God had ſpoken. 
The King l(eeing now God's judgment fallen upon him, 
humbled himſelf to the Propher, by whole interceſſion 
to God his hand was reſtored again. Great and con- 
tinual War was between this King and Rehoboam King 
of F#aa, but this ever prevailed, till 46:j4h the Son of 
Rehoboam reigned, and then he loſt as much honour and 
more than he wan before, He reigned two and twenty 
years, 
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ears, and dyed, leaving Nadab his Son to ſucceed 
bien Read more of this King, in the ſtory of 4bijah,King ' 
of Judas, and in the ſtory of 4hijah the Prophet, and of 
Baaſha King of Iſrael. 


Jeroboam, the Son of Foaſb King of Iſrael, -began : Xing. 14.23 
his Raign in the xv. year of Amaziah King of Fade, 
and worſhipped the Golden Calves which Feroboam the 
Son of Nebat had let up, as others,did before him. He 
was a great Warrier and vicorjous. He reſtored the 
Coalts of Iſrael from the entring of Hemath unto the: 
Sea of the Wilderneſs ( according to Jonas Prophecie) 
And was ſtirred up of the Lord to help Iſrae/ ( being 
exceedingly afflicted) out of all their trouble. He reigned 
xli. years, and dyed, leaving Zacharias his Son to 
ſucceed him.

Jeſus, the Son of God was born of the Virgin 
eMary in Bethlehem, a City of Fuda, (in the year atter 
the Creation of the World 3962. Langzer.) whoſe birth 
immediately was honored by the glorification of Angels, 
the agnition of Shepheards, the veneration of the wiſe- 
men, and the Prophecies of holy Symeon and Jnna. And 
at the age of xii. years, was had in admiration among 
the Doctors in the Temple at Feruſalem, where his 
Parents found him, and brought him to Nazareth ; but 
what he did from that time forth till he came to the age 
of thirty years, the Evangeliſts make no mention, 
He was then Baptiſed of Fohn in Fordan, And to wit- 
neſs that he was the very eMeſjas lent of God, the Huly 
Ghoſt deſcended down from Heaven, in the likeneſs of a 
Dove, and lighted upon him, and allo the voice of the 
Father was heard from Heaven; faying: This is my be- 
loved Son in whom I am well pleaſed, hear Him. 
And after he had finiſhed the LEgAC of his Father and 0- 
rened the Docrine of eternal lite to the People, and con- 
firmed the ſame with Miracles,he was at the age of xxxili. 
years (or thereabout) betrayed of his own Diſciple F«- 
das, ahd by the Fews his own peculiar People, moſt 
cruelly put to death, at what time of his Paſſion was a 
great Earthquake, and at ſix a Clock of the Day, ſuch a 
terrible Eclipſe of the Sun, that (for Darkneſs ) it 
ſeemed to be very Night. The third day he aroſe again 
from Death to Life, In token he conquered Sin, Death 
and Satan. And on the fortieth day (to declare himſelf 
to be a mighty and a puiſſant Conqueror) he aſcended in- 
to Heaven, where he litteth at the right hand of the Fa- 
ther. And the faftieth day(according to his PRI ſent

Jeſus, the Son of $irach, being among the Cap- Zcctu. 1. cap, 
tives in Egypt, in the time of King Prolomy Euergetes, 
ot liberty to read and write many good things, which 
eſs his Grandfather had gathered and left them with 
Sirach his Son, which things this 7eſws took and put 
in order. in a Book, which is called Ecc/efia/icus, or the 
wiſdom of 7eſus the Son of Sirach. 


Jeſus, otherwiſe calied 7u#tw, was a ?ew born, ca. 4. 1. 
and one of Paul's Workfellows in preaching and ſet- 
ting forth the Kingdom of God, whom he commended 
to the Colo7ans, defiring them, that if he or any ſuch 
did come unto them, they ſhould receive and entreat 
them with all gentleneſs. 


Jeth2o, the Prieſt of Midzaz had ſeven Daughters, Zxo4 4. :5: 
of the which one was called — whom he married **-< 
to Moſes, And when that 7cthro had heard of all the 
mighty deeds which God had done for «Moſes, and how 
he had delivered -the Children of I/-ae/ out of Erypr from 
the Bondage of Pharaoh,and broughtthem thorow the red 
Sea, he mer «Moſes in the Wildernels, and brought to 
him his Wife and two Children(which he had ſent back 
before ) at whoſe coming, Moſes was excceding glad. 

Then as fethro abode with eMoſes and ſaw the great 

pains he took in judging the People from Morning to 

Night; he aid unto him: What is this that thou doſt un- 

tothe People? Why ſitteft thou thy ſelf alone,and all the 

People ſtand about thee from morning untoeven ? —_ 
L | the 
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the People (quoth Moſes) have any matter, they come 
unto me, and I judge between one and another, and 
declare unto them the Statutes and Laws of God. Thou 
doſt not well (quoth Jethro) for thou both wearieſt thy 
ſelf, and the People that 1s with thee: The thing is of 
more. weight, than thou art able to perform alone, 
Therefore. hear-my counſel, and God ſhall proſper thee. 
Be thou for the People to God-ward, and report the cau- 
fes to him: Admoniſh them of the ordinances and laws, 
and ſhew them the way wherein they muſt walk, and 
the work-that they muſt do. Moreover, ſeek out among 
the People men of courage, and ſuch as fear God, true 
dealing men, hating covetouſnels, and appoint them to 
be Rulers over thoulands, over hundreds, over fifties. and 
over tens. And let them judge the people at all ſeaſons,and 
every great matter let them bring it to thee, but all ſmall 
cauſes, let them judge themſelves, and ſo ſhall ir be ea- 
fier for thee, when they ſhall bear the burthen with thee: 
If thon ſhalt do this thing (and God ſo command thee ) 
thou ſhalt be.able to endure, and all the People ſhall go.

Joab,. was the Son of Zerviah David's Siſter (and 
the chief Captain of all D«vid's Hoſt.) In the firſt Bat- 
tel he made againſt Jbner (King Sans Captain) he 
was the Victor, and put 4bner to flight, and of malice 
afterward, by treaſon ſlew him, for the which deed, Da- 
vid was ſore offended, that he beſought God to avenge it 
on Feb, and that his Houſe and Poſterity might al- 
ways be plagued with the bloody-flux,leprofie, feeblenels 
of Body, the Sword, or Famine, for the death of Abner, 
Foab alſo was the death of 4bſzlom, and flew him as he 
hanged by rhe hair of his head, upon the bough of a tree”: 
And when it was told him of the great lamentation the 
King made. for Abſalom his Son, he went unto —_— 

: ſaid: 
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faid: Thou haſt this day ſhamed the faces of all thy ſer- 
vants, which this day have faved thy life, and the lives 
of all chy Sons and Daughters,and the lives of thy Wives 
and Concubines,1n that thou loveſt thine enemies and ha- 
reſt thy friends : For thou haſt declared this day, that 
thou regardeſt neither thy Princes nor ſervants : There- 
fore I do perceive, that if 45ſalom had lived, and all 
we had been ſlain this day, that then it had pleaſed thee 
well, Now therefore up, and come out and (peak com- 
forcably unto thy ſervants, for 1 (ſwear by the Lord, 
except thou come out, there will not tarry one Man with 
thee this Night, and that will be worle unto thee, than all 
the evil that fell on thee from thy youth hitherto.

Joanna, the Wife of Chua Herod's Steward, 
was a godly Woman, and miniſtred unto Chriſt of her 
ſubſtance, while he lived. And after he had ſuffered his 
Paſſion, ſhe went with other Women to ſeek him at his 
Sepulchre. And being told by the Angels that he was 
not there, returned to the Apoſtles to bring them tidings 
of his Reſurreftion, which ſeemed to them but feigned 
things, and therefore believed them not. Joanna, the 
grace of the Lord, or the Lord's gift, or the Lord's mercy. 


Joalſh, the youngeft Son of 4ha7iah King of 7u- 
da, was itollen away from: the: hands of Athaliah, his 
Grandmother, by his Siſter 7ehoſþ+be Wite to Zehojadah 
the High- Prieſt, and hid in the Lords houſe, and brought 
up in the Chamber where the Prieſts and Levites lay, 
the ſpace of ſix years, and in the (eventh year, 7ehs 
j444h brought him forth, and proclaimed him King, who 
1n all things ſought the Lord, fo long as ?ehojadah lived. 
He repaired the Temple. He flew Mat#4» the Prieſt 
of Baal, and brake down his Alrars, with many other 
good things. But after the death of ?ehojadah, he fell fo 
tar from God, that no admonition of. the Prophets 
(which weredatly ſent him) could turn him. And laſt 
of all, when Zacharia the Son of 7ehojadah came unto 
him to call him again unto the Lord, he (notwithſtand- 
ing the great kindneſs. and faithfulneſs of 7ehojadah 
his Father- before him.) cauſed. Zacharia to be put to 
death, forthe which cauſe, the Lord ſtirred upthe Syri- 
ans againſt him, which ſlew a great number of his Peo- 
ple, and in the end his own Servants con(pired againſt 
him. (for. his iogratitude) and flew him upon his own

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Bed, after he had reigned forty years, and buried him 
in the City of Davia, but not among the Kings. + Jo- 
aſh, the Lords fire, or the Lords oblation.

Job,. was a perfect juſt Man dwelling in the Land 
of Hus, and one that feared God, who gave unto him 
ſeven Sons and three. Daughters, and allo endued him 
with great riches. His ſubſtance was 7000. ſheep, 3ooo, 
Camels, 500. yoak of Oxen, 500.ſhe-Camels, and a very 
great Houſhold, So that he was one of the moſt princi- 
pal Men among all them of the Eaſt-Country; He was 
ſo careful over his Sons, leſt in their: banquetting they 
had committed ſome offence, or been unthankful ro God 
in their hearts, that he daily would fanRifie them, and 
offer for every one a burnt-offering unto the Lord ; he 
was a Man allo repleniſhed with ſuch patience, that Sa- 
tes with all his temptations could not move him out 
of the ſame, for when word was brought him how that 
the 84be4ans had taken away his Oxen, and ſlain his Ser- 
vants, and that the Lord had conſumed all his Sheep 
with fire, and that the Chaldees had taken away his Ca- 
mels, and how that all his Children wereflain in their 
eldeſt Brother's houſe, which the wind blew down up- 
on them, he made no more a-do but ſaid : Naked came 
F out of my. Mothers Womb, and-naked: (hall 1 return . 
again : The Lord gave, and the Lord hath. taken 4- 
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away, even 4s it hath pleaſed the Lord, fo is it come tg 
2, Cap, paſs; bleſſed be the name of the Lord. . Alſo when Satan 
(by the permiſſion of God) had plagued Job with ex- 
treme ſores, even from the ſole of the Foot to the crown 
of his Head, fo that he fat upon the ground in duſt and 
aſhes, ſcraping off the filth of his ſores with a Potſherd : 
and being allo inwardly afflicted with the ſharp temp- 
tation of his Wife, which tempted him to blaſpheme God, 
he took all in good part, reproving his Wife for her foo- 
liſh talking : for ſhall we (quoth he) receive good at the 
hand of God, and not receive evil ? not fo, I am as 
well content to ſuffer this adverſity ſent of the Lord, as 
I was to receive the proſperity he gave me before: And 
Fob 42, ſo Feb continued 1n his uprightneſs, and was (at the laſt) 
reſtored to as many Children as he had before, and to 
double riches. He lived an hundred and forty years, and 
ſaw his Childrens children to the fourth generation be- 
fore he dyed.

(faith 7ohn) in water only, but there is one now come 
among you who although he came after me, was before 
me, whoſe Shoo latch:t I am not worthy to unlooſe, 
and he it is that ſhall Baptiſe you with the Holy Ghoſt. 
7oha was a conſtant Man and lived auſterely. His Gar- 
ment was courſe Cloth made.of Camels hair. His Meat 
was Locuſts and wild Hony. He was a Prophet, and (as 
Chriſt reporteth) more than a Prophet, For oh pro- 
pheſied Chriſt to be come; pointing him with his finger 
unto the People, ſaying : Bchold the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the Sins of the World , whereas 
all the other Prophets did but prophelie of his coming 
Mah.14.z, 100g before-he came. Finally, 7ohr uling his liberty in 
rebuking Vice without any accepting of Perſons, repro- 
ved King Herod, for keeping his Brother Philip's Wife, 
for the which he was caſt into Priſon, and ſoon after loſt 
his Head. Read the ſtory of Herod the Tetrarch, and of 


Herodias. 


John the Evarngelit, was the Son of Zebeaze, 
and Brother to 7ames, and called from his F.ſher- boat 
F.bn 13.23. £o bean Apoltle of Chriſt, and was of all other moſt en- 
19.28, 21.:0 tirely beloved of eſs, who commended his Mother un- 
to him at the hour of his death. He wrote his Goſpel 
againſt Cerinthus and other Hereticks, and chiefly a- 
gainſt the Ebioxites, which did affirm, that Chriſt 
was not before Mary whereby he was conſtrained to ſet 
forth the Divine Birth of Chriſt. In the time of the Em- 
peror Domitian, he was exiled into an Ifle called Pat- 
-0s, Where he wrote the Revelation, and after the death 
of Domitian, in the time of Pertinax, he returned to E- 
pheſus, remaining there till the time of Trajenes, and 
did raiſe up and ſer in order, many Churches in 4/ia, and 
died three-ſcore years after the death of Chriſt, and was 


buried at Epheſas,

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John Park : When Pau! and Barnabas had 
been at Fernſalem to diſtribute the Alms ſent by the 
Intiochians , 10 their return they brought this Man 
John (lirnamed eMart) with them to Antioch. Ard 
when the Holy Ghoſt had ſeparated Paul and Barnabas, 
from the other Diſciples, to the intent that they ſhould 
go and ſpread abroad the Goſpel among the Geatiles, 
and thoſe that were far off, they took this Fohn eMark 


with them to be their Miniſter and Companion, who bare 


them company from Articch until- they came to Pam: 
philia, and farther would he not go, but left them there, 
and returned to Jernſalem again, notwithſtanding the 
Apoſtes weat forth and fulfilled their office, And when 
it came in their minds to go and vilit theſe places again, 
wherein they had ſowed the Word of God, Barnabas 
gave counſel to take Joh» with them which had been 
their Miniſter before, to whoſe mind Par! would not 
conſent, foraſmuch as Fob» ( of his own accord) had 
forſaken them at Pamphilia, before they had finiſhed 
their work. | And fo reaſoning and diſputing about this 
matter, the contention was fo ſharp between theſe two 
Holy-men,that the one forfook the others company. And 
ſo Barnabas taking John Mark with him, failed into 
Cyprus. 


Jonadab, was the Son of Shimeah, Dxvid's Bro- 
ther, and a very ſubtil Man. He loved 4mnoz his Un-

totell the People of their wickedneſs, who * notwithſtan- ther of chis 
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Prophet, was ding perſwaded himſelf by his own reaſon, that he 
the poor Wi- ſhould nothing profit there, ſeeing he had (o long Pro- 
rep1a, whoſe pheſied among his own Country-men (the Jews) and 
Meal 8d , done no goodatall : Wherefore he (minding to flye to 
encreaſed.and Tarſs) got him to Fopps, where he tound a Ship ready, 
reſtored her. payed his fare and went with them. And being on the Sea, 
Jeath to 1% @ tempeſt roſe {o vehemently , that the Mariners were 
2gain, fore afraid, crying every Man unto. his Cod, and to 
lighten the Ship, they caſt all the Wares into the Sea, 
which nothing availed. Then went the Maſter of the 
Ship down under the hatches, and finding Foras faſt a- 
ſleep, awoke him, ſaying: O thou ſleeper, what meaneſt 
thou, ariſe and call upon thy God, that we periſh not. 
And when no remedy could be had, they agreed to caſt 
Lots, that thereby they might know tor whoſe cauſe 
they were troubled, and lo doing, the Lot fell on Jonas: 
They ſeeing that. ſaid: Tell us for whoſe cauſe we are 
thus troubled ? And what thine occupation is? And what 
thou art * And whence thou comeſt,and whither thou go- 
eſt? And what Country-man thou art,8 of what Nation? 
Iam (faid Jones) an Hebrew born,. and fear the Lord 
God of Heaven, which made both the Sea and dry Land, 
and am fled from his preſence. And when they heard that, 
they were more afraid than before, and ſaid : what ſhall 
we do unto thee, that the Sea may ceaſe from troubling 
of us? Take me (quoth Jonas) and caſt me into the Sea, 
and ye ſhall have reſt, for I wot it is for my ſake, that 
this evil is come upon you: Nevertheleſs, the Men (be- 
ing loth to commit ſuch a deed) aſſayed with rowin 
to. bring the Shipto Land. And when they ſaw the Sea fo 
troublous againſt them, that it would not be, they cryed 
unto the Lord and ſajd : O Lord, let us not periſh for 
this Man's death, neither lay thou-innocent bloud unto 
© our-charge: For thou, O Lord, haſt done even. as thy 
pleaſure was. And fo they took Fonas and caſt him into- 
the Sea, which incontinent was calm and ſtill, Anda

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certain great Fiſh (prepared of the Lord) received Fo- 
14s, and ſwallowed him up into his body, where he lay 
(in prayer) three Days and three Nights. And being then 
caſt out again on dry Lind. The Lord commanded him 
{traight-way to go to Niniveh, and do as he had charged 
him. And when he came to the City & was entered adays 
Journey in the ſame, he cryed out, ſaying: There are yet 
forty days, and then ſhall Nniveh be overthrown. But 
when his Prophecie came to none effect, by reaſon of the 
Peoples great repentance, he was ſore dilpleaſed , and 
in his prayer, ſaid: O Lord, was not this my ſaying 
(l pray thee) when I was yet in my Countrey, and the 
cauſe of my flying to Tarſ#s, that thou waſt a merci- 
ful God, full of compaſſion, long ſuffering, and of great 
goodne(s,and wouldeſt repent thee of the evil? And now 
O Lord, foraſmuch as I am found falie in my ſayings, 
take (I beſeech thee) my life from me, for I had rather 
dye than live. And fo Fonar got him out of the City, and 
made him a Booth on the Eaſt (ide thereof. And as he fat 
under the ſhadow of his Booth,to fee what ſhould become 
of the City: the Lord cauſed a wild Vine to ſpring over 
his Head, to give him more ſhadow to defend the heat 
of the Sun from him, whereof Fonas was very glad. 
But on the next morrow, when he perceived the Vine 
withered away, and that for lack of the ſhadow there- 
" of he waxed faint thorow the fervent heat of the Sun 
which burned him fo fore, - he wiſhed in himſelf that he 
might die. Then ſaid the Lord to Jon&s, doſt thou 
well to be angry for the wild Vine? Yea faid he very 
well, even unto death. If thou then (quoth the Lord)haſt 
had pity upon the wild Vine, whereon thou beltowedſt 
no labour, nor madeſt it grow, which ſprang up in one 
Night and periſhed in another ; how much more ought 
I ro have pity upon Niziveh that great City wherein 
are ſ{ix-ſcore thouſand Perſons, that cannot diſcern be- 
tween their right hand and on left, beſide much os 
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tell? And thus was Fonas reproved of: God, for his diſ. 
obedience. _Jonas, 4 Dove. 


Jonathan, the Son of King Sau/, was a valiant 
Man in all his acts, who helped his Father fo mightily a- 
gainit the Philiztizes, that at the firſt brunt he beat 
down the ſtrongeſt hold they had. And aſter that (the 
Philiftines- being. pitched in Michmaſh, into the which 
paſſage lay two ſharp-Rocks) He {aid ro his Armour- 
bearer, Come, and let us go over toward the Philiſtines 
Garriſon, peradventure the Lord will work with us, 
for it is no hard thing with him, to lave with many, or 
with few: we will go over and ſhew our ſelves to theſe

- wy tot Tarry until we come unto you, then will we ſtand till, 


Prophecie, and not remove: But if they ſay, come up unto us, then 
will we go up, for the Lord hath ſurely delivered them 
into our hands, and this ſhall be a ſign unto us. ' So they 


went (without the knowledge of Sau/)and ſhewred them- 
ſclves unto the Philiſtines, who (when they ſaw them) 
faid' in deriſion-: See how the Hebrews are crept out cf 
the holes wherein they had: hid themſelves : but the 
Watchmen (ſaid unto them, Come up unto us, and we 
will ſhew you a thing. Then faid Fonarher to his Ars 
mour- bearer, come up after me, for the Lord hath de- 
livered them into the hands of Iſrae// And fo Fonathan 
climbed: up the- Rock upon his Hands and. Feet, and 
his Armour- bearer after him. And when the-Ph:li/tines 
{aw the face of 7oxathan, they were ſoſuddenly ſmitten 
with fear, that they. fell down before. him, fo that 7«- 
zathen and- his Man, flew twenty of them, and put all 
the reſt to flight. And when the Watchmen of Sax/ ſaw 
the. Philifines (cattered abroad, and ſmitten down as 
they. went, they told it to the King,, who cauſed a ſearch 
. to be made, to know who was gone out of the Hoſt, and 
not a Man was. found lacking, ſave 7onathan and. his 
Armour- 
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Armour-bearer. * Then Sa»/ with all his Hoſt, followed 
after the PhilifFines, charging the People (which had 
long'been without ſuſtenance) on pain of death, not to 
touch any food, until he were thar day avenged on his 
enemies. And lo the People being ſore oppreſt with hun- 
ger, and coming into a Wood where much Hony lay 
upon the ground, durſt not for their lives comfort them- 
ſelves with one drop thereof. Then 7o:athan being 
faint (and not knowing the charge of his Father) taſted a 
little Hony with the end of his Rod, and was greatly 
comforted and refreſhed therewith. And being-told what 
danger he had incurred, for breaking his Fathers com- 
mandment, he, ſaid : My Father hath troubled the 
Land, 'in making ſuch an extreme Law : for ſeeing that 
I have received my ſtrength again, by taſting a little 
of this Hony, how much more ſhould the People (if they 
had eaten of the (ſpoil of their enemies which they tound) 
have been the ſtronger, and more able to have made a 
greater {laughter among the Phliftines than they have 
done ? But nevertheletis, for this offence of ?onathan 
Lots were caſt, and fonathan judged to ſuffer death ; 
whereupon the People cryed out to Saul, ſaying : Shall 
Jonathan dye, which hath lv mightily defended If ae/? 
God forbid, as truly as the Lord liveth, there ſhall not 
one hair of his head fall unto theground, for he hath 
wrought with God this day. And lo the People delivered 
Jonathan. Aﬀeer this, 70nsthan fell into ſuch love and a- 
mity with David (whom Saal his Father perſecuted) 
that he made a Bond with him, which was neverdiſſok 
ved between them: And at his firſt acquaintance with 
David, he put off his Robe, and gave it to him, with his 
other Gzrments, even to his Sword, Bowe, and Girdle. 
And whatſoever (from that day forth) was ſaid, done, 
or wrought by Sas! his Father againlÞ David, that 
would 7onathsn tind the means to ſtay and pacifie, 
whereby (many times) he ſaved : David from the cruelty 
T7 of: 
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of Saul, and ſo continued his faithful friend, during 
his life. Finally, in Battel with bis Father againſt the 
Phililines, he was flain. Jonathan, rhe gift of the

+. M82, 2: Jonathas, the youngeſt Son of eMartarhias, and 
9. c4p. Brother to Judas Machabexs, did fo valiantly behave 
himſelf in the Wars, that the Jews ( after the death 
of Fudas his Brother) made him their chief Governor, 
who (at.length) vanquiſhed Bachides, Whereby his 
fame {o encreaſed, that both Demetrius and Alexanader 
ſought to be ia League with him : But for ſo much as De- 
meirius had vexed Iſrael! before, 7onathas ( miſtruſting 
Demetrias ) ſorſook his offer, and agreed to Alexander, 
who had always been his friend, and fo continued, as 
his ſtory declareth. Afﬀrer this, he vanquiſhed Apollo. 
nius, Captain of Demetrius Hoſt, burnt the City of 
Azotus, with the Temple of Dagon, ſubdued Aſcalon, 
and with great ViRory returned to fersſa/em, where 
_ his worthy proweſs) he received a Coller of Gold 
rom Alexander, Finally, (after long proſperity in 
12.c4. 13-0 \Wars) he was betrayed by one Triphon in the City of 
Ptrolemas, and afterward molt piteouſly put to death.

and I will bring you to the place where he is, and fo he. 

ted them forth and brought them into the City of Sa- 

maria where foram lay, who ſeeing now his Enemies« 

to be in his power, ſaid to Eliſeus : Father, ſhall I 

{mite them? No,ſaid he : Smite thoſe which thou takeſt 

with thine. own Sword and Bow, but rather fer Bread 

and Water before them, that rhey may eat and drink, , 

and fo depart to their Maſter. Then the King prepared 

a great refection for the Sy7z4xs, and. filled their Bellies + 
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well, and ſent them home again, for the which gentle in-. 
treaty of Joramm, the-King of Syria never troubled him 
more. After this, when Bexhaadad King of Syria had be- 
lieged Samaris, ſo long till Women were conſtrained tg 
eat their own Children, Joram: took ſuch diſpleaſure 
with Elſeus (laying the caule upon him) that 1a his fu- 
ry, he ſent to take away his Head : Which thing being 
revealed to the Prophet, he ſaid to his Friends that were 
with him in his Houſe: See ye not how this Mutherer's 
Son hath ſent to take away my Head? Take heed and 
be circumipect when the Meſſenger cometh, and keep 
him at the Door, for the ſound of his Maſters feet is be- 
hind him ; which was even lo, for the King's mind al- 
tered, he followed the Meſſenger, and came to the Pro- 
phet himſelf, ſaying : This evil is of the Lord, and 
what more ſhall I look for of him? No more laid the 
Prophet: For to morrow this time, ſhall a Buſhel of fine 
Flowre be (old for a ſhekel, and two Buſhels of Barley for 
another ſhekel in the Gate of Samaris ; which came lo to 
paſs the next day ; for the great Hoſt of the Syrians at 
the ſound of the feet of four Lepers, were run away, 
and had left all their Tents behind them. Finally (to ful- 
fil the word of the Lord concerning the deſtruction of 
Ahab's Poſterity) Joram was lain with an Arrow 
ſhot by Jehu, and his Body caſt into a Plat of Ground 
that was «both the Jeſraclite's, after he had reigned 
twelve years. 


Jozam, the Son of 'Jehoſaphat, was two and thirty 
years old when he began to reign over J#d4z. He mar- 
ried King 4habs Daughter, whoſe wicked tteps he ful- 
lowed. He ſlew all his own Brethren, with divers of his 
Nobles. The Edomztes which had been ſubje&t from D«- 
vid's time hitherto, rebelled now againſt Foram. Allo 
Libaa (which was a certain City in Taz, given to the 
Levites, Joih.21.13.) would no more be under his Man 
becaule, 


becauſe he had forſaken the Lord God of their Fathers. 

Finally, the Prophet E/iſews (to admonith him of his The Pro- 
wickedne(s) wrote to 7oram on this wiſe: The Lord iis 
faith, becauſc thou haſt not walked in the ways of 7eho- 

ſaphat thy Father, nor in the ways of 4ſs thy Grandfa- 

ther, but in the ways of the Kings of Iſrael, and haſt 

made 7444 to go a whoring after the Houſe of Ahab, 

and haſt alſo {lain thy Brethren, even thy Fathers houſe, 

who were better Meg than thy ſelf: Therefore, with a 

great Plague will the Lord [mite thy Folk, thy Children, 

thy Wives,and all thy Goods: And thou ſhalt bediſcaled 

in thy Bowels, which day by day ſhall fall out of thy Bo- 

dy. And fo the Lord ſtirred up againſt 7oram, the Phi- 

liftines, the Arabians, with the Ethiopians, which wa- 

ſted his Countrey, and carried away his ſubſtance, 

his Wives, and all his Sons (ſave 4haFiah the youngeſt} 

and (mote him with an incurable Diteaſe in his Bowels 

which held him two years, till all his Guts fell out, and 

ſo he died, after he had reigned eight years. Joram,the

Jehofaphat, the Son of 4/z, began his Reign over x xizg.:;, 24, 

?udah in the fourth year of 4hab King of Iſrae/, and 

walked in the old ways of his Father David, and in 

the Commandments of God, and not in the ways of 

Iſrael, This godly King to have the fear of the Lord 

renewed among his People, in the third year of his 

Reign fent certain of his Lords thorowout all his 

Realm, and with them godly,learned and ancient Fathers 

of the Lewites, with the Book of the Law : whoſe Com- 

miſſion was to ſee all Idolatry and ſuperſtition ſuppreſſed, 

and the Laws of God purely and ſincerely taught and 

followed, which was ſodiligently done, that the fear of 

the Lord fell ſo upon all the Kingdoms round about 

- him, that no Man troubled him, but preſented him with = 
gifts : The Phili#tines with A p—— mO_ 
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ban; with Cattel, ſo that within a while, he grew into 
great riches and honor. And being thus endued with a 
bundance of treaſure and ſubſtance, he joyned affinity 
with hab, taking his part againſt the Syrians, where 
(notwithſtanding) the Lord preſerved him,and brought 
him ſafe home again. But forſomuch as in his abſence, 
the People were ſomewhat ſwerved from the Lord, the 
Prophet Feh» came to him, and ſaid : Becauſe thou haſt 
helped the ungodly, and loved them whom the Lord 
doth hate, the wrath of God is come upon thee, neverthe- 
leſs. good-things are found in thee, becauſe thou haſt ta- 
ken away the Groves our of the Land, and haſt prepared 
thine heart to ſeek God. Then Fehoſephar fearing the 
Lord., went about all his Realm, to bring the People 
again unto the Lord : And when he had ſet godly Jud- 
ges and Levites in every City (the one to judge in rem- 
poral cauſes, and the other 4 matters of the Lord) he 
pave to cirher of them his charge, ſaying firſt to the 
Judges oh this wiſe: Take heed (ye Judges) what ye 
do; for ye execute not the judgment of Man,but of Gcd, 
which is with you in judgment : wherefore now, let 
the fear of the Lord be upon you, and take heed and 
be doing the thing that pleaſeth him, for there is no un- 
righteouſneſs with the Lord our God that ſhould have 
any reſpec of Perſons, or take rewards. Then he tur: 
ned to the Levites, and faid : Thus ſhall ye do in the 
fear of the Lord, faithfully, and with a pure heart, what 
caule foever come unto you of your Brethren, between 
Bloud and Bloud,, Law and Commandment, Statute 
and Ordinance, ye ſhall warn them that they treſ- 
paſs-not againſt-the Lord, that wrath come not upon 
you, and upon your Brethren, thus do, and you hall 
not offend : Take courage to you, and do manfully, 
and the Lord ſhall 'be with ſuch as go about to main- 
tain. the Laws of the Lord. Afﬀeer this, the Lord gave 
Jehoſaphat a marvellous Victory againſt the. eMoa _ 
hens V2 and” 
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and the 4mmonites, whoſe Armies fell at ſuch ſtrife and 
variance among themſelves, that one killed another, and 

left not one alive undeſtroyed betore Jehoſaphat came at 

them. And the fourth day aficr he had gathered up the 

ſpoil, he aſſembled his People in the Valiey of Bleffing, 

and went to Jeruſalem with great triumph, where he 

gave all praiſe and thanks to God for his miraculous 

Vidory. Finally, he joyned himſelt with 4643744 King 

of Iſrael, and made ten Ships to go with his Ships 

to Tarſhiſh for Gold : And becauſe he had * joyned him- * The true 
ſelf with ſo wicked a Man, the Lord brake his Ships, bo a E 
and would not ſuffer them to go. He reigned xxv. years, joy" in ſock 
and was buried with his Fathers in the City of David, —_— I 
leaving Joram his Son to occupy his place. Jehoſaphat, 
the Lord's judgment, or the judgment of the Lord, 


Joſeph, the Son of Jacob and Rachel, was in his G4. 50. 24: 
youth beloved of his Father above all other, in ſo much, 37. <p: 
that he made him a Coat of many colours : But his Bre- 
thren hated him, becauſe his Dreams fignified unto 
them, that he ſhould be Lord over them all, and they his 
Servants. And being at the age of xvii. years, he was 
ſent to them with Victuals, where they lay with their 
ſheep at Dothan, who ſeeing him come afar off, began 
to deride and mock him, ſaying : Behold, where the 
Dreamer cometh, and counſelled together to kill 
him, but Reubex (the eldeſt Brother) would not conſent 
tothat. Wherefore at his coming they ſtripped him out 
of his Coat, and caſt himinto an empty Pit. And as cer- 
tain [maelites paſſed by, they fold Foſeph to them for 
twenty pence of ſilver, and took his Coat, and dipt it in 
Goats bloud, and had it home to their Father, bearing 
him in hand they had found it by the way : Then F«- 
cob (ſeeing his Son's Coat, cryed out and rent his Gar- 
ments for ſorrow, thinking ſarely that wild Beaſts 
had devoured aff torn Joſep n pieces : But he _/ 
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fafe and ſound carried into Egypr, was there fold again 
to a certain great Lord of King Pharaoh's Court. na- 
med Potiphar : and became ſo-lucky a Man with him(by 
God's providence) that his Maſter made him chief Ru: 
ler overall his Houſe. And fo continued in great favour 
with his Lord, until his Maſter's Wife began to caſt 
her love upon him, and. would have had him tolye with. 
her: Then Joſeph to: diſſwade his Miſtreſs from 
her inordinate love, faid: Behold, my Maſter know- 
eth not what he hath in the Houſe with me, but hath 
committed: all things he hath into my hands. There 
is no Man greater in this Houle than I, neither hath 
he kept any thing from me, ſave only thee, becaule 
thou art his Wife. How then can I do this great wicked- 
neſs, and ſo (in againſt God? And thus he put her off, 
and ſhunned her company (from that day forth) as much 
as he could poſſibly do. But one day as Foſeph ente- 
red-into the Houſe to-do his bulineſs, and finding his 
Miſtreſs there (by chance) alone, ſhe caught him by the 
Cloak to have him lie with her, which he denied and 
would not conſent to her mind, and when he ſaw her fo 
importune upon him that he could not honeſtly part from 
her, he wound himſelf out-of his Garmeat, and ſo depar- 
ted: Then ſhecalled-to her Men, declaring to them that 
Foſeph would have raviſhed her, and when I began ty 
crie (quoth ſhe) he left his Garment behind him for haſt, 
and ran away : which tale being told to Poriphar at 
his- coming home, Foſeph was calt in Priſon, where 
(by. God's proviſion) he .ound ſuch favour with the Keep: 
er, that: he- committed all 'things under his hand to do 
whatſoever he would: Now in this Priſon where Joſeph 
was, lay two-of King Pharaoh's Officers : The one his 
chief Baker; and the other-is Butler. Which two Men 
chanced to dream both in-one Night, and telling their 
dreams to Foſeph, he told the Butler that within three 
days, he ſhould be reſtored to his Offite again, but or 
Baker 
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Baker ſhould be hanged : Wherefore he deſired the But- 
ler to think upon him to the King when he was reſtored, 
who (notwithſtanding) forgot Pleph, and never remem- 
| bred him till two years after that Pharaoh the King 
chanced to have certain Dreams, which none could be 
found to tell him the meaning of: and then the Butler 
calling ?oſeph to remembrance, told the King all things 
of him,who being ſent for, and come to the King, he ope- 
ned the Dreams, declaring to Pharaoh, the ſeven plenti- 
ful years that were to come,and the ſeven barren and hard 
years which ſhould enſue and conſume the abundance 
of the years preceeding. Then the King perceiving fo- 
ſeph to be a Man endued with wiſdom and knowledge; 
made him Regent of. his Realm, and called him the Sa- 
viour of the World, for by his politick proviſion, Egype 
was relieved in the hard and dear years, and the King 
greatly enriched. At this time was oſeph about the age 
of thirty years, and-took to Wife 4ſnath the Daughter 
of Potiphar Prieſt, of Oz, and had by her two Sons, 
Maneſſ; and Ephraim, Now when the time of Dearth 
was come, all Lands being ſore oppreſſed with Famine, 
ſcnt into Egypt for Corn, among the which, 7acb ſent 
ten of his Sons, who (at their coming before 7oſeph 
- their Brother and Governour of Egypt) fell down flat be» 
fore him. Then {oeph beholding his Brethren (whom 
he knew very.well,but they.not him) demanded ſtrange- 
ly from whence they came. They ſaid from the Land 
of Canaen, Then 7oſeph remembring his Dreams, 
ſpake roughly to them,and ſaid,they were ſpies. Nay my 
Lord (quoth they) we are all one Man's Sons and mean 
truly. Nay, nay, (quoth he) your coming is for none 
other purpoſe, but to {pie out the. Land where it is 
weakeſt. Truly my Lord, quoth they, we are-no Spies, 
we are twelve Brethren, the Sons of one Man, and the 
youngeſt this day, remaineth with our Father, and one, 


no. Man :woteth where he is. Then I will prove you

(quoth he) whether ye mean:truly or no, Tet one of you 
0 fetch your youngelt Brother hither, for by the lite of 
Pharaoh ye (hall not depart till I ſee him, and fo kept 
them in ward three days. And then (conſidering with 
himſelf) he agreed they ſhould all go home again with 
food to their Father, lave one, which ſhould remain 
bound for the reſt, till they had brought their other Bro- 
ther :. And at their going away, commanded every 
Mans fack to be filled with Corn, and every Mans money 
to be put into the Sacks mouth, and (o departed, leaving 
Simeon behind them in pledge for them all. Now being 
returned again with Bezjamin their youngeſt Brother, 
they were all had into Joſeph's houſe, and moſt gently en- 
tertained.: And when Joſeph came in and (aw all his Bre- 
thren, he demanded, ſaying : Is your Father the old 
man of whom ye told me, in good health and yet alive? 
Yea(quoth they )thy ſervant is 1n good health and merry : 
And is this your youngeſt Brother, of whom ye totd me? 
God be merciful unto thee my Son (quoth he) and with 
that his heart began fo to melt, that he haſted into his 
Chamber and wept. And —_— again with a 
cheartul countenance, he went to Dinner with his Bre- 
thren, commanding each one to be (et down in order ac- 
cording to their ages, whereat his Brethren (within them- 
ſelves) marvelled. And during the time of refe&ion, he 
{ent to every one from his own Mels, but moſt of all to 
Benjamin, And when he had thus feaſted his Brethren,fo 
long as pleaſed him, the Night before their departing, he 
commanded their Sacks to be filled with Corn, and every 
Man's money put into his Sacks mouth as before, and 
his Silver-Cup into Bexjemin's ſack. And in the morning, 
as they were'departed a little out of the City, a Meſſen- 
ger overtook them, ſaying: Wherefore have ye rewar- 
ded evil for good? Is not that the Cup, in the which my 
Lord drinketh ? and in the which he doth Propheſie? 
Ye have done evil in ſo doing. The Mea heariog this

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were marvellouſly aſtonied, denying utterly that they 
ever thought any ſuch deed againſt their Lord : but when 
their Sacks were ſearched, and the Cup found, then 
they rent their Cloaths, and yielded themſelves, and re- 
turned with the Meſſenger to the Governours houſe a- 
gain, and coming before him, he looked angrily on 
them., ſaying : What an unkind deed is this ye have 
done? Know ye not that ſuch a Man as I, can Divine 
and Prophelie ? And now when the Men had made the . 
beſt excuſe they could make, ?oſeph could no longer re- Gen. 45 
frain, but with weeping tears ſaid to his Brethren: 1 
am oſeph, Doth my Father yet tive? With that they 
were [o aſtonied with his preſence, that they could not 
anſwer him one word : 1 am foſeph your Brother 
(quoth he) whom ye fold into Egypt, now therefore be 
not grieved with your ſelves that ye fold me hither, for 
God did fend me before you for your preſervation, for- 
this isthe ſecond year of Dearth, and five more are be- 
hind, wherefore God ſent me before you, to make pro- 
viſion for you in this Land; and to fave your lives by 2 
great deliverance: So now it was not you that ſent me- 
hither but God, who hath made me a Father unto Pha- 
ra0h, and Lord of all his houſe, and Ruler thorowout all 
the Land of- Ezype. T herefore now go and tell my Father, 
and bid him come with all his Houthold to me, and I will 
make proviſion for him. Thus when foſeph had received 46: 
his Father- into Egypr, and governed the Land four- «<-. 
ſcore years, he dyed at the age of an hundred and ten 
years, and was buried in Egyp?r, whole Bones were af- 
terward tranſlated into the Land of promiſe, as 7#- 
{ph had bound them to do in his Death-bed. Joſeph, 
Increaſing. 


| , the Son of 74ceb, the Son of - Marthan, a nimb i. 16. 
poor honeft Man, and a Carpenter by his occupation, 
was eſpouſed to the Virgin Mzry, the Mother of Chriſt,. 
C agd.; 
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and dwelt in NaFareth.a little City in Galilee, and came 
of the ſame Tribe and Kinred that Mayy came of, that is 
to ſfay,of the Tribe of 7»dah,and of the progeny and Rock 
of Davia, of whole Seed it was promiſed that Chriſt 
ſhould be born, He had four Sons, Fames, Foſes, Sy- 
mon and Judas, which the Jews (of ignorance) called 
the Brethren of Chriſt. 


Joſeph, a Man of honour, and of great power and 
ſubitance, born in the City of Arimathea, which was 
a Diſciple of Jeſs, but not openly known becaule of the 
Jews, which had made a Law, that whoſoever did 0- 
penly confeſs him-to be Jeſws Diſciple, the ſame Perſon 
thould be caſt out of the Synagogue. This Foſeph came 
to Pilate, and deſired licence of him, to take down the 
Body of Jeſ«: from the Croſs and to bury it, and having 
obtain&d his petition, he bought a fine piece of Linnen 
cloth, and therein wrapped the Body, and laid it ia a new 
Sepulchre hewed out of the Rock,and rolled a great ſtone 
before the Door of the Sepulchre,.and ſo went his way. 


Joſephus, the Son of Zachary, and one AF arims, 
were two Captains under Fudas eMachabers, which 
two, Fudas left in Fewry to keep and govern the rem- 
nant of the Hoſt left there, while he and- Zonathas with 
Simon their Brother, went into the parts of Galilee and 
Gilead to deliver their Brethren which were then beſie- 
;ged of their enemies: giving them a great charge not to 
War with the Heathen, but to lye till, till he and his Bre- 
thren were returned home again. But nevertheleſs, 
when Poſephus and 4Farias had heard of all the great 
acts done by 74s and his Brethren, they ſaid one to 
another: Let us go out and fight againſt the Heathen 
that lye round about us, that we may get us a name al- 
ſo. And being agreed, they weat out, and pitched their 
Hoſt before the City of 74x-nia, who had not lain _ 
ong 
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long, or that Gorgias iſſued out of the City with his Men, 
and joyn'd Battel with Foſephus, and flew of the Jews 
two thouſand, and chaſed Foſephus and all the reſt of his 
Company to the Borders of Fewry. And thus Foſephus 
and A4ſarias, neglecting the commandment of Judas 
their Lord and Governour, purchaſed in the ſtead of ho- 
nour and fame, great dithonour and ſhame. 


Joſles, a certain Levite born in the Countrey of 
Cyprus, (old his Land there, and brought the whole price 
thereof, and laid ic down at the Apoltles feet, of whom 
he was lirnamed Barnabas, Joles, going out, or thru#t

Joſias, the Son of Amon, being at the Age of eight 
yea” vhen he began his _ over Fuda, was a ver-, 
tv ind juſt Prince, for he ſought the Lord God of his 
F:.' :r David, even from his Childhood to the end of 
h'. 'ite. He cauſed the Book of the Law of Moſes, which 
1:14 been long loſt, and found again by Hilki«h the Prieſt, 
to be had in great reverence, and diligently read unto the 
People. He cleanſed his Land from all witchcrafts,and for- 
cery,. and from Idols, Images and Groves. He brake 
down the Hill altars, and burnt the Bones of the Prieſts

And with three thouſand Men, he put 
Gorgizs to flight which ſtole upon him by night and van- 
quiſhed Lyſias the Lieutenant of King Aztiochns and his 
Sons, and with them Forty Thouſand Foot-men, and 
leven thouſand Horſemen, and {lew of them five thouſand. 
Afterward, in Galilee, he flew of tht Hoſt of Time: 
theus (another of the King's Captains) firſt three-thuu- 
and, and afrerward eight thouland. After that by a 7, c#: 
Valley called 44arſa,he with a thouſand fought with N'- 
canor a Captain of King Demetrius, and nine. thou- 
ſand with him, at the which Battel Nicazor was (lain, .

ſaying that he had ſinned in betraying the innocent bloud, a 

and ſo departed 4n great deſperation, and hanged him- r_ 
ſelf, whole Body burſt aſunder in the midſt, (o that all 


his Bowels guſhed out. 


Judas, of G«/:/ce roſe up after Theada,, what time-A. 5. 37; 
the whole World was taxed by - the commandment 
of Augutus Ceſar, and taught the People that for as 
much as they were dedicated unto God,they ought not to 
ay Tribute to Emperours which were worſhippers 
of falſe Gods, whereby he drew to his faction a great 
part of the Commons, w ho at the laſt were all brought to 
nought, and F«das himſelf ſlain. 


Judas, a Citizen of Damaſens, to whoſe houſe the 2. 5. 
Lord ſent Anarias to leek Saul of Tharſus, who was 
hoſted there. 


Judith, the Daughter of Merari,was a beautiful Wo- Fudith 8. c2p; 
man, unto the which was joyned ſuch vertue and godli- 
neſs,that all Men ſpake good of her. Her Husbands name 
was eManaſſes, who at the day of his death, left her 
great riches. She dwelt in the City of Bethulia, and was 
a Woman of great Chaſtity. Now during the time of her 
Widowhood, it chanced Holofernes to come and beliege 
the City of Bethulia, of whom the Fews were fo a- 
fraid, that they wiſt not what to do, but commit 
themſelves to God, for he had deſtroyed all their water 
Conduits, ſo that they muſt either be forced to ſtarve or 
yield. Then ran the People to Ofias the High-prieſt,crying 


upon him to yield and give over the City to Holofernes, 
Dd leſt 
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leſt they ſhould all periſh, who exhorted them to tarry 
five days longer for the mercy of God, and if he helped 
them not in that ſpace, he would do as they had faid, 
Then 7a4icb (who all this while had kept her houſe in 
prayer and faſting) hearing what promiſe Uſias had made 
to the People, ſent for him and all the Elders of Berhu- 
lie, and ſatd : How happeneth this that ye have promi- 
ſed to deliver. the City to the Aſſyrians, unleſs within. 
theſe five days, the Lord turn to help you: what Men 
are ye, that ye tempt the Lord? your device obtaineth 
ao mercy of God, but rather provoketh him to wrath and 
diſpleaſure: Will ye ſet the mercy of the Lord a time, 
and appoint. him a day at your will? exhort the People 
to repentance and prayer, and put them in remembrance 
of this: That with much tribulation the Friends of God. 
are tryed, and that all theſe things which we now ſuffer, 
are far leſs than our ſins have deſerved : And that 
this correction is come upon us (as to the ſervants of 
God) for the amendment of our lives, and not for our 
deſtruction. Now hear my device (I pray you) and be- 
ſeech the Lord to bring it to.good end. Ye ſhall ſtand 
this Night in the Gate of Bethulia,and I will go out with 
Abra my Maiden: Pray ye unto the Lord that with- 
in the days that ye have promiſed to deliver up the 
City, he will viſit Iſrae/ by my hand. But inquire not 
of me the thing I have taken in hand, for I will not de- 
clare it, till God have finiſhed the att. Then every Man 
went their-ways, and 7Z«4ith departed home to her ſecret 
cloſet where ſhe made her hearty prayers untoGod for the 
Peoples deliverance. Which being done, ſhe caſt off her 
mourning Garments,and decked her {e]f moſt bravely, to 
allure the eyes of all Men that ſhould behold her, which 
ſhe did not for any voluptuouſneſs or. pleaſure of the 
ficſh, but of a.right diſcretion and vertue: And ſo going 
out: of her houſe with 4bra her Maid, ſhe came to the 
Gate of the City, where. the Elders ſtood waiting her 
coming : 
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coming : And as they beheld her wonderful beauty, 
which God at that preſent had given her, they were mar- 
vellouſly aſtoniſhed. She then commanding the Gates 
to be open, took her leave of the People, who molt heartily 
beſought the Lord to be her defence, and well to perform 
the device of her heart,that they might ſafely and joyfully 
receive her preſence again: And ſo (committing her to 
God) ſhut the Gates, and looked over the Walls atter her, 
ſolong as they could ſee her. And as ſhe was going down 
the Mountains, the firſt Watch of the 4ſſpriaxs took her, 
demanding what ſhe was, and whither ſhe went. I am 
(quoth ſhe) a Daughter of the Hebrews,and am fled from 
them, becauſe I know that they ſhall be given unto you 
to be ſpoiled: Wherefore I am going to the Prince Ho- 
lifernes to tell him all their ſecrets, and how he ſhall 
win the City without the loſs of one Man. And when 
the Men had pondered her words and conſidered well her 
beauty,they put her in good comfort of her life,& brought 
her to Holofernes, whoſe Majeſty ſo abaſhed Fudith, that 
ſhe fell down as one almoſt dead for fear. Bur being re- 
vived again, Holofernes demanded the cauſe of her 
coming, to whom ſhe made anſwer on this wiſe, ſay- 
ing: O my Lord, if thou wilt receive the words of thine 
Handmaiden, and do thereafter, the Lord ſhall bring 
thy matter to a proſperous effet., For as thy ſervant 
Achior gave counſel unto my Lord, to make ſearch whe- 
ther they had ſinned againſt their God or no: It is ma- 
nifeſt and plain that their God is ſo angry with them for 
their fins, that he hath ſhewed by his Prophets, that 
he will give them over into the enemies hand. Where- 
fore they are (ore afraid , and ſuffer great hunger, and 
at this preſent (for lack of water) are in a manner as 
dead Men, and in this extremity brought to kill their 
Cartel and drink the bloud: And alfo purpoſed to con- 
ſume all the Wheat, Wine and Oil, which are reſer- 
ved and ſancified for the Priefts, and not lawful for the 
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People to touch. Wherefore.I thy Handmaid knowing all 
this, am fled from their preſence, for God hatlrſent me 
to work a thing with thee, that all the Earth ſhall 
wonder, for thy ſervant feareth the Lord, and wor- 
ſhippeth the God of Heaven day and night : And now let 
me remain with thee my Lord, and let thy ſervant go 
out in the Night to the Valley, and I will pray unto God 
that he may reveal unto me, when they ſhall. commit 
their ſins, that I may ſhew them unto thee, and then 
mayeſt thou ſurely go forth with thine Army,for no Man 
ſhall reiiſt thee, and I will bring thee to Fer«ſalem in ſuch 
ſafety, that there ſhall not ſo much as one Dog bark 
againſt thee. Now was Holofernes (o well pleaſed with 
the words of this Woman, and ſo far in love with her 
beauty, that he commanded her Lodging to be made in 
the Tent where his Treaſure lay, and to prepare her Diet 
of the ſame that he himſelf did eat_ and drink of, but 
notwithſtanding ſhe told the King, that ſhe might.not 
eat, of his Meat , leſt ſhe ſhould offend her God), ; but I 
can fatisfie my ſelf (quoth ſhe) with ſuch things as l 
have brought. Then how ſhall we do (quoth Holofernes) 
if theſe things that thou haſt brought do fail : . where 
ſhall we have the like to give thee ? As truly as the ſoul 
of my Lord liveth (quoth ſhe) thine. Handmaid ſhall not 
ſpend all that I have, till God have brought to paſs in 
my hand, the thing that I have determined. And fo be- 
ing licenſed to go out and in every night at her pleaſure to 
pray, ſhe went three nights together into the Valley of 
Berh«lia, calling upon God to proſper her device, for the 
deliverance of his People, and at each time returnei| to 
her Tent again. And upon the fourth day as it happen- 
ed Holofernes ( by God's providence) to make a great 
Banquet unto his Lords, he ſent YVago his Chamber- 
lain to Fuaith, to counſel her to:come and keep Com- 
pany with him that Night : for it were a ſhame for us 


(quoth he) if we ſhould let ſuch a Woman alone and - 
ta 
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talk with her ; we will allure her, leſt ſhe do mock us. 
And when the Meſſenger had done his meſſage,8 brought 
Fudith to Holofernes, his ſpirit (by and by) was moved 
and raviſhed with her beauty : Sir down now (quoth he) 
and drink with us and be merry : I will drink now 
my Lord (quoth ſhe) and rejoyce, becauſe my ſtate is 
exalted more than ever it was before. And.ſo ſhe eat and 
drank before him, of ſuch things as her Maid had pre- 
pared. Then Holofernes rejoyced ſo much in Fedith, that 
he drank more Wine at that time, than ever he had done 
in one day before. Now when the evening was come, 
and every Man departed and gone to their Lodging : Vago 
the King's Chamberlain, ſhut the Chamber-door and 
went his way to Bed, leaving none but Juairh in the 
Chamber with Ho/vfernes, for her Maid was comman- 
ded to ſtand without the Chamber-door, to wait her 
Miſtreſs coming forth to pray. And as Holofernes lay 
ſtretched along upon his Bed overcome with Wine, F«- 
dith ſtood by his Beds fide and prayed on this-wiſe: O 
Lord God of all power, ſtrengthen me, and have reſpe&t 
unto the works of my hands in this hour, that thou 
mayſt ſet up thy City of Feruſalem, like as thou haſt pro- 
miſed : O grant, that by Thee I may perform the thing 
which I have deviſed, and fo took down his Sword, and 
holding him falt by the hair of his Head, ſaid : Streng- 
then me, O Lord God of Iſrael, in this hour; and with 
that (mote off his Head. and rolled the dead Body aſide, 
and got her forth to her Maid, and put the Head in her 
Wallet,and weat forth together,as though they had gone 
(as their cultome was) to pray. ' And lo paſſing by the 
Hoſt, and coming nigh to the City of Berhulzs, 
ſhe called to the Watchmen to open the Gate, for God is 
with us (quoth ſhe) and hath ſhewed:his power in/I/> zel. 
And when the Gates were ſet open, the People received 
her (young and old ) with fuch joy as never the like was 
ſeen. Then ſaid Fudirh: Oh praiſe ye the Lord, and 
give. 
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give thanks unto our God, wh:ch hath not taken away 
his mercy from the houſe of 1ſrae/ ; but hath deftroyed 
our enemies this Night by my hand: And behold here 
his Head, whom the Lord hath ſlain by me his Mini- 
ſter, and returned his Handmaid without any reproach 
of villany, wherefore give praiſe and thanks to our God, 
whole mercy endureth for ever. Now take the Head, 
and hang it upon the higheſt place of your Walls, and in 
the moraing when the Sun appeareth, go forth with 
your Weapons like valiant Men, and make as though 
ye would ſet upon your enemies, who will then prepare 
them to Armour : But when they (hall go to raiſe up 
their Captain, and find him without a Head , there 
will ſuch a fearfulneſs fall upon them, that every Man 
will ſeek to ſave himlelf by flying, then do ye follow 
them without all care, for God hath delivered them into 
your hands. And fo the Iſr:elites followed the 4ſſyrians 
(which kept no order) and {lew them:down-right. And 
when they had flain all their enemies, and gathered up 
the ſpoil, they gave the Tent of Ho/ofernes, and all that 
belonged to him, unto Jeairh, by whom God had fo 
mightily wrought their deliverance, and had her in great 
honour, all the days of her life, who at the Age of an 
hundred and five years dyed, and was moſt honorably 
buried in Berhulia beſide her husband.

19, 
ration of Cain, and was the firſt Man that took him two 
Wives, whereby the lawful Inſtitution of Marriage 
(which is that two ſhould be one fleſh) was firſt in him 
corrupted. - His two Wives were called 44h and Zillah. 
By Adah he had two Sons, Juba! and Twubal. By Zillah,one 
Son called Tubat-Cain, and a Daughter called Naamah. 
He ſlew Cain, but not willingly, and told his Wives, ſay- 
ing: I have ſtina Man unto the wounding of my (elf, 
and a young Man unto mine own puniſhment : If Cain 
ſhall be avenged ſeven fold, truly Lamech _—

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and ſeven fold. When®Lamech had lived 182, y-ar-} 

he begat a Son, and called his name Nah, of whom 

he propheſied. ſaying: This ſhall comfort us concerning 

the works and labours of our hands in the Earth which 

the Lord hath curſed. He lived 777. years, and dyed, 
Lamech, Poor, or ſmitten, 


Lazarus, was a certain Man dwelling in the Town 
of Berhanie, which Town pertained to him and his Si- 
ſters called eMartha and Mary Magdalene, And being 
ſick on a time, his Siſter Mary ſent unto Jeſus, ſaying : 
Oh Lord, behold he whom thou loveſt is fick. At 
whoſe requeſt, Jeſws (when he ſaw his time) took his 
journey into Jewry to viſit his Friend LaFarws, who 
was dead and buried four days before his coming, 
Then Jeſu: (who was not 1gnorant of that which was 
done) went to his Grave wherein they had laid him, and 
ſaid : LaFarws, come forth. And forthwith he came 
out of his Grave, bound Hand and Foot with his Grave- 
cloaths upon him, and a Napkin bound about his Face, 
who being untied, came forth of his Cloaths, as whole 
and as luſty as ever he was in all his life.

And as they were ſitting there, a 
certain old Man ( which was of Mount Ephraim alſo, 
and dwelt there as a ſtranger ) came out of the Field 
from his work. And when he had ſpyed the Levite (and 
thoſe with him) fitting in the ſtreet as wayfaring per- 
ſons, he went unto them, demanding from whence they 
came? The Levite anſwered how that they came from 
Bethlehem 7udah beſide Mount Ephraim, and were going

But they in no wiſe would hearken unto 
them. The Levite ſeeing. that, put forth his. Concu- 
bine untothem : who ſo ſhamefully abuſed her that night, 
that on the morrow (when the Levite her husband came 
ro open the Door) he found his Concubine lying with her 
hands ftretched out upon the Threſhold, ſtark dead. 
Then he took her up upon his Als, and cerried her home 
to his houſe,and took a Knife and divided her into twelve 
pieces, and ſent her into all the Quarters of Iſrae/, defſi- 
ring them ,. that foxſomuch as there was never ſuch a 
deed done, nor heard of, ſince the Children of. Iſrael 
came out of Egypt, that they would conſider the mat- 
ter, and take adviſement therein. Now the Children of 
I/rael ſeeing this molt evident token of the Benjamites 
wickedneſs, and having the whole matter revealed unto 
them-by the Levite himlſelf, they aſſembled together as 
it had been one Man, to the number. of Sa, wuz 
thouſand- fighting Men, and came to (ibeeh to fight a: 
gain{t-the Benjamites, who in the firſt-day had the bet- 
cer of the Iſraebres, and {ſlew of them xxii. thouſand, and 
inthe ſecond day. xviii. thouſand, but the third day, the 
Iſraelites had the better, and {ſlew of the Benjamites 
x&xv. thouſand, and burnt and deſtroyed all their Cities 
they could come by, with Man, Woman. and Child, on: 
ly fix hundred: of them fled to the Rock of. Rimmon in 
the Wilderneſs, and.ſaved themſelves there. Then Iſr- 
«/ (ware unto the Lord in Mzzpeh: that whoſoever. did 


give his Daughter to apy of the. Benjamites to Wiſe, he 


ſhould 
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ſhould be accurſed, and he that came not up to the Lords 
of ſhould ſurely die. And when they had reared 
upan Altar in Bethel, and made their offering, it was 
known that the Inhabitants of Fabeſb Gilead came not 
up to the offering. Wherefore the Iſraelites ſent thither 
xii. thouſand Men, commanding them to lay all the 
Males, with all the Womea allo, laving ſuch Women as 
had never known Man fleſhly. And they faved four hun- 
dred Damſels, Virgins that never lay with Man, and 
them they brought to the Hoſt of Shiloh, which is in the. 
Land of Canaan, Then the Iſraelites having pity on: 
their Brethren the Benjamites ( becauſe that God had 
made ſuch a gap among them) went peaceably unto them 
that were fed unto the Rock of Rimmon, and gave 
them Wives which they had ſaved of the Women of G#- 
lead, but they ſufficed them not. Thea the Children of Iſ- 
rael were very lorry for the breach that theLord had made 
in the Tribes of Iſrae/, and took great care for the Ben- 
jamites, how to repleniſh them with Wives, forſomuch 
as their Women were all deſtroyed, and that they might 
not give their Daughters unto them: Aad at laſt,remem« 
bring the yearly cultome of the Daughters of $hi/oh.they 
ſaid unto the Benjamites : There is a Feaſt of the. Lord 
yearly kept in Shi/4h: Go ye thither, and lie in wait a- 
mong the Vineyards, and when ye (ce the Daughters of 
Sh+loh come dancing a-row,then come ye out of the Vine- 
yards, and catch you every Mina Wife. And if their 
Friends complain unto us, we will excuſe the matter, 
and ſay ye have done it, becauſe we did not reſerve to 
each one of you his Wife, in the time of War. And the 
Children of Bexjemiz did even fo, and. took; them Wives 
"of the daughters of $hi/oþ, and went to their Inheritance; 
and made-them Cities to dwell in, and fo were friends - 
with their Brethren the Children of 1ſ-ae/ again.

Lyſias, being a great Man with Amtiochss and of + 


his bloud, was ſuch an enemy unto the 7ews, that 
the King made him Captain of his Hoſt, who with for- 
ty thouland Foot-men and ſeven thouſand Horſe-men, 
went to fight againſt 74a4« eMachabeus : But fudas 
overcame him,and ſlew three thouſand of his Men. Then 
Lyfias being fore grieved at Iſrels proſperity, came 
at another time with three ſcore thouſand Foot- men, and 
five thouſand Horſemen, at which time Jedzs overcame 
him again, and ſlew five thouſand of his Men. Finally, 
as he lay with Antriochus the King, at the City of Az- 
tech, Demetrias came upon them and ſlew them both. 
Lylias, Diſſotving. 


was a chief Captain under the Emperour, 
and having Pau! committed unto him as Priſoner, 
was afraid to puniſh him, becauſe he was a Ro- 
man.” And therefore to know the certainty where- 
fore the 7ews had accuſed him, he brought him forth 
before-the Council, where in the end, fell ſuch difſer- 
tion and debate among them, that Lyſ (fearing leſt 
Paxl ſhould have been pull'd aſunder of :the {_ 
took him and had him-into the Caftle. And having know- 
ledge how the fews had conſpired Pau/'s death, he ſear 
himaway fecretly by night, to Felix (being at that ys

wile: aius Lyſias unto the molt mighty Ruler Felix 
ſendeth greeting : As this Man was taken of the Jews, 
and ſhould have been killed of them, I came upon 
them with Souldiers and reſcued him, perceiving he 
was a Romen, And when 1 would have known the 
cauſe wherefore they acculed him, 1 brought him forth 
in their council : There I perceived that he was accu- 
ſed of queſtions of their Law, and had no crime worthy 
of death or of bonds. And when it was ſhewed me, how 
that the Fews laid wait for the Man, 1I ſent him 
ſtraightway unto thee, and commanded his Accuſers, if 
they had ought againſt him, to tell it unto thee, Farewel. 


Lyſimachus, was made the High-Prieſt of the Zews, au, 4. 

in the room of Menelass his Brother, by whoſe Coun- 

ſel he robbed the Temple and did much miſchief: whoſe 
wickednel(s was {o manifeſt unto the People, that they. 
role up againſt him, and made a great uproar in the 
City. Whereupon Lyſimachus ( perceiving wherea- 
bout they went) got unto him three thouſand unthrifts # 
well armed for his defence : Againſt whom the Mulrti- 
tude fought fo furiouſly with Club and Bats, and with 
hurling of ſtones, and ſuch Weapons as they could ger, 
that they wounded many, ſlew ſome, and chaſed the reſt 
away, and at the laſt killed the wicked Church-robber 
himſelf, beſide the Treaſury, Lylimachus, diſſo/ving 
Bartel.

Whereupon, 4br4ham ( to a- 
void contention) deſired that Lot and he might break 
companies. And that he would take and occupy what 
part of all the Land he would, and he to take the other, 
Then Lot choſe the Countrey about Fordan, becaule ir 
had plenty of Water, and dwelt in Sodozr, till Chedorlar 
2mer came and ſpoiled the City and carried Lot away 
Priſoner, who being reſcued by Abraham his Uncle, 
was brought to Sodom again. And as he remained 
among the filthy Sedomites, the Lord ſent his Angels to 
deſtroy the City and Countrey about, which Angels 
Lot received into his houſe. And before his gueſts and he 
w'ere gone to reſt, the Mea of the City, (repleniſhed with 
all kind of wickedneſs) had compaſſed the houſe round 
about, and called to Loz, ſaying: Where are the Men 
which came in to thee this night? bring them forth to us 
that we may know them. Then Lo went out unto them 
and ſaid: I pray you my Brethren, do not fo wickedly, 
yet rather than ye ſhould fo do, I have two Daughters

and were preſſing upoa him to break open the D-or, the 
Angels within put forth their hands. and pulled Lot into 
the Houſe, and thut faſt the Door : At the which inſtant 
the Sodomites without were ſo ſmitten with blindne(s,that 
they groped for the. Door and could not find it, Then 
ſaid the Angels to Lot : If thou haſt any Sons or 
Daughters or whatſoever thou haſt in the City, bring ic 
out with thee, for we are ſent todeſtroy this place, be- 
cauſe their ſins is great before the Lord. Then went 
Lot to his Sons in-law, who had married his Daugh- 
ters and told them, but they (thinking their Father had 
mocked) tarried ſtill. And fo as Lot made haſte (for the 
Angels could do nothing till he were gone) with his 
Wife and two Daughters to the City of Zoar, which he 
had requeſted of te Lord ro flye unto, his Wife looking 
behind her (contrary to the Angels precept) was turned 
into a Pillar of Salt. Then Lot fearing to abide in the 
City of Zoar, (atier the Cities were deſtroyed) got him 
into the Mountains, where he dwelt in a Cave, with 
his two Daughters, who (foraſmuch as their Father was 
old and not a Man left in the Country thereabout, where- 
by they might have Children) conſulred together and a- 
greed to make their Father drunk with Wine, and 
ſo to lye with him, that they might raile up Seed unto 
their Father. Which matter being performed and they 
bath with Child, the eldeſt brought forth Moab, which 
was the Father of the Moabzres,and the youngeſt Ber- 4Am- 
mi, which was the Father of the Ammonites, both which 
Nitions were moſt vile and wicked.

Mark, the Evangeliſt, is thought to have been 
Peter's Diiciple, and to write his Goſpel, according as 
he heard Peter preach, and ſhew every thing by mouth, 
and to have planted the firſt Church in 4/exandria,where 
he died in the eighth year of the reign of Nero, in whoſe 
place ſucceeded 4nianss, Of this Mark, ſpeaketh Pe 
cer, in his firſt Epiſtle, the fifth Chapter, ſaying: The 
Congregation of them, which at Baby/o» are compani- 
ons of your EleRion, fſaluteth you, and ſo doth Mark 
my Son. Mark, Filed, or rubbed. 


Mark, otherwiſe called Fob» the Son of Mary, 
was Miniſter to Paul and Barnabas, what time as they 
were (ent by the Holy Ghoſt from Antioch, to preach the 
Goſpel unto the Heathen, which Mark at Pamphyliz, 
departed back from them again. For the which cauſe, 
Paul (the next Journey that he and Barnabzs made ) 
would not ſuffer Mark to go with them,” wherefore 
Barnabas departed from Pau/, taking Mark ( who 
was his Siſters Son) with him into Cyprus. 


Martha, and Mary Magdalene, were two Siſters, 
dwelling in the City of Bethany, which two had a __r 
er 
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ther named Lazarus, This Martha (on a time) invited 

Feſus to dinner. And being cumbred about much ſerving, 

and ſceing her Siſter Mary ſit till at Feſ»s Feet , ſaid 

unto him: Dolt thou not care,that my ſiſter hath left me 

to min;ſter alone? Bid her come and help me. To whom 

he anſwered: eMartha, eMartha, thou careſt and art 
troubled about many things : verily, one is needful, 

Mary hath choſen the beſt part which ſhall not be taken 

from her. Oa a time as /eſ#s was coming to Berha- g,,,, ,, 
ny to heal her Brother Lazarus, ſhe met him, ſaying : 
Lord, if thou hadſt been here, my Brother had not 

died. Nevertheleſs now I know, that whatſoever thou 

doſt ask of God, he will give it thee. Thea faid Jeſus, 

Thy Brother ſhall riſe again. Yea (quoth Marths) I 

know that he ſhall riſe again in the ReſurreRion at the 

laſt day : I am (ſaid eſus) the Reſurrection and the 

Life, he that believeth on me, yea though he weredead, 

yet ſhall he live, and whoſoever liveth and believeth in 
Me,ſhall not dye: Believeſt thou this? Yea Lord (quoth 
Martha) I believe that thou art Chriſt the Son of God, 

which ſhould come into the World. After this when 7e- 

ſus came to the place where Lazarus was buried, and 

had commanded the ſtone of his Grave to be taken away, 
Martha (aid : Lord, by this time he ſtinketh, for he ”. 
hath been dead four days. Said not.l unto thee (quoth 

Zeſss) that if thou did(t believe, thou ſhouldſt ſee the 

glory of God ? And (o ſhe ſaw her Brother LaFarss reſto- 

red from death to lite, tothe glory of God and her great 
comfort. Martha, Bitter, or Frovoking, 


Mattathias, the Son of Simton the Prieſt, which « 2c. > 
was of tiie ſtock and kinred of 7oari, had five valiant 
Men to his Sons, and dwelt in Moaiz, remaining fſted- 
{a(t in the Laws of God, notwithſtanding the great cala- 
mities that were come upon the People of '7#ds and e- 
z4/:lem, for the which eMattathias made piteous la- 
Gg menta- 
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mentation. crying upon God to ſtrengthen him and his 
Sons againſt the Heathen, that had ſo waſted the Peo- 
ple,and defiled his Sanctuary. And while he and his Sons 
were thus mourning in Sackcloth, for the deſtru&i99 of 
the holy City : Antzochus the King, lent certain Com- 
miſſioners to. the Ciry of Modjn, to compel ſuch Fews 
as were fled thither, to forlake their own Laws, and to 
ferve the Idols of the Heathen. Who (after they had tur- 
ned the heart of many) ſpake to Maztarhias on this wile: 
Thou art (faid they) a Noble man of high reputation, 
and great in this City, and haſt many Children and Bre- 
thren : Come thou firſt of all and fulkl the King's com- 
mandment, like as the Heathen have done, and the 
Men of Judas, with ſuch as remain at feruſalewz, and 
ſo ſhalt thou and thy Sons be in favour with the King 
and greatly enriched. Nay ſaid Martarhias : Though all 
Nations under the King's Dominion, fall away every 
Man from the Law of their Fathers, yet will I, my Sons 
and my'Brethren, walk in the Laws of our Fathers. God 
forbid we ſhould. forſake the Laws and Ordinances of 
God, we will not, -for no Man's pleaſure, tranſgreſs 
our Religion, or break the Statutes of our Law. And 
as. he had ſpoken theſe words, a certain ew came 
forth, and openly 1n the fight of all Men, did facrifice 
unto-the Idols upon the Altar in the City of Modin ac- 
cording to the King's commandment, which thing 6 
arieved Mattathias, thar (for very Zeal he had to the 
Laws of God) he ſtarted him up, and ran upon the ew, 
and killed both him & the Commiſſioner, that compelled 
him ſo to do, and ran his way.crying thorow the City, 
and ſaying to the People, whoſoever is fervent in the Law, 
and will keep-and ſtand. by the Covenant, let him fol- 
low me. So he and his Sons fled into the Mountains, 
and many other godly Men, with their Wives and Chil 
dren, and all that they had, got them into the Wilder- 
nels. And being there, the Heathen wenr againſt them 
on. 
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on the Sabbath day, and ſlew Man, Woman and Child, 
for on that day the Jews would make no reſiſtance, but 
would dye in their innocency : Then Matrathias hea- 
ring of this, was very ſorry, and counſelling with his 
friends, ſaid: If we do as our Brethren have done, and 
do not fight for our Lives,and our Laws,the Heathen will 
ſoon root us all out of the Earth, whereupon they con- 
cluded, that whoſoever did bid them battel on the Sab- 
bath day, that they would rather manfully fight for 
their Laws, than dye as their Brethren had done be- 
fore. Upon the which concluſion, came the whole Syna- 
gogue of the Zews (with all ſuch as were fled for Perlecu- 
tion) to Matrathias : And being gathered together, they 
were ſo great an Holt, that they feared not their enemies, 
but fell upon them and {lew a great number. And by their 
force and ſtrength, rhty went about the Coaſts of 1/7 ae! 
and deſtroyed the Altars,and circumciſed their Children 
and kept their Laws in ſpight of them all. Finally, 
when the time of his death drew nigh, he called all his 
Sons before him, exhorting them to prefer the Laws 
and wealth of their Countrey, before their own Lives, 
and ordained Simoz his eldeſt Son, to be as it were 
their Father, and 7udezs Machabeus to be their Cap» 
tain, and ſogiviog them his bleſſing he dyed, and was 
buried in his Fathers Sepulchre in the City of Moaiz.

And now, for as much as «das the Traytor was 
fallen from Chriſt : he (with another godly_Man called 
Zoſeph or Barſabas) was appointed to itand in election, 
which of them two ſhould ſucceed in che place of 7«- 
das, And when the Apoſtles had made their prayers to 
God, and given forth their lots, the lot fell on Mat- 
thias, and io he was counted with the eleven Apoſtles, 

Matthias, the Loras Gift. 


Methuſelah, was the Son of Henoch, and lived 
an. hundred. eighty and ſeven years, and begot La- 
mech, Andafter that he lived ſeven hundred and eighty 
two years, and begot Sons and Daughters; and when 
he had lived in all, nine hundred three-ſcore and nine 
years, he died. Methulelah, be ſent hi death, or tho 
weapons of his death, 


- 'Melchifedek, is called King of Salem, and the 
High Prielt of the moſt High God. When 4braham had 
reſcued Lot his Nephew out of the hands of the Aſſyri- 
ans, and. was returned from the ſlaughter of the Kings, 
Melchiſedek met him with Bread and Wine, to refreſh 
Abraham and his Souldiers, and bleſſed him, ſaying: 
Bleſſed be 4braham of the moſt High God, poſſeſſor of hea- 
ven and earth, and bleſſed be the moſt High God which 
hath delivered thine enemies into thy hand : And. 4bra- 
ham gave him tythes of all things. T he Scripture report- 
eth Melchiſedek to be, without Father, without Mother, 
without Kin,and. hath neither beginning of his days.nei- 
ther yet end of his life, but is likened unto the Son, of 
God, and continueth a: Prieſt for ever. Melchiſedek,

Menelaus , was Brother to Simon and Lyſima , -uc. 4. 
chus, two as ungracious as himſelf. This ambitious 
Man by deceit, got the High-Prieſt's Office from F-ſor 
on this wiſe: When that good and godly Man On#as 
had the ſuperiority, F«ſon his Brother found the means 
to corrupt Antiochns the King with Money, and fo got 
the Office out of his Brother's hands. And when the time 
came that ?4ſoz ſhould pay the Money to Aztiochus, he 
ſent it by the hand of Menelans, in whom he had great 
confidence. But when Mexelaus was come tothe King, 
he ſo craftily handled the matter with flattery and fair 
promiſes, that he both defrauded the King of his Money, 
and 7aſon of his Office : which when he had obtained, 
he return'd withan high ſtomach,more like acruel tyrant, 
and the wrath of a wild brute beaſt, than any thing that 
beſeemed a Prieſt. But when the King had knowledge of 
all his deceit and falſhood , he diſcharged him again, 
putting Lyfimachus his Brother in his room. Then 
Menelaus being thus thruſt out of Office, waited his 
time to be revenged. And when he had fpicd the King a- 
bout his weighty affairs ( as in the ſuppreſſion of cer- 
tain Rebels) leaving 4zaronices behind him to be his 
Lieutenant, and ſuppoling then to have a convenient 
time, he went and ſtole out of the Temple certain Veſ- 
ſels of Gold, and gave them to Azdronicus, And after 
he had made him his aſſured friend, he miniſtred ſuch 
wicked counſel both to Andronicas and: Lyſimachus- his 
Brother, that the one murdered Onias, and the other ſpoi- 
I:d and-robbed the Temple of God. Wherefore the King 
at his return again, cauſed Arndronices to bz put-to 
death, and the other, the Peop'e furiouſly fell upon him 
and killed him. And for'omuch as Mexe/:us was great- 
ly ſuſpeted to be the chief cauſer of all this murther, a 
Court was cal:ed,, and. many fore complaints laid a 

gainſt; 
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gainſt him. Then Mezelaus (perceiving himſelf in the 
King's diſpleaſure, and danger of his Laws) went to 
Prolomy (one of the three Ambaſladours) and with Mo- 
ney made him his friend, who went to the King, and (© 
laboured the matter, that he brought Memxelaus into ſuch 
favour with the King again, that he was quite diſchar- 
ged from all accuſations, and. his Accuſers condemaed 
to death. Thus through covetous Magiſtrates, Menelaus 
remained ſtill in Authority, being now more malici- 
ous unto the Fews (his own Nation) than ever he was, 
as it appeared afterward, what time as he aided 4»t+ 
ochus, and was his guide to the ſpoiling of the Temple. 
But at the laſt, his talſhood came to a foul end, for Ly- 
fias which was Lord-Steward to Amtiochus, and Chief 
Ruler of all his matters, ſo informed the King of his 
=p" ago that he commanded Mexe/aus (who 
had done ſo much miſchief againſt the Altar of God, 
whole fire and aſhes were holy) to be caſt into a tower of 
fifty cubits high, heaped up with aſhes, and ſo miſerably 
ended his life. Menetaus, Szrength of the people,

Which Levite Mzcah hired for ten filverlings by the 
year, two garments, and meat and drink. And when: 
he had hired the Levite, he was glad, ſaying: Now am 
| ſure that God will love me, ſeeing I have a Levite to 
my Prieſt. At this time, the Tribe of Daz (foraſmuch :8. cp. 
as the portion which Foſþua gave them, was not ſuifici- 
ent for all their Tribe) went to {cek them a place to 
dwell in. And as they were going to the City of Lab, 
they came by the houſe of Micah: And being enformed 
by thoſe Men, whom they had ſent before to ſpie out the 
Land, how there was in the houle of Micah, a graven 
and a molten Image, they turned in thither, and faluted 
him peaceably , but at their departing they rook his 1- 
dols againſt the Levite's will, perſ{wading him, that it 
was not ſo good to be a Prieſt unto the houle of one Man, 
as-it was to bca Prieſt untoa whole Tribe or Kinred in 
Iſrael, and ſo took him away with themalſo. And being . 
gone, Micah made a great out-cry, and followed after 
the Children of Daz with all the power he could make.to 
reſcue his Gods: but being perſwaded to be content, 
and to- get him home, leſt a worſe thing did happen, he 
then (perceiving he was not able to make his Party 
g00d,) returned back again.

Nabal, was a great rich Man, but of churliſh na- 
ture, and froward condition. As helay in Carmel in the 
time of his Sheep-ſheering, David ſent certain of his 
Men, deſiring Naba/ to help him now in his great neceſ- 
fity with ſome of his Victuals whatſoever he would, and 
he would requite him, at one time or other. But he not 
regarding their meſſage, made them this churliſh an- 
{wer again: whois Davida? or who is the Son of Jeſſe ? 
There be many Servants now a-days that break a- 
way from their Maſters, ſhall I then take away my 
Bread, and my Water, and my Fleſh, which I have kil- 
led for my Sheerers, and give it unto Men whom I know 
not whence they be? And ſo with this anſwer, the Meſ- 
ſengers departed. Read the ſtory of 46bizail, for the 
re(t of his life. Nabal, 4 Fool. 


Naboth, was a certain rich Man, and a Jezrelire 
born, whoſe Vineyard lay joyning hard by the Palace 
of Ahab King of Iſrae/, which Vineyard, the King 
would fain have bought, and given him as much for 
it as the Ground was worth. But Naboth conſidering 
it was his Father's Inheritance, and that he had no need 
to (ell it, would in no wile yield thereunto. wy 
ore 
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fore the King being heavy and fad, went home to his 
Houſe, and laid him down upon his Bed, ſo wayward, > 
that he could neither eat nor drink. Then came {exe- 
bel his Wife, and demanded. why he was fo ſad, who 
told her it was for Naboth's Vineyard, which he had de- 
nied him, What (quoth ſhe) doſt thou now govern the 
Kingdom of Iſrae/? up and cat thy Meat, and ſet thine 
heart at reſt, and I will give thee the Vineyard. And (o . 
ſhe wrote a Letter in 4þab's Name, ſealed with the Kings 
Signet, and ſent it to the Elders of the City where Na- 
both dwelt, commanding them to Proclaim a Faſt, 
and ſet Naboth among the chiefelt of the People, and to 
bring two falſe Witneſſes againſt him, which ſhould fay 
he had blaſphemed God and the King, and then to put 
him to death. And lo all things were done according to 
the tenor of 7eFebel's Letter, and Naboth was carried out 
of the City, and ſtoned.

1a the ſecond year of his reign (as he was laying fiege

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to2 City of the PhiliFtines called Gibbethon) Baaſba con- 
ſpired againſt him and flew him. Taking upon him to 


reign in his ſtead, Nadab, 4 Prince, or liberal. 


- Nahath, was King of the Ammonites, And as his 
Predeceſſors afore time had made a claim to the Land 
of Iſrael, fo he now purpoling the ſame, went and belſie- 
ged the City of 7abeſp in Gilead, And when the Men of 
Jabeſh perceived themſelves in great danger of their 
lives, they deſired the King to make a covenant with 


them, and they would be his Servants. Thea ſaid N# 


haſh : If ye will ſuffer me to thruſt out all your right 
eyes, to bring I/7ae/ to ſhame, I ſhall be-.content to make 
peace with you. Thea ſaid they : Give us reſpite ſeven 
days, and it none do come to help us in that ſpace, we 
will come out unto thee. Then Naheſh(thinking that none 
durſt come to aid them againſt him ) granted their re- 
queſt. Upon the which they ſent Meſſengers, into all the 
Coafts of Iſrael, which News was fo heavy tidings to 
them, that they fell a weeping. And as they were mour- 
ning and lamenting their cafe, it chanced Sau/ (by the 
providence of God) to come out of the Field following 
the Cattel. And beholding the People what a do they 
made,he demanded wherefore they mourned. And when 


' they had told him the tidings of the Men of abeſb, his 


heart was ſo moved by the ſpirit of God, that he took 
out two of his Oxen, and hewed them in pieces, and 
ſent them thorow all the Coaſts of Iſrael, ſaying: who- 
ſoever cometh not forth after Sau/ and Sawzel, fo 
ſhall his Oxen be (erved.* And the People were ſtricken 
in ſuch a fear, that they came out to Saul, as they had 
been but one Man, to the number of three hundred thou- 
ſand of Iſrael, beſide thirty thouſand of the Men of 7«- 
dah. And then Saul ſent word by the Mefengers to the 
Men of 7abeſh, that the next morrow they ſhould have 
help. They being glad of that, ſent word unto Nehſo, 


laying: 
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ſaying: To morrow we will come forth unto you, and 
ye ſhail do'unto us, whatſoever pleaſeth you. And lo on 
the morrow, San! came upon the Ammonites and flew 
them.

Nahoz, when he was nine and twenty years of age, 
begot Terah. And lived after he had begotten him, an 
hundred and twenty years. Nahor, Hoarſe,or Angry. 


Naomi, was the Wife of a certain Man called Fii- 
melech, dwelling in the Land of 7«dz, in a City cal'ed 
Bethlehem. And becaule of the preſent Dearth, which 
was over all the Land of Jas, She went with her Hul- 
band and her two Sons into the Countrey of Moab to 
ſojourn, Where (in proceſs) her Husband died. And 
her two Sons ( being married to two of the Moabitiſh 
Damoſels ) died there allo. So that Naomi which had 
dwelt in the Land of «Mead teh years, was left deſolate 
both of her Husband and of her Sons. Then Naomi hear- 
ing how the Lord had viſited her Countrey again with 
plenty, returned from eMoab homewards again, her 
two Daughters-in-law, bringing her on the way. And 
when ſhe {aw they had _ a good way with her,and co- 
veted not to return, ſhe ſaid unto them : Go now my 
Daughters, and return each of you unto your Mothers 
Houle, and the Lord deal as kindly with you, as ye 
have dealt with the dead and with me. And the Lord 
give you, that ye may find reſt, either of you, in the 
Houſe of her Husband, and (lo kiſſed them, to have bid 
them farewel: But when ſhe ſaw that they would not 
depart from her, ſhe ſaid unto them again : Return 
my Daughters I pray you, for what cauſe will ye go 
with me?

Then they wept all together, 
and Orpha kiſled her Mother-in-law, and returned into 
her own Land again, but Rath abode (till. And fo when 
they came to Bethlehem Fuda (which was about the be- 
gigning of Barley-harveſt) the Women which faw Nas 
mi, ſaid : Is not this Naomi? Nay, ſaid ſhe, call me 
not Naomi (which is as much to lay as beautiful) but 
call me Mere (that is to ſay, bitter) for the Almighty 
God hath made me very bitter. I went out full, and 
the Lord hath- brought me again empty, why then 
call ye me Naomi, ſeeing the Lord hath humbled me, 
and the Almighty hath brought me unto adverſity ? 
And ſo Nami remained in Bethlehem Fuds, where (ere 
it were long) God gave her a Son by the Womb of 
Ruth her Daughter-in-law, who was married to Boaz, 
a Kinſman of Naom!'s, which Child being born, the 
Women ſaid unto Naomi : Blefſed be the Lord, the 
which hath not left thee without a Kinſman to have a 
name in Iſrae/, and that ſhall bring thy life again and 
cheriſh thine old age, for thy Daughter-in-law which 
loveth thee, hatti born unto him, and ſhe is better unto 
thee than ſeven Sons. And Naomi took the Child and 
hid it in her Lap, and became Nurſe unto it, being glad 
that a Sori was. born. unto her, in her old days. 
Naomi, Fair, or comely, or provoking much. 


Nathan,. the Prophet, at what time King: David 
was minded to. build God an Houſe to dwell in, was 
ſent of the Lord to forbid hins to meddle with it, for 
Solemon his Son ſhould do.-it. Again, at what time 
David had commutted Adultery with Uriah's Wife, NN 
thay came to- him. and ſaid': There were two Men in 
one City, the one Rich and the other Poor : The rich 

man 
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man had exceeding many Sheep and Oxen, but the poor 
had none at all, ſave one little Sheep which he had 
bought and nouriſhed up. And it grew up with him and 
with his Children allo, and did eat of his own Meat, 
and drank of his own Cup, and ſlept in his boſome, 
and was unto him as his Daughter. Now there came a 
ſtranger unto the rich man, who refuſed to take of his 
own Sheep and Oxen to dreſs for the ſtranger, but 
took the poor Man's ſheep, and dreflcd it for the Man that 
was come to him. Then David was exceeding wroth 
with the Man, and ſaid : As ſurely as the Lord liveth, he 
that hath done this thing, ſhall ſurely dye. He ſhall re- 
ſtore the Lamb four-fold, becauſe he did it without pi- 
ty. Then ſaid the Prophet® Thou art the Man. Thus 
faith the Lord God of I/-ae/ : I anointed thee Kin 
over Iſrael, and delivered thee out of the hands of Sas4, 
and gave thee thy Lord's houſe and his Wives into thy 
boſome, and gave thee the houſe of Iſrael and Juds, and 
would (if that had been too little) have given thee much 
more : Wherefore then haſt thou deſpiſed the command- 
ment of the Lord to doevil in his fight? Thou haſt kill'd 
Hrias the Hittite with the Sword,and haſt taken his Wife 
to be thy Wife, and haſt ſlain him with the Sword 
of the Children of 4-9». Now therefore the Sword 
ſhall never depart from thine houſe, becaule thou haſt de- 
fpiſed me, and taken the Wife of 4ri«s the Hirtite, to 
be thy Wife. Wherefore thus faith the Lord : Behold, 
Iwill ſt.r up evil againſt thee, even out of thine own 
houſe, and will take thy Wives before thine eyes, and 
give them unto thy Neighbour, and he ſhall lye with thy 
Wives in the ſight of the Sun : For thou didfſt it ſe- 
cretly, but I will do this thing, before all I-44, and in 
the open Sun-light. Then ſaid David: I have finned 
againſt the Lord. Well (ſaid Nathan) the Lord hath 
alſo put away thy fin, thou ſhalt not dye. Howbeir, 
becauſe of doing this deed, thou haſt given the enemies 
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of the Lord a cauſe to blaſpheme, the Child that-is born 
uato thee ſhall ſurely dye: And {o Nathan departed. Fi- 
nally, at what time Adonijah had taken upon him to rule 
the Kingdom, unknown to his Father David, Nathan 
came to the King and ſaid: My Lord ( O King) haſt 
thou ſaid 44onijah ſhall reiga after me, and he ſhall 
fir upon my Seat? For he is gone down this day and 
hath ſlain many Oxen, and fat Sheep, and hath called 
all the King's Sons, and the Captain of the Hoſt, and 
Abiathar the Prieft, and behold they eat and drink 
before him, and ſay : God (ave King Adonijuah. But me 
thy Servant, and Saavck the Prieſt and Benajah, and 
thy Servant So/omon hath he not called. Is this thing 
done by my Lord the King Fand thou haſt not ſhewed it 
unto thy Servant, who thould fit on the Seat of my 
Lord the King after him? And when the King had de- 
clared his mind and will, Nathan and Sadeck the Prieſt, 
went and anointed So/omon King. Nathan, Gzvey, 
or giving. 


Nathanael, which was a Man wonderful deſirous 
of Meſizs coming, was brought to Chrift by Philip, 
who finding him under a Figg-Tree, ſaid: O Nathana- 
el, I cantell thee tidings, we have found him, of whom 
Moſes in the Law, and the Prophets did write: even 
Feſus, the Son of Joſeph of NaF areth. Is that true, 
quoth he,can there any good thing come out of Nazareth? 
If thou doſt not believe me (quoth Ph/ip) come and ſee 
thy ſel And as Nathanael was coming with Philip 
to Jeſus,he ſaith of him-thus : Behold an !/raelite indeed, 
in whom is ao guile. Nathanael perceiving that Jeſus 
knew-him, ſaid: How knoweſt thou me? I knew thee 
(ſaid Feſus) before that Philip called thee, I ſaw thee 
when thou waſt under the Figg-Tree. Then ſaid Natha- 
nael: Rabbi, thou.art the Son of God, thou art the King 


of Iſrael. Nathanael, the gift of God, ; 
Nehemiah, 
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Nehemiah, a Jew born, was Cupbearer to /rtax- 
erxes King of Perſia, a Man of great Learning and Holi- 
neſs, who being in great favour with the laid King, 
obtained both Licence and Aid to re-edifie the City of 
Feruſalem, Nehemiah, he comfort, or reſt of the Lord, 
the Lords diretiion, 


Nicanoz, being a great Prince under Demetrius, 
and an utter enemy unto the Fews, was ſent with a 
mighty Hoſt againſt F#d4z eMachabeus, who notwith- 
ſtanding the hatred that he had to the Jews, yet unto 
Fudas himſelf he bare a ſecret good will and love in 
his heart, and counſelled him (when they met together 
to talk of Peace) to take a Wife, and to beget Chil- 
dren. But for all. that, his malice was (o great againſt 
the reſt of the Fews, and his heart ſo puft up with pride, 
thorow his invincible power and ſtrength, - that he held 
up his hand againſt the Houſe of God, making an Oath 
that he would deſtroy it, and break down the Altar, 
and conſecrate the Temple of God to Bacchus. And think- 
ing all this but a trifle to bring to pals, ſold the Fews 
betore he came at them, promiling to every one that 
would buy them, four-ſcore and ten Fews for one Ta- 
lent. But this Blaſphemer who had brought a thouſand 
Merchants with him to buy the Fews, was (by the 
| help and power of God) for all his ſtout brags, ſhort- 
ly overthrown, and ſo diſcomfited, that he himſelf was 
fain to change his Apparel, and to flie alone to Ants- 
och, with great diſhonour and ſhame. Finally, attemp- 
ting to. fight agaia with 7-4 upon the Sabbath day, 
he was at laſt (by the mighty hand of God) fl:in. 
Whoſe Head F«44 commanded to be ſer upon the 
Caſtle at Jeruſal:m, and his threatning hand to be 
hanged againſt the Temple, and his blaſphemous Tongue 
Cut in pieces, and caſt to the Birds to be devoured.

Nicanor, 4 Conqueror: Valiant. 


Nicodemus , was one of the head Men among 
the SeR of the Phariſees, but not the beſt Learned, al- 
though his mind were lefler corrupt than the other. 
This Man favoured Chriſt, but durſt not be known 
thereof for fear of the Fews, wherefore he came to Fe- 
ſs by Night ſecretly, ſaying : Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a Teacher come from God, for no Man could do 
ſuck Miracles as thou doſt, except God were with him. 
Feſws anſwered : Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, except a 
Man be born from above, he cannot ſee the Kingdom of 
God. MNicodemws : How can a Man be born when he 
is old? caa he enter into his Mother's Womb, and be 
born again? Feſmw: Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, ex- 
cept a Man be born of the Water, and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the Kingdom of God: that which is 
born of the Fleſh, is fleſh ; and that which is born of 
the Spirit, is ſpirit. Marvel not thou that I ſaid un- 
to thee, ye muſt be born from above : The Wind blow- 
eth where it liſteth, and thou heareſt the ſound thereof, 
but canſt not tell whence it cometh, or whither it go- 
eth. So is every one that is born of the ſpirit. Nicode- 
2m : How can thele things be ? Jeſss: Art thou a 
Maſter in Iſrae/, and knoweft not theſe things ? Veri- 
ly, verily, I ſay unto thee, we ſpeak that we know, and 
teſtifie that we have ſeen, and ye receive not our wit- 
neſs : If I have told you earthly things, and ye believe 
not, how ſhall ye believe,if I rell you of heavealy things? 
&c. This Man afterward anſwered for Jeſus, and (aid 
to the Phariſees, what time as they had ſent Miniſters 
to apprehend him: doth our Law judge any Man before 
it hear him? Finally, at the Death of Chrift (to honour 
his Burial) he bought of Myrrhe, and Aloes mingled to- 
gether, about an hundred pound weight, came 
with Joſeph of Arimathes to take down the Body of Je- 


ſus,

fur, and wound it in Linnen cloaths, with the odours (as 
the manner of the Fews was to bury) and laid him in 
his Sepulchre. Nicodemus, Innocent bloud. 


Nicolas, a Convert of 4ntioch, was one of the ſe- _,q , , 
yen Deacons, ordained in the Congregation to do ſer- 
vice in neceſſary things of the Body, that the Apoſtles His Fereli 
might wait only upon the Word of God, who notwith- Th every 
ſtandifg fell into a foul Hereſie, which S. 7obz in his = 5,4 
Book of the Revelation 24. Chapter reproveth. Ni yery Woman 
colas, the wiitory of the common people. 6 = luſted 

Nimrod, was the Son of Cuſh, Son of Cham ge, os. 

the ſecond Son of Noah. He was the firſt that took on 
him to reign over Men, and became a cruel Oppreſlor 
and Tyrant. He was called a mighty Hunter, for that he 
was a Deceiver of Souls, and Oppreffor of Men. He at- *": ® 
tempted to build the great Tower of Babel, intending to 
have raiſed it above the Clouds, thinking thereby to 
have eſcaped, if any Floud ſhould again have, happened. 

Nimrod, Rebelous. 


Noah, was the Son of Lamech, and five hundred';,, .. ..: 
years of age, before he begat Shew, Ham, and Fapher. paths 
And being a juſt and perfect Man, he found ſuch favour 
in the eyes of God,that when all fleſh had ſo corrupted his 6: cap. 
way upon Earth, that God threatned the deſtruction of 
the World, yetto ſave Noah, and todeclare it unto him 
120. years before it came, he bad him prepare an Ark of 
Pine-Trees, which ſhould contain in length three hun- 
dred Cubits, in. breadth fifty Cubits, and in deepneſs 
thirty. Now when Nob had made the Ark, and: was 
liz hundred years of age, the Lord told him, that af- 
ter ſeven days the Deluge ſhould fall :. wherefore Noa} 

(at the Lord's. commandment ) got him into the Ark, », ca.. 
with his. Wife and three Sons with their. Wives, provi- 
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ding (inthe mean (pace) all things neceſſary for them, 
And when Noh was in the Ark, fuddenly (by the power 
of God, and not of Man's bringing) there came into the 
Ship two and two together, of every kind of Beaſt and 
Foul, the male and the female. And when they were all 
in, the Lord ſhut the Door of the Ark, and opened the 
Windows of Heaven, fo that the Rain fell continually 
forty Days and forty Nights,- whereupon the Waters 
prevailed, and roſe above all Mountains fifteen Cubits. 
So that all living Creatures dyed, except Fiſh, and ſuch 
as might endure in the Bowels of the earth. And after the 
Waters had prevailed a hundred and tifty days. They 
8.cap, decreaſed again, and in the ſeventh day of the ſeventh 
Month (which was Odober) the Ark ſtuck upon the 
Mountains of 4rarar, Then Noh opened a Window, 
and ſent forth a Crow, which returned not again. Aﬀeer 
ſeven Days, he put forth a Dove, which came again 
at Night bringing a branch of Olive with green Leaves 
in her mouth. Nevertheleſs, he remained ſeven other 
days, and put forth the Dove again, which never re- 
turned. Then Nah after he had continued one Year in 
the Ark, and ſaw the Earth drie, he (at the command- 
ment of God) iſſued out of the Ark, and incontinent 
builded an Altar, whereupon he offered a Sacrifice unto

19, 
the Lord bleſſed him and all his houſe. And when it was © 
told to David, that the houle of Qbea Edi was ble(- 
ſed, becauſe of the Ark of God, he removed it thence,and 
brought it into the City of David with great triumph,and 
ordained Obed Edom and his Brethren (which were Le- 
vites) to keep the Door of the Ark. Obed Edom, the 
ſervant of Edoms, or a ſervant Edomite. 


Dbedfah, notwithſtanding he was Chief Gover- i Xing. 18. 3; 
nour of all King 4hab's houſe, yer he was a Man that +v* 
feared God greatly. Infomuch that when JeFebel de- 
ſtroyed the Prophets of the Lord, he took an hundred 
Prophets, and hid them, fifty in one Cave, and fifty 
10 another, providing all things neceſſary for them. Oa a 
time 'as Ubeaiah was going about the Land (at 4hab's 
commandment) to learch for Water and Graſs for 
thei: Cattel, which were almoſt overcome with drouth, 
he chanced to mcet E1ijah the Prophet. And when he 
ſaw him, he fell down and iaid: Art not thou my Lord 
Elijah? yea,quoth he,go tell thy Lord that I am here. O 
(quoth Obeaiah) what have I ſinned, that thou wouldeit 
deliver thy Servant into the hands of 4ha% to be {lain ? 

As truly as the Lord thy God liveth, there is no Nation 

or Kingdom, whicher my Lord hath not ſent to ſeek 

thee: And when they faid, he is not here,he took an oath 

of the Kingdom and Nation, if they had not found thee. 

And now thou ſayſt, go, tell thy Lord that E1jah is here.

Oded, when Pekah King of Iſ-ac! had taken ſo ma- 
ny Captives of the Children of Fd, and carried them 
to- Samaria, the Lord ſent this Prophet unto him, fay- 
ing: Behold, becauſe the Lord God of your Fathers 
is wroth with J-da, he hath delivered them into your 
hands, and ye have {lain them in your cruelneſs that 
reacheth unto Heaven, and now ye purpoſe to keep un- 
der the Children of Fudz and Fernſalem, as Bond-men- 
and Bond-women: And do ye not lade your ſelves with 
ſin in the ſight of the Lord your God ? Now therefore 
hear me, and deliver the Captives again, which ye 
have taken of your Brethren, or elle ſhall the wrath of 
God be upon you.

But when he perceived that the Secd ſhould be none of 
his, he praftiſed ſuch wickedneſs that the vengeance of 
God fell upon him and ſlew him.

Oneſimus, being in ſervice with Philemon, like Col. 4. 9; 
an unfaithful Servant robbed his Mafter, and ran 
away from him to Rowe. Where, by hearing of Pau/ 
(who at that time was in Bonds) he received the Do- 
arine of the Goſpel, and ferved Pau/ in Priſon: and 
became ſo faithful a Souldier of Chri#t, that Paul ſent 
him with Tychicus to the Colojans with his Epiſtle, 
commending him unto them on this wiſe: And with Ty- Zhile. cap; 
chicus, I have ſent Oneſfimus, a faithful and beloved 
Brother, which is one of you. Finally, he ſent him home 
to his Maſter again, beleeching Philemon, not to re- 
ceive him now as a Servant, but more than a Servant, 
even as a faithful Brother, and as his own Son, whom 
he had (in his Bands) begotten to Chri#t, offering him- 
ſelf ſurety, to make good whatſoever hurt he had done 
him in time paſt; Onelimus, Apparel, or a Garment, 


Oneſiphozus, was a faithful godly Man, and a great Tim. 1.16, 
refreſher of ſuch as were 1n Bonds for the Doctrine of 
Chri#t, as Saint Paul doth teſtitie of him, ſaying: The 
Lord give mercy unto the Houſhold of Onefiphorss, 
Kk 2 for 
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for he oft refreſhed me, and was not aſhamed of my 

chain : But when he was at Kome he fought me out 

very diligently, and found me. The Lord grant un- 

to him, that he may find mercy with the Lord at that 

day, and in how many things he miniſtred unto me 

at Epheſus, thou knowelt very well, O Timothy, 
Oneſiphorus, 6ringing profir. 


Ontas, the High Prieſt among the Fews, was a Man 
of ſuch godlineſs and holineſs of life, that he always 
ſought the honour of the Laws, and wealth of the People 
of God. By his prayer that wicked man Heliodorus was 
reſtored to his health, but notwithſtanding all his vertue 
and goodneſs, yet had he enemies. For Symon (a Man 
void of all godlineſs) never ceaſed with all ſlanderous 
and evil reports that he could deviſe to Seleucus the 
King, to bring him out of favour, which he could never 
do, fo long as the King lived. But Selexcus-being dead, 
Onias was ſoon put out of office, by the falſe deceit and 
means of his own Brother 7aſo», and brought in ſuch 
fear thorow him and Merelars with other his enemies, 
that he was fain to take lanftuary, Where at the laſt 
by the counſel of Mexelaus, he was (without all regard 
of righteouſneſs) moſt traiterouſly ſlain by the hands 
of Andronicus) whole innocent death was (o fore lamen- 
ted, both of the 7ews, and alſo of Antiochns the King 
himſelf, that at his coming home, he rev arded the 
Malefactor according to his deeds. Onias, the frength 
of the Lora, 


Dh5oliab,. the Son of 4chiſamah of the Tribe of Dan, 
was a Craftiman , whom the Lord had endued with 
great cunning, and appointed him to «Moſes, for one of 
the chick Workmen, for the finiſhing of the Temple. 


©2eb and Feeb, were two great Captains UNOng 
the 
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the eMzdjanites, whom the Men of Mount Ephrain 
(which had ſtopped the Waters from Berhbarah to: For- 
dan) took, and (mote off their Heads, and ſent them to

D2nan, was a certain Febuſite, unto whom the , c6,,4. «x: 
Lord commanded Davia' ( after he had plagued him «5, 18,9, 
with. Peſtilence) to go and rear up an AJtar in his thre , 
ſhing floor. At whoſe coming, Grzaz tell down be- cond Bock 
fore him and ſaid : Wherefore is my Lord the King of Sm. 
come to his ſervant? I am come {(quoth he) to buy thy __ called 
threſhing floor, and to make an Altar unto the Lord, Araunzb. 
that the Plague may ceaſe from the People. Orn2n an: 
ſwered: Ler my Lord the King take and offer what ſeem- 
eth him good in his eyes. And moreover, here be Oxen for 
burat ſacrifice,and ſleds with other inſtruments for wood, 
take them all to thee as thine own. David ſaid: Nay,not 
ſo, but I will buy it for ſufficient money, for I will not 
take that which is thine for the Lord, nor offer burnt-of- 
ferings without colt. And ſo David gave Ornan for that 
place, fix hundred licles of gold by weight. Ornan,

D2pah, and Ruth, were two Damoſels of the Coun- guts. r cap; 
trey of Moab, which. were married. to the two Sons of 
Elimelech and: Naomi, ſtrangers, come out of the 
Land of 7444, there to dwell. Read: the ſtory of Nao- 

1, forthe reſt, Orpah, a Neck, 


Dſias, the Son of eMicha, of the Tribe of Simeon, Fulith 6; 
was one of the principal Fathers and Rulers among 
the Iſraelites, what time as Holofernes belieged the 
City of Berhulia, This Man comforted 4chior, which 
had ſo. boldly magnified and praiſed the great power and 
{trength of God, before Holefernes, and.rook him.into 


his 
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his houſe, where he made him a great Supper, to the 
which he called the Elders, who (all together) praiſed 
God in him. Alſo when the People came weeping and cry- 
ing out unto him, to give over the City into the hands 
» of the Aſſpriaxs, he ſaid unto them : Oh, take good 
hearts unto you (dear Brethren) and be of good chear, 
and let us wait yet thele tive days for mercy of the 
Lord, peradventure he ſhall put away his indignation, 
and give glory unto his Name. But it he help us not af- 
ter theſe tive days be palt, we ſhall do as ye have ſaid. 
Which counſel of Ofias pleaſed: not Judith, becauſe he 
had ſet the mercy of God a time, and appointed him a 
day at his pleaſure. So that after this, V//as remained 
in prayer, and followed the advice of Jaaith in all things, 
Oſias, the Lord Saviour, or the health of the Lord.

IR the Apoſtle of Chriſt was born in Indi, 
i in a Town called Giſcalis, and was of the Tribe 
of Benjamin. And the Town being taken of the Ro- 
mans, he went with his Parents to Tharſus a City of 
Cilicia and dwelled. But afterward he was ſent by 
them to Jeruſalem to learn the Laws, and was there 
taught of one (amaliel, a great Learned man. He. 
being with others at the Martyrdom of S. Steven, recei- 
9. czp. Ved Letters of the Biſhop, willing him to go to Damaſers, 
there to perſecute them that believed in Chri.And in the 
way he was by revelation changed from a cruel Perſecu- 
tor, 
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for, to an earneſt Preacher of Chri#f, whole name he pro- 
feſſed firſt at Damaſcus, confounding the dodrine of the 
Jews,for the which they lay in wait to kill him, but being 
let out at a Window in a Basket by night, he eſcaped and 
went to Jeruſalem, where he diſputed with the Greeks, 
who ſought to kill him allo, but the Brethren conveighed 
him to Geſarea, and ſent him to Tharſus, And during +64. 25. 
his abode at Tharſus, Barnabas fetcht him from thence to 
Antioch, where he continued a whole year, and conver- 
ted many to the faith of Chri#f, From thence he went to 
Cyprus, and turned the Ruler of the Country called 13. cz: 
Sergius Paulus, to Chrift, by whom he was called 
Paul, whereas before he was named San/, Then he 
wandred about the Countreys, and came to * Antioch * The other 
Piſidia, where he came into the Synagogue, and (after "i >= 
the LeQure of the Law and Prophets) made a long Ser- giz. 
mon, which was lo well accepted of the Gentiles, that 
they were deſirous to hear him again onthe next Sab- 
bath, at which time the unbelieving Jews raiſed up 
Perſecution againſt him : So that Paul departed to |- 14-2: 
conium, and from thence to Ly#ra, where he was ſto- 
ned and left for dead: but being recovered, he ceaſed not 
to exhort the People to continue in the faith of Chrif, And 
fo paſſing thorow many dangerous places, he came at 
the laſt to Arralia, and there he took thipping, and failed 
back again to Antioch, declaring to the Congregation 
there gathered together, all things which God had done 
by. him and Barnabas in their Journey. Aﬀeer this, 
Faul agiin departed from Antioch. And paſſing tho- 
row many Countries, he came to Ph:/ippi (the Chief 15: c-, 
City in the parts of Macedonia) where he was beaten 
and calt into Priſon, where he converted the Jayler, and 
vas delivered as a Romany, And from Philippi, he 
paſſed the Countries till he came to Theſſalonicr, where 
he preached Chriſt ſo earneſtly, that the unbelieving 
7ews moved all the City againſt him, notwithſtand-

ing he eſcaped and went to 4thens, preaching to the 
Zthenians the true and unknown God. From Athens 
he departed to Corinth, where he remained a Year 
and a half. From thence he turned again to Syria, and 
cime to Epheſus, where the Silverſmiths moved ſedi- 
tion againſt him, for Dzana their Goddeſs. And (o forth 
paſſing many Countries and dangers, he came at laſt 
to Feruſalem, where he was taken of the Jews, and 
had to Priſon, to be ſ[courged, but he profeſſing himſelf to 
be a Roman, made the Captain afraid, who after he 
had heard his caule, and had knowledge of the Fews 
conſpiracy againſt Pas, he ſent him privily by Night 
to Felix Lieutenant. of Ceſarea, where he continued in 
Priſon two Years, till Fef#us came into Felix room. 
And being examined afore Fefus, he appealed to the 
Emperour : wherefore Fe#us (after a-while) commits- 
ted him to a Centurion named Fulins, who with much 
danger, brought Paul! to Rome, and delivered him to 
the High Captain, with whom Paul found ſo much fa- 
vour, that he was ſuffered to dwell in an houſe by him- 
ſelf, with a Souldier to keep him, and to receive who- 
ſoever came unto him. And lo Pa«/ continued in Rome 
two years, Preaching and teaching thole things which 
concern the Lord 7eſ#s, with all boldneſs, no Man 
forbidding him. Paul, the mouth of the Trampet,or mar- 
wvellous, or the leaſt. 


Pekahta, the Son of eMenahem, began his reign 
over lſrael in the fiftieth year of the reign of 42474h King 
of 7«da, and departed not from the ſins of 7eroboarn, 
but walked therein as his Father did before him. He had 
not reigned two years, cre that Pekah his own Cap- 
tain roſe againſt him, and ſlew him in Samaria, and 
reigned in his ſtead, Pekahia, the Loras opening, 


Pekah, the Son of Remaliah began his Reign 


Over 
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over Iſrael in the 52. year of 47 2riah King of 7udr. This 

Man flew Pekehis his own Lord, and fo uſurped the 
Crown. He kept the ways of Feroboam as his Prede- 

ceſſors did. ' He made War againſt Jada, and ſlew of *Q"" gn" 
them in one day, fix hundred thouſand : and took two 
hundred thouſand of Women, Sons and Daughters Pri- 

ſoners, and carried them away to Semaria, purpolin 

to have kept them in bondage and {lavery all their ls 

long. But being admoniſhed by Oaed the Prophet, he 

new arrayed them, and ſeat them home again. After 

this, God ſtirred up Tiz/ath King of Aſſyria againſt 

him, which came and dilpoſſeſled him of all the Land of 
Nephtalim, and carried away his People. Finally, Hoſes 

the Son of E/z conſpired againſt Petah and flew him, 

after he had reigned twenty years, and was King af- 

ter him. 


Peleg, was the Son of Ebey of the Generation of ges. is. 25. 
Sem, this Brother's name was 7oktay. At the age of 117,38, 
thirty years, he begot Rez, and lived after that two 
hundred and nine years. In this Man's days was the 
Land divided, by rcaſon of the diverſity of Language 
which happened at the building of Bave/, Peleg, 4 
diviſion. 


Perſis, was a Min ſingularly beloved of S. Paul, Rom. 16. 12. 
for his diligence in ſerting forth the Goſpel, as doth ap- 
pear by his words, ſaying : Salute the well-beloved 
Perſis, which laboured much in the Lord. 


Peter, otherwiſe called S:»0» the Son of ones, au... 18. 
dwelt in the City of Bezhſaida, and from a Fiſher-man, 
was called to be anApoſtle,into whole houſe Chriſt vouch- zu, 4. 38,956; 
ſafed to come and heal his Wifes Mother of her Feaver. ; 
Peter was of that audggity and boldneſs, that he went nth. 14. 
upon the Water, whi® was too great an ——_—_— —_—_ 
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him to perform , without the help of Chriſt his Ma- 
ſter, who ſeeing him ( thorow weakneſs of faith) in 
danger of drowning, faved him. Again, when Chriſt 
did thew unto his Diſciples, how that he muſt go to ?e- 
ruſalem, and ſuffer many things of the Elders, and of the 
Prieſts and Scribes, and be put to death, and the third 
day riſe again (which thing he ſpake to remove out of 
their hearts, that falſe opinion they had of his temporal 
Kingdom ) Peter took him aſide and began to rebuke 
him, ſaying : Maſter, look to thy (elf, this ſhall not 
be unto thee. With whoſe raſh zeal, Chriſt was lo offen- 
ded that he called him Shan, laying to his charge that 
he ſavoured not the things that were of God but of Men. 
Alſo when Peter ſaw Chriſt (being transfigured) talk 
with Moſes and Elias, he was (o raviſhed with that ſight, 
that he ſaid unto him: Lord here is good being for us. 
If thou wilt, let us make here three Tabernacles: One 
for thee, and one for Moſes, and one for E/izsz, Further- 
more, when Chriſt {aid unto his Diſciples (the night he 
knew he ſhould be apprehended) that all they ſhould be 
offended becauſe of him, Peer (truſting too much to his 
own ſtrength) ſaid: Though all Men be offended be- 
cauſe of thee, yet will not I forſake thee: Nay, 1 will 
ſuffer death, rather than 1 will deny thee. And to per- 
form this promiſe, when 7«das came with a multitude 
of the High-Prieſts ſervants. with Swords and Staves 
to take Chriſt, Peter drew out his Sword, and ſmote 
off the ear of one of the High-Prieſts ſervants : For 
whoſe fooliſh hardineſs, Chriſt rebuked him ſharply, 
and bad him put up his Sword. Then Peter ſeeing his 
Maſter led away, and all his Fellows fled and gone, 
would not ſeem utterly to forfake his Maſter, but fol- 
lowed afar off, and at length in the dark as unknown, 
entered into the Court of Cajaphas, And ſitting among 
Fire, a Wench came

to him and ſaid, Art not. thou | 
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ples? No ſaid he. Yes but thou art (quoth another) for 
I did ſee thee with him in the Garden : Peter denied a- 
gain, ſaying that he did not know him.

Foſeph, he made him Ruler and Governour of all the 
Land of Egypr, and ſhewed much kindneſs to his Father, 
and to all his Kinred. 

After this Pharzoh, roſe there up another which knew 
not Joſeph. And he without all meaſure vexcd the Chil- 
dren of Iſrae/: And thinking by his humane wiidom 
to have lett their increaſe, he commanded the Midwives 
to deſtroy the. Men Children of the Hebrews, aſſoon as 
they were. bora : Whole policy took no effet, for Mo 
ſes (notwithſtanding) was preſerved and brought up, 
even in his own houle forty years.

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And after the death of this Pharaoh, there came ano- Exod. 5. c:p. 
ther, whoſe heart God did harden, and plagued him with 7: * ** 4: 
ten marvellous Plagues, before he would let the I/- 
raelites depart out of his Land : And perſiſting in his ob- 
ſtinacy and froward heart, God at the laſt drowned him 
and all his Hoſt in the red Sea. 

There was yet another mighty Prince of this Name, | King. 3.1 
whoſe Kingdom joyned ſo nigh to: Solomon's, that So- 9: 16. 
lomon (to, make himſelf the ſtronger) made affinity 
with him, and married his Daughter. And this Pharaoh 
took the City of GaF from the Canaarites, and gave it 
( with the Countrey thereabout ) to- Solomon tor his 
Daughters Dowry. Finally, Pharaoh Nechoh, in the , xiv. +2. 
days of -Jehoahaz the Son of Feſiah King of Fuda, came 33.& 
and depoſed him , making Eliatim his Brother, King 
in his ſtead: and taxed the Land in a hundred Talents 
of Silver, and one of Gold, and carried ?ehoahaz away 
with him into Eygypr. Pharaoh, Vengeance. 


Phebe, was a certain Woman, which ſerved in the Rom, 16. 1, 

Congregation of Cenchrea, by whom Paul ſent his 
Epiſtle to the Romaxs, wherein he faith in her praiſe 
and commendation, on this wile: I commend unto you 
Phebe our Siſter ( which is a Servant of the Church 
of Cenchrea ) that ye receive her in the Lord, as it be- 
cometh Saints. And ye aſſiſt her in whatſoever bu- 
ſineſs ſhe needeth of your aid, for ſhe hath ſuccoured 
many, and me allo, 


Phyaellus, was one of them in 4/ia, which had clea> 2 Tim. r. 15; 
ved to Fan's dotrine, and afterward forſook him, Of 
whom Pau! writeth to Timothy thus : This thou 
knoweſt; how that all they which are in 4/i2 be turned 
from me, of which ſort are Phygellus and Hermogenes. 


Philemon, look Oneſimmus.

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Phitletus, was a certain Man in S. Pas/'s time 
which erred from the truth, ſaying that the reſurrection 
was paſt already: of whoſe errour Paul warneth Tz- 
m::hy, ſaying on this wile: Study to ſhew thy (elf appro- 
ved unto God, a Workman that needeth not to be atha- 
med, diſtributing the word of truth juſtly: as for pro- 
fane and vain bablings, paſs thou over them, for they 
will increaſe unto ungodline(s, and their words will 
fret as doth the dileale of a Canker i of whole number 
is Hymeneus and Philetus, which ( as concerning the 
truth) have erred, ſaying, the reſurreRion is paſt alrea- 


* dy, and dodeſtroy the faith of many.

Phyilip. To this Man, At19chus the King (at the day 
of his death) committed the governance of his young Son 
Axtiochus, with the whole Realm, during his Nonage. 
Which Philip atterward went into Perſis with a great 
Hoſt, leaving the King's Son under the tuition of Ly- 
fizs, who in the abſence of Philip, made Antiochus King 
in his Fathers ſtead, adding to his name Expater. Then 
Philip hearing of this (whole intent was to be King him- 
ſelf) returned with the King's Army out of Perſia, and 
came to Antioch, where he got the dominion. But Lyſias 
hearing thereof, made haſte to 4»ti9ch, where he fought 
with Philip, and (in tine) got the City from him. 


Philip, a Man born in Berhſaids a City of Galilee, 
was called to be an Apoſtle. After whoſe calling he went 
to Nathanael, and ſaid, we have found him of whom 
Moſes 1n the Law and the Prophets did write, Feſus 
the Son of Foſeph of Nazareth; and fo brought him to 
Jeſws, This 1s he whom Chriſt asked (to prove him) 
where he might buy ſo much Bread as would ſerve the 
Company to eat, that came unto him, who made an- 
{wer, that two hundred peny worth would not _— 

tNEm, 
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them, to have butevery Man a little: Alſo, when there 
were certain Greeks, which came to Philip, ſaying: 
they were deſirous to ſee Feſus, Philip went and told 
Anarew, And again, Andrew and Fhilip told Fefus. 
Furthermore, when Jeſus realoned with his Dilciples 
about his Father, ſaying that they both knew him, and 
had ſeen him : Phil:p ſaid: Lord ſhew us the Father,and 
it ſufficeth us. Now after the death of Chriſt, and per- 
ſecution that was about Stephen, Philip went to the Ci- 
ty of Samaria, where he preached Chriſt, and did not 
only convert ,the whole City, but alſo Simon Magus the 
Sorcerer, who had of long time {cduced the ſame City 
with his ſorcery and witchcraft. And when he had thus 
ſown the Word of God among the Samaritans, the 
Angel of the Lord {pake unto Phz/;p, ſaying: Ariſe, and 
go toward the South, unto the way that goeth down 
trom Jeruſalem unto the City of Gaza, which is in the 
Deſert. And as he was going, he met in the way(by God's 
providence) a certain Man of Ethiopia, a Chamberlain 
and of great Authority with Candace Queen of Ethi- 
epia, which had been at Jeruſalem to worthip. And re- 
turning homeward ſitting in his Chariot, he read the 
Book of Eſsy the Prophet. Then Philip, being com- 
manded by the Spirit of God, to go and joyn him- 
ſelf unto the Chariot, went. And when he came 
near, and heard him reading of Eſay the Prophet, 
he ſaid unto the Chamberlain : Underſtandeſt thou 
what thou readeſt? How can I (quoth he) except 1 
had a Guide : wherefore I pray thee come up and fir 
with me. The Tenor of the Scripture which he read, 
was this: He was led as a Sheep to be ſlain, and like 
a Lamb dumb before his ſhearer, ſo opened he not his 
mouth. Becauſe of his humblene(s,he was not eſteemed : 
But who ſhall declare his generation, and his life is ta- 
ken from the Earth. When Philip had repeated this 
Text unto the Chamberlain, he. ſaid unto Philip :. 1 


pray 
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pray thee of whom ſpeaketh the Prophet this, of him- 
lelt, or of ſome other man? Then began Philip at the 
ſame Scripture, and preached unto him feſws. And as 
they went on their way, they came by a certain Wa- 
ter. And the Chamberlain ſaid to Phzlip: See, here 
is Water, what doth lett me to be baptiſed ? Philip ſaid, 
If thou believe with all thy heart, thou mayſt. - And he 
{ſaid : 1 believe that 7eſus Chrift is the Son of God. 
Then was the Chariot ſtayed, till they both went down 
into the Water, where Phlip baptiſed him. And aiſoon 
as they were both out of the Water,the ſpirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, ſo that the Chamberlain {ſaw him 
no more, who went away rejoycing. But the Angel 
{et Philip down in the next City called AForws, who 
walked thorowout the Country preaching in all the Ci- 
ties, till he came to Ceſare. 


ARG. g. Philip, the Evangeliſt, was one of the ſeven Dea- 
21.8, cons. He dwelt in Ceſarea, and had four Daughters 
which did prophelie. 


Num, 39+ £06 Phinehas, the Son of FleaFur, was (o jealous 
over the Laws of God, thagywhen the Children of Iſrael 
had committed whoredome with theDaughters of Moab, 
and ſaw an [ſrae/ite (named Zimri) bring to his Bre- 
thren a eMziaianiiiſh Wife (named Cob: ) even in the 
ſight of «Moſes and all the multitude of Iſrael that ſtood 
before the Door of the Tabernacle, lamenting their of- 
fence, he took his Weapon in his hand and followed the 
Man into his Tent, and thruſt them both thorow the 
Bellies and killed them. And then the Plague (wherein 
were dead four and twenty thouſand) cealed. For the 
which deed, the Lord faid to Moſes : Phinehas the 
Son of EleaFar, hath turned away mine anger from 
the Children of Iſrael while he was jealous for my ſake 
among them, that I had not conſumed them all in my 

jealoulie : 
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jealouſie: Wherefore I give unto him my covenant of 
peace, to him and to his leed after him, even the Cove- 
nant of the Prieſts office for ever, becauſe he was jea- 
lous for his God's ſake, and made attonement for the 
Children of [ſrae!. 


Pilate, was Lieutenant of Zewry, when Anna and 
Caraphas were the. High-Prieſts, who with the Scribes 
and Elders of the fews ſat in Council upon Teſvs 
(gow betrayed unto them by #44) how and by what 
means, they might diſpatch him out of the way. Bur 
having no Authority to condemn or put him to death, 
they brought him bound unto Pilate the Temporal 
Judge , ſaying, how that they had found him perver- 
ting the People and forbidding Tribute to C2ſar, and cal- 
ling himſelf a King. Plate hearing this, demanded of 
him, whether he were a King or no. 7eſs neither deny- 
ing nor affirming that he was, made anſwer that Þ#- 
late himſelf had (aid ſo. Then Pilate (aid unto all his 
Accuſers, how that in examining of ?eſs, he could not 
ſee that he had offended in any (ſuch thing, as they had 
charged him withal. The People then more vehement- 
ly affirmed, how that he _ his teaching and prea- 
ching (which he firſt begann Galilee) moved all Fewry 
to follow his doftrine. When Pi/ate perceived the Man 
, tobe of Galilee, and that his matter pertained to Herod's 
juriſdiction, he ſent him (forthwith) to Herod lying at 
Zeruſalem. Who of a long time had been deſirous to ſee 
him. But when as Herod had demanded many things 
of him, and could have no anſwer again, he deſpiſed 
and mocked him, and fo returned him back again to 
Pilate clothed all in * white. And from that day forth, 
Pilate and Herod were evermore friends, who before 
were enemies. Then Pilate ( for ſo much as Herod 
had ſent feſws back again, and done nothing unto 
him, and that neither he nor Herod could find any 
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_ thing in him worthy of death) would have chaſtened Fe-

ſus, and ſo let him go. But the High-Prieſts laid fo 
many thipgs againſt him, that Pilate (after he had 
reaſoned a little with Feſ#s, concerning his Kingdom 
and other things) went and flat injudgment, knowing 
right well in tis conſcience, that the Prieſts of very 
envy had delivered Feſ«s unto him. And being ſet down 
upon the Judgment-Seat, his Wife ſent to him, ſaying: 
Have thou nothing to do with that juſt Man, for I have 
ſuffered many things this Day in a Dream, by rea- 
ſon of him. Which counſel of his Wife, nor yer his own 
knowledge, did any thing the more move him, to defend 
the innocency of Chriſt, but asked of the People, which of 
theſe. two they would have quit, Barabbas or Feſuns, 
and they ſaid Barabbas, What ſhall I then do (quoth 
he) with Feſ«s which is called Chriſt ? They all aid, let 
him be Crucified. What evil or great offence hath he 
done {quoth Pilate) that deſerveth death? The People 
being much more eager than they were before, cryed out 
amain to have him Crucified. When Pzate ſaw this, 
that he could not prevail againſt them, he took Water 
and: waſhed his hands, ſaying : I am innocent of the 
bloud of this juſt perſon; in the which ſaying he bare wit- 
neſs of his innocency, before he condemned him. And fo 
delivering Jeſus to-the Souldiers, they ſcourged him, 
and arrayed him in Purple,with a Crown of Thorns upon 
his Head. In which fort Pi/ate brought him forth a- 


was mingled , gain, and (aid to the People : Behold, 1 bring him 


with the blou 
of the Beaſts 
which were 
ſacrifced, 
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forth to you; that ye may know that find no fault in 
him. And when Feſ#s appeared before them, P:/ate ſaid: 
Behold the Man ; which he ſpake in mockery, becauſe 
that Chriſt had called himſelf a King. And when the 
High-Prieſts and Officers ſaw him, they cryed out, Cr«- 
cifige, Crucifige. Then faid Pilate, take him to you, and 
Crucifie him, for. I can. tind no cauſe of death in the: 
Man. They anſwered again and ſaid : It.is not _ 
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ful for us to put any Man to death, but we have a Law, 

and by our Law he ought to dye, becauſe he made himſelf 

the Son of God. When Pilate heard this, he was 

afraid, and went again into the Judgment-Hill, and 
demanded of Jeſws what he was, but he made him no 

anſwer. Then Pilate ſaid : Why ſpeakeſt thou not ? 

Doſt thou not ſee, that it lyeth in my hands, either to 

kill or ſave thee ? To that he made anſwer and faid : 

Thou couldeſt have no power at all againſt me, except 

it were given thee from above, theretore he that delive- 

red me unto thee, hath the more ſin; and from that time 

forth Pilate ſought by all means to deliver him. But 

the Fews cryed upon him, ſaying : If thou let him go 

thou art not Ceſar's friend, for whoſoever maketh him- 

ſelf a King, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar, When Pilate 

heard them (ay ſo, he brought Feſus forth, and ſat him 

down in the Judgment-Seat, ſaying unto the People : 

Behold your King. They cryed, away with him, away 

with him, crucifie him. What (quoth Pate) ſhall I 

crucifie your King ? To that the High Prieſts made 

anſwer and ſaid : We have no King but Ceſar, At 

that word, Pilate delivered Feſas to be crucihed, and 

being brought to the place of execution, and ſpread upon 

the Croſs, Pate cauſed this Title to be ſet over his ION 
Head : Feſus of NaF areth King of the Fews, which was zarwius 
written in Hebrew, Greek and Latine, that all Nations fith) was at 
might underſtand it. With the which writing,the High- £5 2,420 
Prieſts were offended fore, and would have had Pilate ſhed to Lions 
to corre it, and not to write him King of the Fews, but COT. 
that he ſaid, I am King of the Fews. Well (quoth P#+ hin, 
late) what I have wruten, that have I written. | 


Priſcilla, look 4quila. 
Ptolomp, King of Egypr hid a fair Dauphter na- , au fo, 


med Gl:opatra, the which he gave to Alexander the Son 
Mm 2 . of 
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of noble Antiochws in Marriage, which was ſolemnly and 
with great Royalty finiſhed in the City of Prolemay, 
But notwithſtanding this great Bond of Amity now 
knit between them, Prolomy afterward withdrew his 
favour from //exander, and ſought by all means, how 
he might defeat him of his Kingdom. And thinking to 
bring his purpoſe now better to paſs, while 4/exander 
himlelf lay out of his Realm, he prepared a great 
Hoſt, and took his Journey into Syria, where into eve- 
ry City as he came, he was honourably received accor- 
ding to Alexander's commandment. And being his Fa- 
ther-in-law,was nothing ſulpeRed of Treaſon. But Pro- 
lomy meaning nothing elle, left in every City wherein- 
to he was received, certain Men of War, to fortific 
and keep the ſame. And when he had gotten the Domi- 
nion of all the Cities upon the Sea-coaſt, he joyned him- 
ſelf in League with Demetrius, and took his Daughter 
from Alexander, and gave her to Demetrius : Raiſing 
up a ſlander upon Alexander, how he went about to 
Kill him. And fo his malice and unſatiable covetouſneſs 
being openly known, he got him to Antioch, where he 
fet two Crowns upon his Head, the Crown of Egypt 
and Aſia. Then Alexander (whoat that time lay in the 
Countrey of C:/icia) hearing of all that his Father-in- 
law -had-done, returned home, and-made War againſt 
him. But Pro/omy being the ſtronger, chaſed him into 
the Countrey of. Arabia, where the King-of that Land 
ſmote off his Head, and-(ent it to. Prolomy, which plea- 
ſure he did not long enjoy, for within three days after, 
Ptolomy dyed himſelf. After whoſe death, his Men of 
War which he had left in the Cities were all ſlain. 


Ptfolomy, the Son of Abobaus, married. with: the 
Daughter of Symon, Brother to Machabeus, And being 
made CaptainoÞ the Hoſt at Fericho, he began (thorow 
his great abundance of Gold. and. Silver) to _ 
a prou 
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proud and high-minded, imagining how he might de- 
{troy Symon his Father-in-law and his Sons, and fo to 
conquer the Land. And being in this mind, it chan- 
ced Symon (as he was going thorow the Cities of Fewry, 
and caring for them ) to-come down ro Jericho, with 
eMattathias and Judas his Sons, where this Prolomy 
received him under the. colour of great friendſhip, into 
a ſtrong Caltle of his named Douch, and in the ſame 
made him a great Banquet, at the which he moſt traite- 
rouſly flew Symon his. Father-in-law with both his 
Sons. This done, he wrote to Aztiochus to ſend him 
an Hoſt of Men, and he would deliver the Land of Fewry 
into his hand.. Aad further, he ſent certain Men to 
Gaza to kill 7ohn the third Son of Symon, and wrote 
to the Captains to come unto him, and he would re- 
ward them with Silver. and Gold.' But 7h», having 
knowledge of all the Treaſon ſlew the Meſſengers which 
came 'from Prolomy, and fo diſappointed him of all his. 
purpole. 


Ptolomie, ſirnamed eMacron, being made a Ruler, , 2c. 16. 
purpoſed.to do Juſtice unto the yn tor the wrongs 
that had been done unto them, and went about to behave 
himſelf peaceably with them, for the which he was ac: 
cuſed-of his friends to .Eupator, and was called oft- 
times Traytour, becauſe he had left Cyprus that Philo+ 
metor had committed unto him, and came to 4ntiochus 
Epiphanes : Therefore ſeeing that he was no more in eſti-- 


mation, he.was diſcouraged, and poiſoned himſex, and 
dyed. 


Publius, was a certain Man dwelling in the Iſte 2. 28-7;. 
called Melitus,and the chiefeſt Man in all the Iſle, who re- *Y*- 
ceived Paul with all the reſt that had eſcaped the Seas, 
very gently : and lodged them three days in his Houſe, 
whole Father which lay fick of.an Ague,and of a —_ 
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flux, Paul healed. Publius, « Latine word, 


Gen, 39. 1,976  Putiphar, was a'great Lord in the Land of Egypr 
hg Kh 7 of King Pharavrh's houſe. He beunhs ie 
ſepb of the |/þmaelites, and found him a lucky Man. And 

when he {aw that God did proſper all things under his 

hand, he made him Ruler and Governour of all that he 

had, and God did bleſs his houſe for Joſeph's ſake. But

Men were all {lain the firſt Night of their marriage, by 
the Devil 4ſmodius. To this Sarah God had appointed 
young Toby ( which feared God) to be her Husband, and 
made his holy Angel Raphael, to bring him to Rages, 
and ſo to Ragee!'s houſe his Mother's Brother, where they 
were joyfully received. And when Kague/ had looked up- 
on young Toby, and beheld him well, he ſaid unto his 
Wife: how like is this young Man to my Siſters Son?” 
And then to know who they were, he ſaid :. whence be 
ye my oor Brethren? We be (laid they) of the Tribe 
of Nep 

( ſaid he) Tobias our Kinlman? Yea, faid they, we 
know him well, and this young man (ſaid the Angel) 


is his Son. With that Rague/ bowed himſelf, and: 
with weeping eyes took him about the Neck and kiſſed 


him, and bad his Wife prepare in all haſt for Dinner.

ſore aſtonied , and began to fear, leſt ir ſhould happen

in doubt what anſwer to-make, the Angel ſaid : Fear 
not to give him thy Daughter,for unto this Man that fea- 
reth God, belongeth ſhe, and to none other. I do:ibt not

Then in the morning about the Cock crowing, Raguel 
(ſuppoſing all things to have happened to Toby, as itdid 
to the other ſeven before) called up his Men, and went 
and made ready his Grave, which being done, he bad his 
Wife ſend one of her Maidens, to look if Toby were 
dead,that he might bury him before day light. And when 
it was told him they were both ſound, and faſt aſlcep, 
he praiſed God, and cauſed his Men to fill up the Grave a- 
gain, and made a great Feaſt to all his Neighbours and 
Friends.

Rathumus, with other Officers under /rtaxerxes 
King of Feria, writeth unto him againſt the Fews on 
this wiſe: Sir, thy Servants Rathumus the ſtory wri- 
ter, Sabellias the Scribe, with other Judges of the 
Court in Cel/oſyria and Phinches: Be it known and 
manifeſted to our Lord the King, that the Fews which 
are come up from you to us into the rebellious and wick- 
ed City, begin to build it again, and the Walls 
about it, and to (et up the Temple a-new. Now if this 
City and the Walls thereof be ſet up again, they will 
not only refule to give Tributes and Taxes, but allo re- 
bel utterly againſt the King. And for ſo much as they 
rake this in hand now about the Temple, we thought 

it 
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it not meet to pals over ſuch a thing, but to ſhew it unto 
our Lord the King. And to certifie him thereof: To the 
intent, that if it might plealc the King, to cauſe it to be 
ſought in the Books of oid, and thou ſhalt find ſuch war- 
ning written, and ſhalt underſtand that this City hath 
always been rebellious and dilubedient , that it hath 
ſubdued Kings and Cities, and that the Jews which 
dwelt therein, have ever been a rebellious, obſtinate, un- 
faithful, and fighting People, for the which caue this 
City is waſted. Wherefore now we certihe our Lord 
the King, that if this City be builded and occupied a- 
gain, and the Walls thereof fer up a-new, thou canſt 
have no paſlage into Ce/oſyria and Phenice. And when 
Rathumus and the other had received the King's an- 
ſwer, they got them to Jeruſalem with an Hoſt of Men, 
and made the Fews ceale from their building, which 
was not begun again until the ſecond year of King 
Darias.

And when 
the Maid had filled her Port, and (et it upon her Head, rea- 
dy to go away, the Man defired todrink a little of her 
Water, who forthwith (et down her Pot and gave him 
drink. And when he had drunken, the poured out the 
reſt into-the Water trough, and ran again to the Well, 
and drew Water for his Camels, until they had all drun- 
ken their till. Then the Man(in hope the Lord had made 
his Journey proſperous ) took out a Golden ear-ring and 
two Bracelets of Gold and gave them to the Maid, de- 
manding whoſe Daughter the was. I am (quorh ſhe) the 
Daughter of Berhuel the Son of Milcah, which the bare - 
unto Nahor, Then tell me I pray thee, is there room 
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in thy Father's Houſ: for'us to lodge in? Yea (quoth ſhe) 
there is both Room and Lodging, and allo Litter and Pro- 
vender enough for your Bealts? Bleſſed be God (quoth 
he) that hath dealt fo mercifully with my Maſter, and 
hath brought me the right way to my Malter's Brothers 
Houſe. Then Rebecca ( hearing him ſpeak of. her Fathers 
Brother ) ran home and told all things what the Man 
had ſaid. And as Labaz beheld his Siſter and ſaw the 
Ear rings and Bracelets upon her Hands, he ran out to 
the man,and with gentle entertainment brought him into 
the Houſe, and ſaw his Camels dreſt and provided for, 
and alſo ſet Meat before him to eat : But the Man would 
not eat, before he had declared the caule, wherefore his 
Maſter had ſent him; which being done, and his requeſt 
granted,he ate and made merry and tarried all night. And 
on the morrow as the Man made haſte to go his way, the 
Damoſel was called forth, to know whether ſhe would 
go with the Man or no: and being content to go with 
the Man, he would not tarry, but took the Maid and had 
her to Iſaac his Maſter's Son, whoſe Wife ſhe became. 
And being twenty years without a Child, at laſt the

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fore my Son hear my Voice in that which 1 com- 
mand thee : Get thee to the Flock, and bring me thence 
two good Kids, that I may make meat of them for thy 
Father, ſuch as he loveth, and chou ſhalt bring it him to 
cat, that he may blels thee before his death. Thea (aid 
. Facob: My Brother Eſas is a rough Man, and if my Fa- 
ther ſhall happen to feel me, I ſhall ſeem unto him, as if 
I went about to deceive him, and (o ſhall I bring a curſe 
upon me, and not a bleſſing. Well (ſaid Rebecca) upon 
me be thy curſe my Son, only hear my Voice, and 
go and fetch me them. And when he had brought the 
Kidsf and that ſhe had dreſt the Meat and made ir 
ready, ſhe fetcht out certain Raiment of Eſau's, and put 
it upon Jacob, and covered his hands and the ſmooth of 
his Neck with Goat-skins, and put the Meat in his 
hand to carry to his Father, by which policy of Rebec- 
ca, Jacob had his Brother's bleſſing. And when ſhe heard 
how his Brother threatned to kill him for ſtealing away 
his bleſſing. ſhe told it Facovb, ſaying : Thy Brother 
Eſau threatneth to ſlay thee, therefore my Son hear my 
voice: Make thee ready, and get thee to Laban my Bro- 
ther at Haraz: and tarry with him a while unti! thy Bro- 
ther's fierceneſs be aſlwaged, and that his wrath be turned 
away from thee, and he forget the things which thou 
haſt done unto him,and then will I ſend and fetch thee a- 
way from theace, for why ſhould I be deprived of you 
both in one day? And when (he had given her Son this 
counſel, the went to Iſazc her Husband and faid : I am 
weary of my life, for fear of the Daughters of Heth, If 
Facob take a Wife of the Daughters of Heth,ſuch a one as 
theſe are, or of the Daughters of the Land, what good 
ſhall my life do me? And (o by the counſel of Rebecca, 
Jacob was ſent to Laban his Mother's Brother, where in 
proceſs he got him a Wife, and purchaſed the love of E- 
ſa« his Brother again. Rebecca, Fea. 
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RKechab, was the Father of Fonadab. Which Joxa- 


dab made a Law, that the Rechabites ſhould never 
drink Wine, their Wives nor their Children, neither 
yet build Houſe, nor ſow Seed, nor plant Vineyards, 
but ſhould always duell in Tents. Which command- 
ment they kept and obeyed truly. And this their obe- 
dience, feremy layeth before the fFews to their great 
reproach, for that they were not fo ready 10 obey the 
will and commandment of God their heavenly Father, 
as the Rechabites were to obey their Father Jonagdab.

RB3pah, the Davghter of 4hia, was Sauls Concu- 
bine, and had by him two Sons, the one named 4rmo-

Hill before the Lord. Then K72pah perceiving their Car- 
kaſſes to remain upon the Gibbet longer than the Law 
required, made proviſion to [ave their Bodies, that nei- 
ther Birds ſhould fall upon them by day, nor. Beaſt by 
night. And when it was told tro David what Riz pah had 
done, he cauſed their bones, with the bones of Sau/ and

Rehoboam, the Son of Se/-»-0z, was xli. years old 
when he began to reign,and his Mothers name was aa- 
mah, In this Man's time began the Kingdom of [ſracl to 
be divided. For when the People came ro him, and (aid: 
Thy Father laid a grievous Youk upon us, now there- 
fore remit thou ſomew har of the grievous ſervice of thy 
Father, and of his heavy Yoak that he put upon us, and 
we will ſerve thee.. He anlwered (as his young Counlel- 
lers had counlelled him) ſaying: My little Finger (hall 
be heavier than all my Father's Loins. And whereas my 
Father put an heavy yoak upon you, I will add more un- 
to it : And whereas he chaſtened you with Whips, 1 
will chaſten you with Scorpions. The People hearing 
this, they forlook him, all ſave the Tribe of 74a and 
* Fe, jamin. Then Rehoboam (ecing his Kingdom divi 
ded, gathered an Holt of Men, out of the houle of 7u4s 
and Be-jw2, to the number of nine [core thouland, 
to fight with !/rae/, and to bring the Kingdom again 
unto himl(clf.. But while he was thus minded, the Pro- 
phet Sh:majah came to him, and bad him ceaſe from his 
purpole, tor the thing that was done, was the Lord's do- 
ing. Whereupon every Van departed, according tothe 
words of the Lord, which the Prophet had ſpoken. 
Then Kehoboams ici] to building of Cities, and repairing 
of ſtrong holds, which he furniſhed both with Men-and 
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by the ſpace of three years (for ſo long walked he and 
his People in the ways of David) but when they had 
once forſaken the Law of the Lord, in making Hll- 
altars, Images, Groves, and were become Sodomites 
and workers of all abominations, then God forſook 
them and gave them into the hands of Shiſhack King of 
E2ypt,who (in the fifth year of Rehoboam's raign) came to 
Jeruſalem, and ſpoiled both the houſe of the Lord and 
the King's houſe, and carried away the ſhields of Gold 
which Solomon had made, in ſtead whereof Rehoboam 
made ſhields of brals. And fo for a while, God made the 
Tribe of Fxda and Benjamin, ſervants to Shiſhack (al- 
though they humbled themlielves) to the intent they 
ſhould know the difference between his ſervice, and the 
ſervice of the Kingdomes of the World. This King Reho- 
boam had eighteen Wives, and three-ſcore Concubines, 
on whom he begot cight and twenty Sons and three-ſcore 
Daughters. But among all his Wives and Concubines, 
he loved eMaachas the Daughter of 46bſalom beſt. And 
made Abtjah her Son, chiet Ruler over all his Brethren, 
and to have the Kingdom after him. And when by his 
wiſdom and policy he had diſperſed his Children a- 
broad, and had raigned leventeen Years, he dyed. 
Rehoboam, znlarging, or ſpreading abroad the people, 


i. a6 Reuben, was the eldeſt Son of Facob and Leah. He 
brought the Mandrakes which he found in the Field rv 

3% '®. his Mother. He ſaved oſeph from his Brethren which 
37- 21-22. went about to kill him, giving counſel to caſt him into 
an empty Pit, becauſe he would rid him out of their 

hands : But when he came afterward unto the Pit and 

found him not there, he rent his Cloaths, and made great 

mone for his Brother 7oſeph. Long after this, (when 7o- 

ſeph was thought ro be dead) they went into Egypt for 

Corn, and when they were taken for Spyes, and hardly 
intreated and caſt in Priſon, Rexber ſaid unto ay / 
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Did not I warn you and ſay, that ye ſhould not fin 
againſt the Child, and ye would not hear me, and now 
ye may ſee how his bloud is required at our hands. 
All this notwithſtanding, u was his chance to lye with 
Bilha his Father's Concubine, which deed ſore diſplea- 
ſed his Father, wherefore before his death, he declared 
the unſtableneſs of Reabex, ſaying: - That although he 
were the eldeſt, yet ſhould he not be the chiefeſt. His 
birth-right was taken from. him, and given to the Sons of 
Zoſeph. Reuben, ſeeing his ſon, or the ſight of hu ſon. 


Rufus, was a vertuous and a Religious man, whom 
Paul remembred in his Epiſtle, ſaying: Salute Refs, 
choſen in the Lord, and his Mother and mine. 


Ruth, and Orp4h, were two fair young Damoſels 
born in the Countrey of Moab, where by chance they 
married with the Sons of Elimelech-and Naomi, who 
were ſtrangers come out of the Land of ?«4a, there to 
inhabit ; and when both their Husbands were dead and 
their Mother-in-law a Widow alſo, they forſook their 
own Countrey to go home with their Mother into the 
Land of 7:ds.And.when they had gone a good way toge- 
ther, Orp4h (not without great intreaty of her Mother- 
in-law) turned home again, but Ruth abode (till. Then 
ſaid Naomi to Ruth : Oh (ee my Daughter, thy Sifter- 
in-law is gone back again to her People and Goods ? 
return and go after her. I pray thee ( ſaid Ruth.) in- 
treat me not to leave thee : For whitherloever thou 
goeſt,l will go with thee. And where thou dwelleſt there 
will I dwell allo: Thy People ſhall be my People: And 
thy God my God: look where thou dyeſt, there will 1 


dye aiſo, and there will | be buried : The Lord do ſo: 


and {o unto me, if ought but death only part thee and 
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me alunder. And io weat they forth till they came to. 
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ley Harveſt. And as R»th went one day out aleafing a- 
mong the Harveſt folks, ſhe happened (by the providence 
of God) upon the Fields pertaining to Boaz, who ſhew- 
ed her ſuch kindnels, that ſhe neither lacked Meat nor 
Drink, neither yet Corn, fo long as Harveſt laſted. And 
when all Harveſt was done, ' Naomi ſaid unto Rath : 
This Man 1a whoſe Field thou haſt leaſed all this while, 
1s our nigh Kinſman, therefore do now by my coun- 
ſel. This Night he winnoweth Barley in the Barn, waſh 
thy ſelf therefore, and anoint thee, and put thy Rai- 
ment upon thee, and get thee to the Barn, and keep thy 
lelt clole, until he have left eating and drinking. And 
whea he goeth to {leep, mark the place where he layeth 
him down: And when he is a-{leep, go and lift up the 
Cloaths ſoftly at his Feet and lay thee down, and he ſhall 
tell thee what thou ſhalt do. So when Ruth had done - 
all things according to her Mother-1n-laws teaching : 
Boaz about Midnight waked out of his fleep, and feeling 
one lye at his Feet was afraid, and groping with his 
Hand, he asked who it was. Iam R#th (quoth ſhe )thine 
Handmaid, ipread therefore the Wing of thy Garment 
over thine Handmaiden, for thou art next of my Kin. 
Now bleſſed art thou (quoth Eo7) for thou haſt ſhew- | 
ed more goodnels 1n the latter'end, than at the begin: 
ning, inaſmuch as thou tollowedſt not young Men, were 
they poor or rich. And now my Daughter fear nor, [ 
will do unto thee all that thou requireſt : For thou art 
well known to be a Woman of vertue. Howbeit, there 
15 onencarer of Kin ro thee than I, it he wil! do the Kinl- 
man's part unto thee, well, let him doit: If he will nor, 
then will I. And (o ia the Morning, he gave her ſo much 
Corn as ſhe could carry. home. And ſhortly after ſhe be- 
came his Wife, and in procels, brought him forth a Son 
called Gbed, which was the Father of Jeſſe, the Father 
of David, Read the ſtory of Bos and Aaomi. Ruth, 
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ADOK, the Son of Ahirub, was Father to 8hat , ;,m.s, 9. 

lum and Jhimaaz, and one of the Prieſts that 
governed the Ark of GOD, which he carried out 
of Jeruſalem with David what time as he fled from 
his Son Abſalom, And when Zadok had brought the ry. 24, &e. 
King over the Brook K#aron, he delired him to r.turn 
again with the Ark into the City, that from him and 4- 
biathar he might have word of all things that 46ſalom and 
Achitophel determined againſt him. And lo he returned 
with the Ark to Jeruſalem, and there remained Davia's 
fachful man, in all things that he had commanded 
him. And when he had knowledge of 4bſalom's over- ,, ,,. 
throw, he then exhorted all Iſrael and Judas, to remem- 
ber the kindnels of David their Soveraiga Lord and 
King : who had ſo many times delivered them our of the 
hands of their enemies, that now like true, faithful and 
obedient ſubjects, they would fetch him home again, and 
reſtore him to his kingdom, By whole godly exhortation, 
the hearts of all Judas were bowed to David, even as 
the heart of one man. This Sadek was ever a faith- 1": 1-8, 
ful Prieſt, and never ſwerved from David. For in the *** ©© 
end when Adonijah took upon him to reign as King 
( his Father David being old and alive) Zadok conſen- 
ted not unto him,but according to Davis's will and com- 
mandment, anointed So/uzzop King, who after- 
ward promoted him into the room of 4biather which ,. ;s. 
had the High Prieſts office. Sadoch, or Zadok, Fuſt- | 
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and reigned in his ſtead. Shallum, Peaceable. 


Salmanaſar, King of Aſſpria, came in the ſeventh 
year of Heoſhea King of Iſrae/, and beſieged Samaria, 
and in the third year (which was the ninth year of Ho- 
ſbea) he wan ir, and took Hyſhea priſoner, and carried 
him away into 4ſſpria. Salmanalar, Peace bound. 


the Son of Bathſbeba was ordained to 
reign after his Father David, and anointed King 0- 
ver l[ſrael, by Sadok the Prieſt, and Natha# the Pro- 
phet. Who being ſtabliſhed in his Kingdom, began to 
miniſter Juſtice: tirft upon Ydenijeh his Brother, which 
had aſpired to the Kingdom. Secondly, upon FJoab, 
which had ſlain Abner and Amaſa, and conſpired with 
Adonijah. Thirdly, upon $himei, which had curſed Da- 
vid his Father. This King was ſo dearly beloved of 
God, that in adream he appeared to him, and bad him 
ask whatſoever he would, and he ſhould have it. Then 
Solomon conlidering in himlelf that he was but young, 
and that (being called to the office of a King) how hard 
a thing it was togovern the whole multitude of the Peo- 
ple well, deſired of God to give him an underſtanding 
heart, to judge the People, and to diſcern between good 
-and evil, Which thing pleaſed the Lord fo well, that he 
gave him not only a wile and an underſtanding heart, 
but alſoriches and honour, wherein he excelled all other 
Kings that ever were before or after him. And that he 
paſſed all men in wiſdom and underſtanding, doth ma- 
nifeſtly appear by the wile ſentence he gave upon the 
living Child, that the two Harlots ſtrove for before him. 
And allo by his three thouſand Parables, and his thou- 
ſand and fifty Songs, wherein were declared ſuch wile 
and grave ſentences, that all the world (hearing there- 
of) came to [ee his preſence, and to hear his wiſdome, 
which did fo far exceed the wildome of Ethan, He- 
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man, 'Chalcal, and Daraz ( four of the notableſt men 
then living in all the world) that they fell a wondering, 
and faid,- that the great fame that was bruted of his 
wildome and royalty before they came forth, was no- 
thing to be compared with that they had now both heard 
and (ſeen. And as he did exceed all men in wiſdom, fo 
he did all other in riches. For he had xii. Officers which 
provided Victuals for his houſhold every Moneth in a 
year. And his ordinary expences every day was thirty 
quarters of Manchet flour, and ſixty quarters of Meal, 
ten ſtalled Oxen, and twenty out of the Paſture, and an 
hundred Sheep, beſide Harts, Bucks, wild Goats, 
Capons, and Fowls. He had forty thouſand Horſes, 
and xii. thouſand Horſemen to keep them. The weight 
of Gold that came every year out of Ophir to Solomon, 
was ſix hundred three-ſcore and fix talents of Gold, te- 
ſide that which Merchants and other Men brought him. 
W hercof he had fo great abundance, that he made the 
Furniture of the Lord's Temple all of clean Gold. Yea, 
there was not ſo much as a drinking-Pot in all his own 
Houſe, but it was of Gold: And as for Silver, he made 
it as plentiful as ſtones in the ſtreet. But notwithſtand- 
ing all this his wildom and riches, which God had gi- 
ven him, yet at the laſt he fell to loving of outlandith 
Women (contrary to the Law of Moſes) whereof he took 
ſo many, that he had ſeven hundred Queens, and three 
hundred Concubines, which turned his heart to ſtrange 
gods, and made him of a wiſe King a ſtark fool, and 
great Idolater, for the which his horrible offence, he loſt 
the favour of God. And when he had reigned forty 
years he dyed, and was buried in the City of David, 
and his Son Rehoboam ſucceeded. Solomon, pexceable. 
Nathan the Prophet, called him Jeaiaiah, beloved. 
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Shamgar, the Son of 4nath delivered I/rael from juag, z. uts 


the Philitines,and ſlew fix hundred of them with an Oxe 
| Oo 2 goade, 
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goade. Samgar, deſolation of the ſtranger. 


Samſon, the Son of eMarach of the Tribe of 
Dan, was born in the City of Zorah, and became a 
mighty ſtrong man. Oa a time as he went to the City 
of ſimnath, and ſaw a Woman of the Phil/itizes which 
liked him well, he intreated his Parents to have her to his 
Wife. Who not contented therewith reproved him, ſay- 
ing: Isthere never a Wite among the Daughters of thine 
own People and Brethren, but thou mult take a Wife a- 
mong the uncircumciſed Phili#ines? Well (ſaid Sam- 


ſon) let me have her, for ſhe plea'eth me well. Then his 


Parents (not knowing it was the Lord's doing, that he 
ſhould ſeek an occalion againſt the Phi/i#ines) went 
with their Son to Timnath to ſee the Woman: And by 
the way going, Samſoy (unknown to his Parents ) 
flew a Lyon which came ramping upon him, and-ſo went 
forth with them and talked with the Woman. And a few 
days after, as he came again to receive his Wife, ke 
turned aſide to ſee the Carkaſe of the Lyon, and found 
in the Belly thereof, a ſwarm of Bees and Hony, where- 
of he took in his hand, and went eating to his Father 
and Mother,and gave them part of the Hony. And when 
the Feaſt-day of his marriage was come, he ſaid to thirty 
young Men of his Gueſts: I will put fortha Riddle unto 
you, and if ye can declare it me within the ſeventh day 
of the Feaſt, I will give you thirty ſheets, and thirty 
change of Rayment, and if ye cannot, then ſhall you 
give me thelike: The Riddle is this : Out of the eater 
came meat, and out of the ſtrong came ſweetneſs. And 
when the ſeventh day was come,and the Men had not yet 
found out the Riddle, they perſwaded Samſon's Wife to 
get it out of her Husband and tell it them, who never 
reſted flattering of Samſoz and weeping before him till 
he had told her. Then they (being taught of her) went to 
Samſon before the Sun- was down, and ſaid : What 
| is 
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is {weeter than hony ? and what is ſtronger than a Lyon ? 
Then ſaid Samſon : If ye had not plowed with my 
Heifer, ye had not found out my Riddle. And fo he wenr 
out to the City of 4skeloa (one of the chietelt Cities of 
the PhiliZtines) and flew thirty men, and gave the ſpoil 
of them to thoſe that had expounded his Riddle,and fo got 
him home to his Father's houſe half diſpleated with his 
Wife. After a while, he went to viſit his Wife with a Juds, : 5. cap. 
Kid, but when he came, his Father in-law had given 
her to another, thinking that Samſc» had hated her, and 
bad him take the younger (which was fairer) in her 
ſtead. Then Samſon having good occalion given him 
againſt the PhiliFtines, went out and caught three hun- 
dred Foxes, and faſtened tail to tail, and put a Fire- 
brand between the two tails, which he ſer on fire (and 
ſo ſent them into the Philiſtizes Corn, and burat it up, 
with their Vineyards, Olives and all. The Philifizes 
(knowing that $a»-ſoz had done it) went and ſet fire on 
his Father-in-law's houſe, anJ burat both him and Sam- 
ſon's wife with all that ever they had. And ſent three thou- 
ſind men of JF*da (who were then under the Philiftines ) 
to Samſon, to bind him and to bring him to chem. And 
when(by his ſufferance)they had bound him, and broughe 
him to the Prilift:zes, they gave a great ſhout when 
they ſaw him, whereat Saſoz brake aſunder his 
bands, as though they had been but flax. And took up 
a rotten Jawbone of an Als, and laid fo about him, that 
he ſlew a thouſand Philiitines ere he reſted. And bce- 
2g ſore athirſt, God made water come out of a tooth in 
the Jawbone,and ſo refreihed him. After this, ke got him 4s, op, 
to the City of GaF 4, and lodged in a Womans houte that 
ſold victuals: And when he perceived the Citizens to 
watch and to go about to kill him, he.got him up abour 
midnight, and went to the gates of the City, which he 
rent off, bars and all, and laid them upon his ſhoulders, 
& carried them up to the top of an high hill before #!ebroy. 
Finally,, 
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F.nally, through his inordinate affetion to Dalilah his 
Wife, he loſt God's excellent gift, and ſo was betrayed 
tothe Philitines, who took and put out his eyes and caſt 
him in Priſon, where they made him to grinde like a 
{lave. And whea the great day of the Phi/;ftines came, 
that they ſhould hold their Feaſt to their god Dagos, 
they ſent for Sa»2/oz out of priſon, to play before them 
and to inake them laugh. The houſe was full of Men and 
Women, {o many that in the roof of the ſame, there was 
about three thouſand to behold Samſon while he played 
before the Lords and great men. And as he ſtood between 
the great Pillars which bare up all the houſe, he called 
upon God in his mind, ſaying: O Lord think upon me, 
and ſtrengthen me at this time only, that I (according 
to my vocation executing thy judgment) may be aven- 
ged on the Philiſtines for my two eyes. And with that 
he caught the Pillars in his hands, ſaying : Let me loſe 
my life with the Philiftines ; and fo ſhook the Pillars with 
all his might, and brought down the houſe upon them, 
and killed them all. Then his brethren hearing thereof, 
came and took up the body of Samſon» and buried him 
with eManoah his Father , after he had judged Iſrael 
twenty years, who had been 1n ſubjection under the 
Philiſtines forty years. Samlon, there the ſecond time, 
becauſe the Angel appeared the ſecond time, at the prayer of 
hu Father. 


Samuel, the Son of E/t.:2ah and Hannah, was the 
next Judge after_E/;, and the laſt that judged Iſrae/, And 
becauſe his Mother had asked him of God, therefore ſhe 
called his name Samucl. And when he was able to do 
any miniſtration in the Temple, his Mother brought him 
to El;,and gave him unto the Lord, according to her pro- 
mile. And fo Samuel miniſtred unto the Lord before 
Eli: And one day as he laid him down to ſleep in the 
Temple, the Lord called him: And Same! (thinking 

it 


P2ophets, Apoftles, 8:c. 


it had been his Maſter) ran to E/i, to know his 
pleaſure, who ſaid he called him not. And at the third 
time when Samuel! came to his Maſter again, EF: 
ſaid unto him: Go and lay thee Cown once more, and 
if he call thee again, then ſ:y thou: Speak Lord, for 
thy ſervant heareth. And when the Lord had called him 
the fourth time, and had opened unto him, all that he had 
determined againſt the houſe of £4 (for not correcting 
his Sons for their great wickednels) Samuel! went to 
his Maſter E/;, and ( at his commandment ) told him 
every whit what the Lord had faid. Now Smnel (be- 
ing the Lord's Prophet) judged the People, and was both 
loved and feared of them. And when he began to wax old, 
and -was not able to bear the burden, he made his two 
Sons ( Feel and 4bi:h) Judges over Iſrae!, thinking 
that they would imitate his ſteps : But contrariwiſe, 
they were !o covetous, that (for lucre ſake) they per- 
verted all true juſtice: whereupon the Elders of |ſrae/, 
perceiving Samuel to be old, and his Sons given all 
to covetouſneſs, went to Samuel, defiring of him that 
they might have a King to raign over them as other Na- 
tions had. Then Same! (hearing them ſpeak of a King) 
was ſore diſpleaſed. But nevertheleſs, at the Lords 
commandment, who bad him make them a King, he 
firſt declared to them. the office and authority of a King, 
and then anointed $47 to be their King and Gover- 
nour, whom he ſent to Gi/yal, commanding Saul to 
tarry there ſeven days, and then he would come 
and tell him what he thould do. And on the ſeventh 
day when Samuel came to Saul, and ſaw he had offe- 
red before he came, he asked him what he had dore: 
Quoth Sau!, when I faw the People begin to ſcatter 
from me, and that thou tarriedtt (o long, I offered burnt- 
offerings, leſt the Philitznes ſhould come upon me, be- 
fore I had made my ſupplication unto the Lord. Now 
( ſaid Samue! ) thou haſt played the fool. For if thou 


hadſt. 
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haddeſt kept the Lords commandment, he would 
have ſtablithed thy Kingdom for ever: But now it ſhall 
not continue. For the Lord hath ſought him out a man, 
after his own heart, which ſhall rule the People; and fo 
Samuel departed to his houle at Gibeah, After this, when 
San! had broken the Lord's commandment, ia fa- 
ving 42a2 King of the Amalekites alive, and had made 
a ſacrihce unto the Lord of their beſt Sheep and Cattel 
which he reſerved: Samuel came, whereof the King 
was very glad, and told him that he had fulfilled the 
Lord's commandment : But what meancth then 
(quoth Samuel) the bleating of the Sheep and noiſe of 
Oxen that I hear? There are (quoth he) the beſt Sheep 
and Oxen that the People hath ſpared to ſacrifice unto 
the Lord, but the reſt have we deſtroyed. Then ſaid 
Samuel : Did not the Lord when thou wert little in thine 
own eyes, make thee King over lſ-ae/, and gave thee a 
charge, utterly ro deſtroy thole {inners the 4malekites ? 
And wheretore haſt thou obeyed the People and not the 
Lord ? 1 have (quoth he) dene all that the Lord com- 
manded me, and ſaved none but 4eag : Hath the 
Lord (quoih Samze! ) as great pleaſure in burnt facri- 
fices and offerings, as when the voice of the Lord is 
obeyed ? Bzhold, to obey 1s better than ſacrifice, and 
to hearken is better than the fat of Kams: for rebel- 
lion is as the lin of Witchcratt, and ſtubbornneſs is as 
the wickednels of Idolatry: And becaule thou haſt caſt 
away the word of the Lord; therefore hath the Lord 


, calt away thee from being King. Then ſaid Saw/ : 1 


have ſinned and gone furcher than the laying of the Lord, 
therefore take away my fin, and turn again with 
me, that I may worſhipthe Lord. Nay (quoth Samuel) 
I will not return with thee : for thou haſt caſt away the 
Lord, and he hath caſt away thee. And as Samzel was 
turning himſelf to have gone away, Sal caught him 
by the lap of his Garmeat, and it rent: Then ſaid oy 
mel: 
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muel: the Lord hath rent the Kingdom of Iſrae! from 
thee this day, and given it toa neighbour of thine, better 
than thy (elf: Neverthele!s, through great intreaty of 
Saul, Samnel went with him. And when they had 
worſhipped the Lord, 4#gag was brought to Samuel, 
who took and hewed him in pieces, and lo departed to 
Ramah : where he mourned (o long for $au/, till the 
Lord reproved him for it, and ſent him to Bethlehem to 
anoint David, Which thing done, he went -home a- 
gain to Ramah, where he remained until he dyed. 
Samuel, heard of Goa. 


Sanballat, the Heronire, when he heard of the » zz, :; 
grant that {\chrmiah had obtained of Artaxerxes, for © cp 
the building of the Temple at Jernſalem, he was mar- 
vellouſly grieved therewith, and ſought by all means 
how to lett the Jews of their purpoſe. Sanballat, 4 
Buſh in a ſecret place, or in a privy corner, 


Sapphira, the Wife of An47725, being of his Coun- 47.5. 1,8,0e. 
ſel in keeping away part of the price of a poſſeſſion 
which they had fold, came unto Peter abuut three 
hours after her Husband, (ignorant of that which was 
done) un:o whom Peter ſaid : Tell me Sapphira, (old 
ye the Land for ſo much? yea, (quoth ſhe) tor ſo much. 
Why have ye (quoth Peter) agreed together to tempt the 
ſpirit of the Lord? Behold, the feet ot them which have 
buried thy Husband, are at the door, and thall carry thee 
out. And with that ſhe fell down and gave up the ghoſt. 
And the Officers came and carried her out and buried her 
belide her husband. Sapphira, zelling, or aumbring. 


Saul, the Son of Kiſh of the . Tribe of Bexja- » Sen. g, cap. 
min, was a goodly tall young man: who on a time as 
he was ſeeking his Fathers Aﬀes, and could not find 


them, happened (by the proviſion of God) to go and ſeek 
Pp out 
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out Samuel, to know of him ſome tidings of his Aſſes, 
And as he was going toward the City, it was told him 
of a great offering that ſhould be there, and how the 
People waited for Samxe!'s coming to bleſs the ſame. 
And when Saul was come into the midit of the City, 
he met Samuel! coming toward him, going up to the 
Hill. And as Samuel beheld Saul, the Lord (aid unto 
him : this is the Man which I told thee yeſterday, 1 
would ſend this day unto thee, to be King of lI/rae/, 
Then Samuel took him up with him to the Hill, and {ct 
him in the chiefelt Seat among his Gueſts, and made 
him eat with them. And the Feaſt being done, he went 
and anointed Sar King, and toid him what he ſhould 
do aſter his departure from him. And going from Sa- 
muel, the Lord gave him another manner of heart than 
he had before. So that he propheſied among the Pro- 
phets, and was ſo greatly honoured of all men, that af- 
ter he had delivered the Cuty of Jabeſh out of the hands 
of Nahaſh King of the Ammonites,the People renewed his 
Kingdom, which God would have ſtabliſhed for ever, 
if he had not diſobeyed his commandment, in taking 
upon him to offer burnt-ſacrifice before Samuel! came, 
and alſo to ſave 4ga2 whom he was commanded tode- 
ftroy. And for this his diſobedience, the Lord touk his 
ſpirit from Sas, and gave it to David, and gave un- 
to Saul an evil ſpiric to vex him withal. Then $4u«/ 
ſeeing the ſpirit of the Lord departed from him,and gone 
to David, he ſought by all means to deſtroy him, but 
never could come to his purpoſe. Finally, Saul being 
fore cumbred with the Phili#izes, he went to an En- 
chanter (notwithſtanding he had expelled all of that 
Art before) to raiſe him'up Samuel, who being raiſed 
up, told him, that for as much as he had difobeyed 
the Lord, and not executed his fierce wrath upon the 
Amatekites, therefore had God forſaken him, and 
rent his Kingdom out of his hand, and given it to _ 
vid, 
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vid, And moreover (ſaith he to Sax!) the Lord will 
deliver the Iſrgelites into the hands of the Philiftines, 
and to morrow ſhalt thou and thy Sons be with me. 
And on the next day, Sau/ (being overcome of the Phi- 
liſtines, and his three Sons ſlain) for anguiſh of 
heart, fell upon his own Sword, and killed himſelf, 
after he had reigned forty years. Saul, Required, 
or commended, 


Sarat, the Daughter of 1ram,was 4braham's Wife. 
And perceiving that the Lord had reſtrained her from 
bearing of children. ſhe gave Abraham leave to take Ha- 
gar her Maiden to Wife. But whea ſhe ſaw herſelf deſpi- 
{ed of her Maid( which had conceived) ſhe began to be {0 
ſharp and quick with Hazar, that ſhe made her run a- 
way. Nevertheleſs, at the humble ſubmiſſion of Hager, 
Sarai received her again. Then Sara; paſſing forth, ill 
ſhe came to the age of four-{core and ten years, it chan- 
ced the heard the Angel of the Lord (as ſhe ſtood in 
her Tent ) ſay unto Abraham, that Sarai his Wife ſhould 
have a child, which words ſeemed fo impoſſible unto 
her. that ſhe laughed within her (elf and faid : ls ir of 
a ſurery that I ſhall bear a Son? Shall I now have plea- 
ſure being old, and my Lord old allo? And when 
ſhe had talked thus to her (elt, the Angel of the Lord 
demanded of Abraham, wherefore his Wife did laugh, 
as though it were (quoth he) too hard a thing for God to 
perform his proniſe. Thea the being asked the queſtion, 
denyed it (for ſhe was afraid) {aying, that ſhe laughed 
not. And fo Sara judging him faithtul which had pro- 
mi/ed. broght forth a Son at the time appointed of Gog, 
and called his name Iſa«s. And when the Child was 
born ſhe ſaid : GOD hath made me to laugh, and 
all that hear will laugh with me: Who would have 
ſaid to Abraham, that Sarai ſhould have given Chil- 
dren ſuck? for I have born him a Son 1a his old age. 
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After this, when $4araz perceived Iſhmael the Son of Ha- 
gar (as he played with Iſaac) to be a mocker, ſhe (aid 
unto 4braham, put away this Bond-maid and her Son, 
for the Son of this Bond-woman ſhall not be Heir with 
my Son Iſaac. Finally, when Sara? had lived one hun- 
dred and ſeven and twenty years, (he died, in Kiriath- A4r- 
bas. Which is alſo called Hebron. And was buried in the 
double Cave, which 4braham had bought of the Sons 
of Heth, 


Sarah, the Daughter of Rague/ had ſeven husbands 
one after another, which men, before they had lain with 
her, were all {lain of the Devil /ſmeadivs, to the great 
diſcomfort and heavinels of the young Woman. And yet 
the more to aggravate her ſorrow, her Father's Maidens 
(when ſhe did corre them for their faults) would flan- 
der her on this wiſe, ſaying: God let us never ſee Son 
nor Daughter of thee more upon earth, thou killer of thy 
Husbands, wilt thou kill us alſo as thou haſt done them ? 
Which words were ſo grievous to Sarah, that ſhe got 
her up to an high Chamber of her Houle, where ſhe conti- 
nued three Days and three Nights in prayer, beſeeching 
God that he would vouchſafe to loole her out of that re- 
buke,or elſe totake her out of the earth. For thou knoweſt 
(O Lord) that I never had delire unto man, and that I 
have kept my ſoul clean from all uncleanly luſt : 1 
have not kept company with thole that paſs their time 
in ſport, neicher have I made my ſelf partaker with 
them that walk in light behaviour : nevertheleſs. an 
Husband have l conſented to take, not for my pleaſure, 
but in thy fear. Now peradventure, either I have been 
unworthy of them, or elle were they unmeet for me: 
tor thou happily haſt kept me for another Husband. And 
thus making her prayers to God, he heard her and ſent 
young Toby to be her husband, who being joyned together 
tn Matrimony, lived all their days an holy life, in the 
fear 
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Sheba, the Son of Bichri (afſoon as David was 
reſtored to his Kingdom again) begun a new inſurre- 
ion, and got all /ſrae/ to follow him, ſave only the 
men of Judz which (tuck faſt by David: and as he came 
into the City of Abe/ (to the which Foab followed him)

to Joab, and ſo the commotion ceaſed. Sheba,wvanity,or 
little accounted of, or uproar, 
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Sceva, was a few born, and the chief Prieſt a- 43. rg. 14, 


mong the Fews, This Man had (even Sons, who for 
lucre ſake, and to purchaſe unto themſelves a great name 
thereby, attempted to caſt out evil ſpirits by invocation 
of the name of the Lord Jeſw, as Paul did, ſaying 
unto the Man polleſſed, We conjure you-in the name of 
Jeſus whom Paul preacheth, that ye depart out of the 
man : . To whom the ſpirit anſwered and ſaid : Jeſus 
I know, and Pas! TI know, bur who are ye? And as 
ſoon as he had ſpoken thele words, the man in whom 
the evil ſpirit was, ran upon them, and got the upper 
hand on them. In ſo much that they had much ado to 
eſcape with their lives, and ſcarce got at the laſt naked 
and wounded out of the houſe. And this example of the 
Sons of Sceva being bruted abroad among the Fews 
and Gentiles, many (which believed) came to Paul and 
confeſſed their offences. Aad belide that, divers other

Sennachertb, King of 4ſyri4 was a mighty Prince, , King.1822: 
which ſeeing that Sa/manaſar his Predecetlor had con- © | 
quered the King of Iſrae/ and made them Tributaries, 
thought it good raſet upon the King of Judas, who at that 

rime. 
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time was the godly and moſt noble Ezechias. And when 
Senaacherib had gotten into his hands all the: chief 
Cities of Juds and Benjamin, ſave only Feruſalem, 
he beſieged that alſo, with ſuch might and power, thac 
Ezechias was fain to ſubmit himſelf to the' mercy of 
Sennacherib, offering him tribute, ſo much as he would 
demand. Upon which offer, Sexnacherib promiled 
EFechiazs, that if he would pay him three hundred ta- 
leats of {ilver, and one of gold, his land ſhould be ſafe and 
1n quiet, which promiſe he kept truly till the mony were 
payed. But as ſoon as he had received the money, he ſent 
back again three of the greateſt Captains he had, to 
make treſh War againſt EJechias, And when they had 
pitched their Tents about Fer«ſa/em, they (ent for Eze- 
chias to come and ſpeak with them, who fearing his 
own life, ſent three of his Noble-men unto them to 
know the matter. And when they had heard all the 
blaſphemous words of Rabſbekeh, they returned and told 
them to EJechias, Who hearing thoſe evii news, rent 
his cloaths, and put on ſackcloth, and fell proſtrate upon 
his face, and prayed unto the Lord to help him, and to 
have mercy upon his people, and beſide that, he ſent to E- 
ſay the Prophet, deliring him to pray unto the Lord for 
them: whoſe Prayer the Lord heard, and bad him go 
tell Ezechias, that the blaſphemous railing of Rab/hrkah 
ſhould turn to his great ſhame, for he ſhould go home 
again without victory, and never a ſtroke ſtricken. 
And fo Almighty God ſent his Angel /which plagued 
the whole Army of the 4ſſprians with ſuch a Peſtilence, 
that in one Night there dyed 185.thouſand. At the which 
ſuddain death, Ratſhekah and all his Hoſt that were left, 
ran away. And then, Sexnacherib got him to Nintveh, 
where at the laſt, being in the Temple, worſhipping his 
God Nifroch, his own Sons flew him. Sennacherib, 
the buſh of deſtruttion. 


Sehon, 
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hon, was King of the Amorites, whoſe Land yum. 21, nr, 

bordered ſo upon the Land of Canaan, that Moſes could 22-96 
not paſs from the Delart of Cadeſh to Canaan, but he 

muſt needs go thorow it ; wherefore Moſes ſent Mefſen- 

gers to King Sehon, beleeching him of licence to pals tho- 

row his land by the Kings highway,and he would neither 

hurt his Fields nor Vineyards,neither yet take ſo much as 

one drop of water for him and his Cattel todrink, but he 

would pay for it. Which reaſonable requeſt, Sehox refuled. 

And thinking to have overcome eMoſes and all his People 
(becauſe they were ſtrangers ſore laboured and wearied 

and knew not the Coaſt of his Countrey, neither the 

ſhifts of the Realm) he made out two great Armies a- 

gainſt Moſes : Who hearing thereof was fo afraid that 

he asked counſel of God what he ſhould do: And God 

bad him not fear, but fight manfully and boldly with 

them, for the victory ſhould be his. And fo was Schon 

with a'l his power and policy overthrown, Sehon, 4 

rooting out, or treading under foot, 


Sephoza, and Phua, were two of the Chiefeſt #34. r.15. 
Midwives in all Egypr, unto whom King Pharaoh gave 
a commandment, that whenſoever they did execute their 
office among the Women of the Hebrews, and ſaw in the 
birth a Man- child, they ſhould kill it. Burt they, (fearing 
God more than man) brake his commandment , and 
ſaved all the Men-children, laying for their excuſe unto 
the King, that the Women of the Hebrews were not as 
the Women of Egyp?r, bur lo ſtrong and lively Women 
that they were delivered before the Midwives came. 
And for this deed, God dealt mercifully with the Mid- 
wives, becaule they feared him,and made them to proſper.

Stdzach, eMeſbach and 4bednego, were three of Da- 
nicl's companions, and of the Children of F#d4z. Which 
thrce young men Mabuchodowoſor ( at Daniel's interceſ- 
fion) made Rulers over all the. Officers in the Land of 
Babylon, And becaule they would not fall down to the 
King's golden Image which he had made and (:t up to 
be worthipped, they were acculed to the King, as tranſ(- 
grelſors of his commandment. And being brought 
before the King, he ſtraitly charged them, to beready 
the next day when they heard the noile of Trumpets

They 
anſwered and faid : Oh Nabachodoneſor, we ought 
not to conſent to thee in this matter : For why : our God 
whom we ſcrve is able to keep us from the hot burning 
Furnace, (O King) and can right well deliver us out 
of thy hands: And though he will not, yet ſhalt thou know 
(O King) that we will not ſerve = gods, nor do reve- 
rence to that Image which thou ha 

hearing this, was ſo full of indignation,that he cauſed the 
ſtrongeſt men that were in al! his Hoſt,to bind them hand 
and foot, and caſt them into the Furnace, which Furnace 
was made ſo exceeding hot, that the flame of the fire de- 
ſtroyed thoſe men that caſt them in. And as the King look- 
ed into the Furnace after the men,he ſaw four walking at 
liberty in the midſt of the Furnace, & the fourth man was 
like uato the Son of God to look upon. And being ſore a- 
ſtonicd thereat, he went to the Furnace mouth and ſaid: 
O ye ſcrvants of God, come out of the Furnace. And 
when they were come forth, it could not be perceived, 
neither by the hair of their Heads, nor by the ſmell of 
their Garments, that ever any fire had touched them. 
And fo the King praiſed the God of Sidrach, Meſhach and 
Abeinego, and promoted them to honour.

Silas; was a certain Diſciple ſent with Paul 2.15.27, 


and :{arnabas and other choſen brethren, to Antioch to 
pacihe the variance, which was there happened about 
circumciſion.” And after the falling out of Paul and Bar- 
nabas about John eMark, Silas became Panl's com- 
panion, and fellow-labourer in the Goſpel a great while, 
and was in bonds with him at Philipp;, where they 
converted the Jayler and all the Priſoners, and were de- 
livered as Kowans, From thence they departed to 
Theſſalonica, where the 7ewes ſet the City in ſuch an 
uproar againſt them, that-Pax/ was fain to flpe to A- 
thens, leaving Silas behind hum, with a precept, to make

Silbanus, was a great ſetter forth of the Goſpel

- Simeon, was a bleſſed old man dwelling in Feru- 
ſalem, which longed lore for the coming of the «Meſſe. 
And whereas he had prayed unto God, to give him the 
gift, that he might but once ſee him with his bodily eyes 
before he departed out of this world, he received an an- 
ſwerof the Holy Ghoſt, that he ſhould not ſee death un- 
til he had ſeen Chriſt with his fleſhly eyes (which he had 
ſeen many a day before with the eyes of his faith.) And 
when the time came that the Child 7eſ@ ſhould be 
brought into the Temple by his Parents, Simeon by the 
inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt, came into the Temple a 
lictle before them, and when he had ſeen all things done 
by the Prieſt according to the law, he (of a godly zeal) 
took the Babe in his arms allo, and ſaid : Lord, now 
letteſt thou thy ſervant depart in peace, according to thy 
promiſe :- For mine eyes have ſeen thy ſalvation, which 
thou haſt prepared before the face of all people. A light 
to lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of thy people [ſrae/. 
And when he had bleſſed the Babe, he ſaid ro «Mary the 
Child's Mother : Behold this Child is ſer to be the fall 
and upriſing again of many in Iſrae/, and for a ſign 
which is ſpoken againſt. And moreover, the [word ſhall 
pierce thy ſoul, that the thoughts of many hearts may 
be opened.

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Simon, the ſecond Son of eMatrathias, was a r At. 2, 
Man of great wiſdom, and the High Prieſt among the 
Fews, He helped much his Brother Fudas and Fonathas *: 
inthe Wars, and after the death of «da, he diſcomfit- 
ed Bachides, and was made Captain over the Fews 
after the apprehenſion of Fozarha, and overcame 4u- 
tiochus, But in the end, he was of Prolomy his Son- 16. 
in-law moſt traiteroully murthered, 


Simon, of the Tribe of Benjamin, being a Ruler z uc. 3; 
of the Temple what time as Onias was the High Prieſt, 
went about to work much miſchief in the City of Je- 
ruſalem, And when he ſaw that he could not overcome 
Ozia and the other Prieſts that reſiſted him, he got 
him to Apollonius, which then was Governour of Celo- 
ſpria and Phenice, and told him that the Treaſury in 
Jeruſalem was full of innumerable money, which did 
not belong to the proviſion of the ſacrifice, and that it 
were poſſible that theſe things might come to the King's 
hands : But when this berrayer of the money and of his «4: 
own natural Countrey, ſaw the great Plague that fell 
on Heliodorus, (which was ſent for the money) and that 
his curſed device could take no place, then he fell to rail- 
ing and ſlandering of Oz/as, reporting of him, that 
he had moved Heltodorus to that malicious enterpriſe, 
yea, ſo much increaſed his malice againſt the godly man 
Oz4as, that he could not ſpeak well of him. Wherefore 
Onias (the malice of Simon compelling him thereunto) 
complained on Simon to Seleucus the King, to have 
him reformed. | 


Simon, of Cyrexe, the Father of Alexander and ws.1s.q5; 
Rufus, was compelled to bear Chriſt's Croſs when 
he went to his paſſion. It was the cuſtome to make him 
that was condemned, to carry. his Crolſs : And fora(- 
much:

Aad feſ»s ſitting at meat with him, there came 
in a certain Woman with an Alabaſter Box of Oint- 
ment, who ſtood behind him weeping, and began to 
waſh his Feet with tears, and to wipe them with the 
hairs of her Head. That done, ſhe kifled them, and a- 
nointed them with her ſweet Ointment. Then Simon 
which had well marked all her doings,ſpake within him- 
ſelf, ſaying : 1f this man were a Prophet, he would 
ſurely have known, who and what manner of Woman 
this is which toucheth him\,for the is a ſinner : To whoſe 
thought Teſus anſwered, and ſaid : Simon I have 
ſomewhat to ſay unto thee: ſay on Maſter (quoth he.) 
There was a certainCreditor which had twodebtors.the 
one ought five hundred pence, and the other itty: And 
when they had nothing to pay, he forgave them both, 
which of them therefore, tell me, will love him moſt ? 
Simon ſaid : I ſuppoſe that he will love him beſt, to 
whom he forgave moſt : Thou haſt truly ſaid (quoth 
he.) Then 7eſ#s turning unto the Woman, ſaid to Si- 
1101 : Seeſt thou this Woman, I entred into thine houſe, 
and thou gaveſt me no Water to my Feet, but ſhe hath 
waſhed my Feet with tears, and wiped them with the 
hair of her Head : Thou gave me no kiſs ; but ſhe fince 
the time ſhe came in, hath not ceaſed to kiſs my Feet. 
Mine Head with Oil thou didſt not ano;nt, but ſhe hath 
anointed mine Head with Ointment. Wherefore I ſay 
unto thee, that many fins are forgiven her, for ſhe * loved 
much ; to whom a little is forgiven, will love a little. 


Simon Magus, which had of a long time ſeduced 
the People of $47:aria with his ſorcery and witchcraft,

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was had in fo great eſtimation among the multitude, 
" even from the higheſt to theloweſt,that they counted him This 5imon 
God's fellow, and to work all things by his power : ſo 24 wi 
much were they given to follow the illuſions of Satan, $2 ee. 
more than the truth of God. But when $i0z had heard Kome, that 
the preaching of Philip, and ſeen his miracles, and the 1527 Vee. 
number of People converted to the Faith of Chriſt, he as a God. 
was forced himſclf alſo (by the majeſty of God's word ) 
to confeſs the truth. And ſo (to cover his hypocriſie) dif- 
ſembled to believe,and was baptiſed,and continued with 
Philip. But after this, when Petey and Joh» were come 
from Jeruſalem, and had laid their hands on the Peo- 
ple, by the which the Holy Ghoſt was given: Simon (co- 
veting to have ihat gift 25 well as they) offered the Apo- 
ſtles money, to give hir1 the power todothe ſame : To 
whom Peter ſaid : Thy money periſh with thee, be- 
cauſe thou thinkeſt that the gift of God may be obtained 
with money : thou haſt neither part nor feilowſhip in 
this buſinels, for thy heart is not right in the ſight of 
God: Repent therefore of this thy wickedneſs, and pray 
God that the thoughts of thine heart may be forgiven 
thee, for I perceive that thou arr full of bitter gall, and 
wrapped in iniquity : Then faid $imon, pray ye unto. 
the 0 for me, that none of thele things which ye have 
fpoken, fall on me. And ſothey left him full of malice 
and deviliſh poyſcn, tyed in the bonds of Satan.

Simeon, {urnamed Niger, which was one of the Pro- 
phets and Teachers, in the Congregation of Anttochia,

Simon the Cazanite, furnamed Zeletes, and one of the: 


twelve. Matth. 10,4. Luke 6, 15, 
Syntyches., 
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Syntyche, was « certain Chriſtian Brother, xo 
whom Pas! (ent ſalutations from Rome, exhorting hitn 
and Exodzas to be of one accord in the Lord. 


Siſlinnes, the under Sheriff in Syria and Phenice, 
with other Chief Rulers there, went to Zorobabe! 
and his Companions the Jews ( which were come by 
Darius licence, to build the houſe of the Lord at Fers- 
ſalem again) and demanded who had given them {uch 
commandment. And when they ſaw the Fews would 
not ceaſe, then he (with others) ſent their letters of com- 
plaint to Darius the King to know his pleaſure. And 
when they had received the King's anſwer, S#ſinnes 
with all the reſt of the Rulers, obeyed the King's com- 
mandment, and helped the Fews with all diligence 
to build the ſanctuary again, and (o the work went 
forth and proſpered. 


Shtſak, King of Egypt came to Feruſalem in the fifth 
year of the reign of Rehoboam,with twelve hundred Cha- 
riots, and threeſcore thouſand Horſemen, and People in- 
numerable, and ſpoiled the Temple of the Lord, and 
the King's houlſe,and took away all the Treaſure in both, 
with the ſhields of gold, which Solomon had made, and 
ſo departed. Shilak, 4x empty, or 4 void ſack, or bag, 


Siſera, was the general Captain of King Fabir's 
Holt. And truſting in the great ſtrength of his Chariots 
of Iron(which were nine hundred)and power of his men, 
he went againſt the Children of Iſrael, thinking to have 
over-run themall.

thoſe things, let them alone, and would not meddle with 


the matter. 


9 
dations) ſendeth greeting, ſaying : Salute Urban our fel- 
low-helper in Chriſt, and Szachys my peloved. 


Stephanas was a faithful lover of Chriſt and his * cw. 16. 15,

7. Cap, 
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docrine, -in whoſe commendation, Pas! to the Corin- 
thians writeth thus : Brethren ye know the houſe of 
Stephanas, and of Fortunatus and 4chaicus : how that 
they are the firſt-fruits of 4chaia: And that they have 
appointed themlelves to m:niſter unto the Saints : 1 
beſeech you that ye be obedieat unto ſugh,anJ co all that 
help and labour. I am glad of the coming of Stephanas 
and Fortunatus, and A4chatces : for that which was lack- 
ing unto me on your part, they have ſupplied. For they 
have comforted my fpirit and yours : Look therefore 
that ye know them that are ſuch, 


Steven, a Man full of faith, and of the Holy Ghoſt, 
was one of the ſeven Deacons choſen in the Congrega- 
tion, te make proviſion for the puor, which did great 
Wonders and Miracles among the People. Againſt 
whom aroſe certain of the Synagogue, which were 
called Libertines, Cyrenians, and of Alexandria, Cilicia, 
and 4ſia,whichdiſputed with him. And when they could 
not reſiſt his wiſdom, and the ſpirit of God wherewith 
he ſpake, they acculed him of blaſphemy againſt God 
and Moſes, and brought him before the Council with 
their falſe witneſles ready, which ſaid : We heard this, 
fellow ſpeak blaſphemous words againſt this holy 
place and Law, ſaying that Jeſus of: NaFarerh ſhould 
deſtroy this place, and change the: Ordinances which 
Moſes gave us. And all the Council looked ſtedfaſtly up- 
on him, and ſaw his face, as it had been the face of an 
Angel. Then $teve» (for as much as he was acculed to 
be a denyer of God) made an earneſt anſwer unto his 
accuſation, 1n the end whereof, the Council waxed {o 
angry againſt him, that their hearts clave aſunder, and 
gnaſbed on him with their teeth. But he (being full of the 
HolyGhoſt )looked ſtedfaſtly up with his eyes intoheaven, 
and ſaw the glory of God, and Jeſ#s ſtanding at the 
right hand of God, and ſaid : Behold, I ſee Heaven 
open, 
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open, and the Son of Man ſtanding on the right hand 
of God, with the which, the People gave a great ſhout, 
. and ſtopped their ears; and ran upon him all at once, 
and carried him out of the City to put him to death. And 
as they ſtoned him, he faid : Lord Jeſu receive my ſpi- 
rit. And kneeling down, cryed with a loud voice: 
Lord lay not this {in unto their charge : And lo fell a- 
ſleep in the Lord. 


Suſanifa, the Daughter of Helchizs, was a very 
fair Woman, given toall vertue and godline(s. Her hu: 
band's name was Foachim, a Man of great reputation 
among the Fews. In the firſt year that S»ſanme was 
married, there were two Judges made which reſorted 
much to Foachim's houſe, and all ſuchas had any thing 
todo in the Law, came thither unto them. Theſe two 
Judges (being wicked men) were [o wounded with the 
love of Suſanna, and burned fo in luſt after her, that they 
could not tell what todo: But neither durſt tell the 0- 
ther his grief, nor yet (for ſhame) utter their inordinate 
luſt unto her. And ſo on a day,whea they had ſat long in 
Joachim's houſe about matters of the Law, and waited 
for to have their purpoſe on Ssſaz»a, and could not, 
they brake up and yvent home to dinner. And at their re- 
turn again together , the one brake to the other their 
whole minds, and appointed a time, when they might 
take her alone. And when they had ſpyed out a conve- 
nient time, that Sſanza went into the Garden (as her 
manner was) with two of her Maidens only, to waſh her 
ſelf, theſe two hid themſelves 1n the Garden agiinft 
her coming. And aſfſoon as the Maidens had thut the 
Orchard-doors, and were gone for. Oyl and Sope for 
their Miſtreſs, the two Elders came upon Suſanna, 
and {aid : The Garden doors be now ſhut that no man 
can (ee us, and we burn in luſt towards thee, therefore 
conſent, and Iye with us; if thou wilt not, we will bear 
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witneſs againſt thee that a young Man was in the Or- 
chard with thee, and therefore thou ſenteſt away thy Mai- 
dens. Then $«ſanne ſighed and ſaid : If 1 do follow 
your minds,it will be my death: and if I conſent not un- 
ro you I cannot eſcape your hands. It is better for me 
to fall into your hands without the deed doing, than to 
fin in the fight of the Lord. And with that cryed out 
with a loud voice, and the Elders cryed out againſt 
her ; which clamour on both parties was lo great, that 
it was heard among the Servants without, which 
ran to the Orchard-door and burſt it open, to ſee what 
the matter was: And when the Servants had heard the 
Elders report of S»ſ42-4, they were greatly aſhamed, 
for there was never ſuch a report made of $#ſanna be- 
fore. And ſoon the next morrow, the two Elders (full 
of miſchievous imaginations ) declared the matter to 
Joachim her husband to bring her todeath. And when ſhe 
wascome with her Father and Mother, her Children and 
all her kinred,to be judged according to the law,ſhe ſtood 
before the two wicked Judges with her Face covered, 
who commanded to take the Cloth from her face, that ar 
the leaſt they might be ſatisfied with her beauty : which 
thing being done, the Judges ſtood up and laid their 
hands upon the head of S/anza, ſaying: As we were 
walking in the Orchard alone, this Woman came in 
with her two Maidens, whom he ſent away from her, 
making faſt the Orchard-door aſter them. Then ſtarted 
there up a young Fellow which lay hid in the Garden, 
and went unto her, & lay with her. Then we which ſtood 
1n a corner ſeeing this wickedneſs, ran unto them, and 
faw them as they were together, but we could not hold 
the fellow, for he was ſtronger than we, and got open 
the door and leaped out: And when we demanded of her 
what fellow it was, ſhe would not tell us: This is the 
matter, and we be witneſles of the ſame. Then S«ſanna 
cryed out and ſaid: O everlaſting God, thou —_— 
| ® 
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of hearts, thou that knoweſt all things before they come 
to pals, thou wotelt that they have born falſe witneſs 
ag1inſt me: And behold, I muſt dye, whereas I ne- 
ver intended any ſuch thing, as theſe Men have mali- 
cioully imagined again!t me. And as ſhe was led to- 
ward the place of execution, the Lord of Heaven which 
heard her prayer, raiſed up the {pirit of a little Child 
cal'ed Daniel, who cryed with a loud voice, ſaying : I 
am clean from the blood of this Woman. And when the 
People heard that, they ſtayed to know of the Child 
what he meant by his words. O ye Children of Iſrae/ 
(faid he) are ye luch fools, that without examination 
and knowledge of the truth, ye have condemned a Daugh- 
ter of Iſrae/? return again to Judgment, for they have 
born falſe witnels againſt her. Then the People went 
back again, and the Elders took Paxiel, and ſet him 
among them in Judgment. Who, when he had com- 
manded the two falle witneſſes to be ſevered that he 
might examine them, he called the one before him and 
ſaid : O thou that art old in a wicked life, now thy 
ſias which thou haſt committed afore time, are come. 
to light: Tell me under what Tree thou ſaweſt this, 
Woman and the young fellow together ? he ſaid, under 
a Mulberry Tree. Now verily(quoth Pa»ze/) thou haſt 
lied, and artworthy of death, in that thou hatt oppref(- 
ſed the innocent, and halt let the guilty go free, contrary 
to the words of the Lord, which faith: The. innocent 
and righteous,ſee thou ſlay not. Then he called the other 
and ſaid : O thou ſeed of Canaan, but not of Ju4a, 
Beauty hath deceived thee, and luſt hath ſubverted thine 
' heart: Thus have yedealt with the Daughters of Iſrael, 
and they (for fear) conſented unto you, but the Daugh- 
ters of Fudas would not abide your wickedneſs : Now 
tell me, under what Tree didit thou take them com- 
panying together ? He anſwered, under a Pine Tree. 
Now verily ſaid Daziel, thou haſt. lied alſo againſt 
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thine head. The Meſfenger of the Lord ftandeth waiting 
with the Sword/to cut thee in two, and fo to deſtroy 
ye both. And with that the whole Aſſembly cryed with 
a loud voice, and praiſed God, which fo miraculouſly 
had preſerved Suſanne that day. And fo fell upon the 
two wicked Judges, and according to the law of eMoſes, 
put them both to death. 

Saſanna, one of thoſe godly Women which followed 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles, relieving them with her ſub- 
ſtance, as much as lay in her power. |

HADDAUS, was one of the twelve Apoſtles. 
Thaddzus, praifing, or confeſſing. 


Tertullus, was a certain Oratour, which A4na- 
nias the High-Prieſt had brought with him, to inform 
Felix the Ruler againſt Pau/. And when Pau! was 
brought forth, Terrul/us began to accuſe him, ſaying : 
Seeing that we live in great quietnel(s by the means of 
thee, and that many good things are done unto this Na- 
tion,through thy providence, we acknowledge it wholly 
and in all places moſt mighty Felix with all thanks. Not- 
withſtanding,that I be not tedious unto thee,I pray thee 
that thou wouldeſt hear us of thy courtelie,a few words: 
For we have found this man, a Peſtilent fellow, and 
a mover of debate unto all the Fewes throughout the 
World, and a maintainer of the Se of the NaF ares : 
And hath alſogone about to pollute theTemple, whom we 
took and would have judged according to our law: But 
the chief Captain Lyſias came upon us, and with great 
violence took him away out of our hands, comman- 
ding his Accuſers to come unto thee. Of whom thou 
mayſt (if thou wilt inquire) know the certainty of all 
theſe things, whereof we accuſe him, Tertullus, «4 


falſe reporter, or a teller of tails, 4 tar, 
Terah, 
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Terah, was the Son of N2hor, the Son of Serug. 
He, at the age of ſeventy years, begot Abraham, but 
he had before by another Wife, Nahor and Haran. All the 
days that Terah lived were two hundred and five years, 

Terah, Smelling, Look inthe ſtory of Abraham. 


Tertius, was the name of him that wrote the Epi- 
ſtle of S. Paul to the Romans, while Paul indited it, 
ſaying on this wiſe : I Tertius ſalute you, which wrote 
this Epiſtle, in the Lord, Tertius, 4 Latize word, 


Thamar;,- the Daughter of David was (o beautiful 

a young Woman that Amon her Brother fell ſick for her 
love. And when ſhe had viſited Amon (at her Fa- 
thers commandment ) and dreſt him certain meat, and 
brought it into his Chamber, he began to force her tolye 
with him. Then ſhe ſeeing that, ſaid : Nay, my Bro- 
ther do not force me, for no ſuch thing ought to be done 
in Iſrael, commit not this folly. For whither ſhall I be 
able togo with my ſhame? And thou ſhalt be as one of 
the fools in Iſrae/ : Now therefore I pray thee ſpeak 
unto the King, and he will not deny me unto thee. How- 
beit, 4-zn0n would not hearken unto her voice, but be- 
ing ſtronger than ſhe, forced Thamar and lay with her. 
And then was his hatred ſo great _ her, that he 
thruſt her from him, and bad her get her out of his ſight :

And when his ſervant had put her forth, and made taſt 
the doors after her, ſhe put aſhes upon her head, and rent 
her garment(which was of divers colours,and the manner 
of apparel that Kings Daughters, ſuch as were Virgins, 
did uſe to wear) and lo went crying home to her —_—

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Abſalom's houſe, where ſhe remained deſolate, Tha- 


mar, 4 Palm-tree, 
Thamar, which was Daughter-in-law to Fudah, the 
Son of Facob, Read her ſtory, in the ſtory of Judah. 
Thamar, the Daughter of Abſalom, 2 Sam. 14. 27. 


AZ. x. 36. Theudas, was an Inchanter, and falſe deceiver, 
who by boaſting himſelf to the People, and promiſing of 
prodigious things, drew unto him a great company of 
Men, to the number of four hundred. Whole wicked 
enterpriſe ( for as much as it proceeded of malicious 
ſpite) came to an untimely end. For both he him- 
ſelf ſuffered death and his partakers, ſome ſlain and 
ſome taken Priſoners. And fo the reſt being ſcattered 
abroad, the ſe& came to nought. 


2 King.16, Thiglath Pileſer, King of 4ſſyria, who had recei- 

7, UG. ved of 4haz King of Fuda a great Summ of Treaſure to 
come and help him againſt Kezz» King of Sy7/a, came 
to Damaſcus, and took the City, and flew Keziz the King 
there: And carried the People away to Kyr. 


2 Sem.8.9,56. Thot, King of Hamath had a great enemy of Hada- 
rezar King of Zeba, And when he heard how David had 
overcome and beaten him, he ſent his Son Foram to 
David, with Veſſels of Gold, filver and bra(s, for a pre- 
ſent,and to ſalute him wkh peace,and togive him thanks, 
for that he had fought with his ancient Enemy, and fo 
valiantly oyercome him. , 


Fulg.ro.1,gc, WThola, the Son of Puzh of the generation of Iſa- 
char dwelling 1n. Shamir 1n Mount Ephraim, ſucceeded 
his Uncle 4b:melech, and judged Iſrael three and twenty 
years, and was buried in Shamir, And after him role 
Fair. Thola, «Worm. 


Thomas, 
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8, otherwiſe called Didymus (which, ſigni- Farth, ro, z. 
freth in Eng/ſh doubtful) was one of the twelve Apo- | 
ſtles of ChriffF. Who (what time as the Diſciples diſſwa- 
ded 7eſus from going into fewry again, foraſmuch 
as the Zews had lately ſought to _— (aid: Let Fobn 11. 16, 
us allo go, that we may dye with hum. This Thomas , ,,vc. 
doubting of the Reſurrection of Chri#t, ſaid unto his fel- 
lows which told him, that they had feen the Lord : Ex- 
cept I ſee in his hands the print of the Nails, and put my 
finger into the print (or place) of the Nails, and put my 
hand into his ſide, I will not believe. After eight days 
( Thomas being with the Diſciples) came eſ«s again, 
and ſtood in the midſt, ſaying : peace be with you: and 
ſaid to Thomas, put thy finger here and ſee my hands, 
and thruſt forth thy hand and put it into my ſide, and be 
not faithleſs but faithful. Then Thomas conceiving 
a full faith that it was the Lord, ſaid : Thou art my 
Lord and my God. Which confeſſion 7eſas did well ac- 
cept and embrace, but yet withal to reprove the hardneſs 
of his belief, he ſaid unto him : Thomas, becaule thou 
haſt ſeen me thou believeſt: Bleſſed are they that have 
not ſeen, and yet have believed. Thomas, 4 rwis. 


Tibertus, was an Emperour, of whom Saint Luke zu. ;. :.- 
maketh mention in his Goſpel, ſaying : That ia the tif- 
teenth Year of his Reign, the Word of God came to 
John Baptiſt in the Wildernels, Tiberius, A good 
fight or viſion. by 


Tychicus, was one of the Diſciples, which wear out _;4, .,, ;; 
of Ajie, to Troas, where he abode Pau/'s coming, w 
ſeat him afterward to the Epheſians, and alſo to the #?****: 
Collifians with his Epiſtles, to inform them in what cod. 4.7. 
caſe he ſtood, and what he did in all things. Tychi- 
Cus, caſual, or coming by chance, 
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Timothy, was a certain Captain of the /4mme- 
mites, which was twice overcome and put to flight of 
eMaccabew, and at the third time fo ſore diſcomfited 
(through help of the five Men which God made to ap- 
pear on Horſeback, with Bridles of Gold leading the 
Tews, and tw& of them having eMaccabews between 
them) that Timorhy's Hoſt were fo confounded with 
blindneſs and fo fore afraid, that they fell down and 
were ſlain of them, rwenty thouſand and five hundred 
Foot-men, with ſix hundred Horſemen, and he himſelf 
fain to take the ſtrong hold of GaFar, to the which 
eMaccabens laid fiege four days, and could not win 
it. Wherefore they within (truſting to the ſtrength of 
the hold) fell to curling and railing-on the Jews -with 
moſt ſpiteful words, and made fo great: cracks and 
boaſt of their ſtrength, that on the fitth day, the Fews 
were ſo chafed in their minds, that with bold courage 
they ſcaled. the Walls, and fer the Ports on fire, and 
burnt thole crackers and blaſphemers, and got the Caſtle 
which was two days in deſtroying, where (at the laſt) 
they found Timothy (which was crept into a corner) and 
ſle v him, with Ceres his Brother, Captain of the Caſtle. 
Read the ſtory of Doſuhens, Timothy, the honour of 
Ged, or he that honoureth Goa, #1413804 


Timothy, was a certain godly Diſciple, whoſe - 
Mother was a Jew, and his Father a Grecian, Of this 
Man there went ſo good a report of his vertuous living 
among the brethren of Ly#ra and Iconium, that Paul 
was much deſirous to have him go forth with him i his 
Journey, wherefore he took and circumciſed him, becauſe 
of the Fews in thoſe Quarters, which knew his Fa- 
ther to be a Greek, And fo went Timothy forth with 
Paul, and ( as he reporteth) even as a Son with the 
Father, beſtowed he his labour with him _ the 
Goſpel. He was a Man of great ſtudy and abſtinence, 

| through 
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through the which he fell oftentimes ſick. And there- 


fore Paul, to meaſure his abſtinence, exhorteth him to « Tim.s. 23, 
drink no longer water, but to ule a little Wine. 


Ty:annus, was a certain School-maſter in 4fiz, 3. rg. g: 
in whole School Pau/ diſputed daily by the ſpace of two 
years. Tyrannus, Commanding, or 4 Prince, a Tyrant. 


Titus, was S. Pa«/'s Diſciple, whom ( for the ex- : cor. z. 13; 
cellent gifts that were in him) Pau! loved as if he had 7-5, 
been his own natural Son, And made hiq the chief Te. 
Overſeer (gr as ye would ſay Archbiſhop) of the Chriſti- 
an Congregation in the noble Ifle of Crete. And in every 
City within the Iſle, Tit«s ordained an Overleer (which 
we call a Biſhop) for the which cauſe, Paw/ preſcribed 
unto him, the true form of a Biſhop or Shepherd of 


Chriſt's Flock. Titus, Honourable, 


Toby, was a godly Man of the Tribe and City of 7%. :. 
Nephtali : And being brought into great captivity, in 
the days of $a/mazaſar King of A4ſſyria, yet would he 
not forſake the way of truth, nor worſhip the golden 
Calves (as others did) neither yet defile himſelf with the 
Heathens meat , but always kept. his heart pure unto 
God. For the which, the Lord gave him ſuch favour in 
the ſight of S:/-manaſar the King, that Toby had power 
to go where he would, and todo whatſoever he liſted, 
Then, Toby having this liberty, went about comforting 
all thoſe that were in Prifon, both with his goods and 
godly exhortations. Such was his daily exercile to feed 
the hungry, to cloath the naked, and to bury the dead, 
with-ſuch hke deeds of Charity. And when the time 
came that Sexnacherib (which hated the Children of !ſ- 
racl) yaigned in his Father's ſtead, and in his wrath flew 
many of them: Toby buried'their bodies, for the which 
the King commanded ro flay him, and to take away his 
Ss 2 goods, , 
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goods, who nevertheleſs (through friendſhip) eſcaped 
and fled. And after the Kings death, being ſlain of his 
own Sons within xlv. days after, Toby returned and 
was reſtored to his goods again, and called his kindred 
and friends together,and made a great feaſt. And ſitting 
at the Tablewith his Gueſts, one rold him there lay an 
Iſraelite (lain 19 the ſtreet, who then immediately leapt 
from the Board, and weat faſting to the dead Corple, and 
brought him home to his houſe, where he hid him pri- 
vily until the Sun was down, and then buried him. 
For the which deed his friends reproved him, becaule 
he had be in danger but a little before, eyen for the 
like matter. But nevertheleſs, Toby ( fearing GOD 
more than the King) would take the ſlain, and hide. 
them in his houſe, and bury them at Midnight. Inſo- 
much that one time he was ſo weary with burying the 
dead, that he got him home, and laid him down be- 
ſide a Wall for wearineſs, where he fell aſleep: And fo 
lying, there fell down upon his eyes, warm dung out 
of a Swallows Neſt, which took away his ſight, that he 
could not ſee, againſt the which plague of blindnels he 
never grudged, but remained ſtedfaſt in the fear of 
God, giving him thanks as well for that, as other gifts 
of health. And this temptation God ſuffered to fall on 
Toby, for an example of patieace to all that ſhould come 
after. Finally, of his great patience, deeds of charity,and 
other godly exhortations, his book is full. He loſt his 
fight at the age of ſix and fifcy years. And was refto- 
red at three-ſcore, fo that he remained blind about four 
years. And lived after he had received his ſight two and 
forty years, and lo he dyed at the age of an hundred and 
two years, and was honourably buried in the. City of 
Ninive. Toby, the Lord « good. 


Toby, the Son of- Toby, being brought up in the 
fear of God, followed the vertuous ſteps of his Father 
; in 
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in all things. He was ſent to the City of Rages to one 
Gabael for certain Money which his Father had lent 
him. And (after many dangers by the way) was, by s. cap. 
God's providence, whole Angel was his guide, married 
there, to the Daughter of Rague/, whoſe name was 8274. 

And when he had rarried with his Father and Mother-in- 

law, about fourteen days, he returned home with much 68. 
fubſtance, to the great conſolation and comfort of old 

Toby his Father, and Azn4 his Mother. After whoſe ,,, 
death (when he had remained at N:zive the ſpace of two 

and forty years) he departed with his Wife and ſeven *+ 
Sons to the City of Kages, where he found his Fa- 

ther and Mother-in law ,. both living in great age, on 
whom he took the care until they died, and was Heir to 

all their Goods. And when this Toby had lived xcix. 
years, he dyed and was buried. After whoſe death, his 
Poſterity continued in ſuch an holy converſation of life, 

that they were beloved and accepted. both of God and 


Man, 


Toby, the Ammonite and Son-in-law to Shec » x74. x; 
niah, was one that conſpired with Saxballat to hinder 
the building of Ferſa/em. For when Sanballat ſaid 
in deriſion of the Jewes : What do theſe. weak Jewes ? 
will they fortifie themſelves? Will they facritice? Will 
they finiſh it in aday? Will they make the ſtones whole 
again out of the heaps of duſt, ſeeing they are burat ? 
Then Toby which ſtood beſide him ſaid : Alchough «© 
they build, yet if a Fox go up, he ſhall even break 
down their ſtone Wall. This Toby wrought all the 
ways he could, both by Letters and falle Prophets hired 
ſor Money, to fright Eſdras from the work, but could 
n{ t. prevail. 


Tryphena, and Trpphoſa, . were certain godly Wor zom. i6, 1a;. 
men, to whom Saint Fau/ (for their diligent labour, in 
the 
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the Goſpel ) ſendeth greetings, ſaying : | Salute Try- 
phena and Tryphoſa, which Women laboured in the Lord, 


Tryphena, 4 fine, vice, or delicate Woman. 


Trpphon, was a certain great Man which took 
part-wuh King Alexander againit King Prolemy, And 
when 4l/exander was dead, Tryphon tound the means 
to get his young Son Antiochus out of the hands of E- 
maſcucl the Arabian (who had brought him up) to reign 
in his Fathers ſtead. And when he had got the govern- 
ment of the young King, he conceived treaſon againſt 
him, which he thought could never be well brought to 
paſs; ſo long as Jezathan ( whom the King had made 
High Prieſt) was his friend, wherefore he ſought to 
kill Fonarhan, that he might come the eafier by his wick- 
ed purpoſe. So Tryphor went to a place called Berhſan, 
at the which place Jorathan met him with forty thou- 
ſand Men. Then Tryphon perceiving the great Hoſt 
that Jozathan brought, was afraid, and thought it not 
beſt to meddle with him at that time, but to uſe ſome po- 
licy how to betray him. And fo commanding all his 
Souldiers to be as obedient to Fonarhar in all things, 
even as they would be unto himſelf, he received him 
honourably with great rewards. And being met toge- 
ther, Tryphon (aid to Jonathan : Why haſt thou cau- 
ſed this People to take ſuch travail, ſeeing there is no 
War between us ? Therefore ſend them home again, 
and choſe certain Men to wait upon thee, and come 
thou with me to Prolemars, for I will give it thee, with 
other ftrong Holds, for that 1s the only cauſe of my 
coming, and ſo I muſt depart. Then Fonathas (believ- 
ing Tryphon) ſent away his Hoſt, all ſave a thouſand, 
and ſo went with Tryphon to Prolemaiss, And affoon as 
Tonathan and his Men were entred the City, the Gates 
were ſhut and 7onarhan put in ward, and all his Men were 
ſlain. After this, Tryphon went into the Land of _ 
wit 
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with a great Hoſt, having 7onathaz with him in ward. 
And when he had knowledge that Simox ſtood up in the 
ſtead of his Brother 7onathan, and that he would come 
againſt him, he ſeat, word to Simon, that whereas he 
kept 7onathan his Brother in ward, it was but for mony 
he ought in the King's account, and other buſineſs he had 
in hand. Therefore if he would fend him an hundred 
Talents of Silver, and the two Sons of 7onathan to 
be their Father's ſurety, he would ſend him home again: 
But Simon knew his diſſlembling heart well enough. 
Yet nevertheleſs (leſt he ſhould be a greater enemy to 
the People of Iſrael, and ſay another day, that becauſe 
he ſeat him notthe Money and the Children, therefore is 
Jenathan dead) he ſent him both the Money and the Chil- 
dren. Then Tryphon, having the Money and Children, 
kept 7onathan {till, and ſhortly after put both the Fa- 
ther and his Children to death. Now Trypho- to bring his 
long intended purpoſe :abour,: on a time as he walked a- 
broad with-the young King, he moſt traiteroully ſlew him, 
and poſſeſſed the Realm, and crowned himſelf King of 
Aſia, and did much hurt in the Land. Finally, Tryphoz 
was ſo hated of all men, that when Aztiochus the Son 
of Demetrius came upon him, the molt part of his own 
Hoſt forſook him and went to Antivchns, who never left 
perſecuting of Tryphon, till he made him flze by Ship, 
where he was never tcen more. Tryphon, « delicate 
and fine man, 
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Trophimus, was an Ephefiz» born, who. went A. 20. 4: 


with Tychicus out of Aſia to Tross to make all things 
ready againſt Pau!s coming, and abode there till 
Paul came, from thence they went with Paul to 7eru- 
ſalem, where certain fews which were of 4ſia, moved 
the People againſt Paz/, complaining of him, that he 
had brought Greeks with him to pollute the Temple, be- 


cauſe they ſaw Trophimus with him in the City, whom: 


they 
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they ſsppoſed Paul had brought into the Temple. 


Gen, 4. Tubal, was the Son of Lamech by his Wife Adah. 
And was the firſtthat invented the Science of Mulick, by 
the ſtrokes and noiſe of the hammers of his brother T«- 
balcain which was a Smirh, and the firſt finder out of 
Mettal, and the working thereof. 7«ba/ was his brother 
by Father and Mother, and Teba/cain only by the Father, 
tor Zzillah was his Mother. Tubal, born, or brought, 
or worldly, Tubalcain, Worldly poſſeſſion.

Either 1; ASHTI, was a very fair Woman, and Wife to 

: Ahaſhuerus (otherwile called Artaxerxes) King 
of Perfis., And becauſe ſhe would not come to the 
King when he ſent for her, a Law was deviſed and 
made by the ſeven Princes of Perſia and eMeaizs, 
That foraſmuch as it could not be choſen, but that this 
deed of Queen Vaſhti muſt needs come abroad into the 
ears of all Women, both Princes and others,and fo deſpiſe 
their Husbands, and ſay: Thus and thus did Yaſbt: to 
Ahaſhserus, by which occaſion much deſpitefulneſs and 
wrath ſhould ariſe : The King ſhould therefore put 
her away and take another, to the end that all other 
Women (great and (mall) ſhould hold their Husbands 
in more honour. And ſo ſhe was divorced from the King, 
and Efther received 1n her place. Vaſhti, Drinking. 


zom, 16,9, Urban, was a certain faithful Chriſtian Brother, 
to whom Paul ſent greetings, ſaying : Salute {rbar 
our helper in Chriſt. 


Uriah, the Hirtire, was a Man always ( for the 
moſt part) imployed in the King's Wars with Fob the 
King's Captain-General. This {ria had a fair Wo- 
man to his Wife called Bathſpeba, whom King Davia 
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(in his abſence) had gor with Child. And when the King 
had knowledge that the Woman was conceived, he (cnt 
for Urizs to come, home. Who being come to the King, 
and had told him of all things concerning Foab and his 
Men of War: The King bad him go home to his houle, 
and repoſe him(clf there a while with his Wife. And fo 
{{rias being departed from the King, went not home tv 
his Wife, but lay without the King's Gate, he and alli his 
Mea that night. And when on the morrow,the King had 
knowledge thereof, he ſent for {r:as, and demanded why 
he went not home. To whom he ſaid : The Ark of I/- 
raet and Judas dwell in Tents, and my Lord 7oab and 
the ſervants of my Lord, abide ia the open Fields: ſhall 
I then go iato mine houle to eat and drink, and lye wich 
my Wite? By thy life, and by the lite of thy foul, I will 
not do this thing. Then he was commanded to tarry a 
day or two more, and the King wrote a Letter to Joab, 
the Tenour whereof was this : That he ſhould ſer #rias 
in the fore front of the Battel, where it was ſharpelt, 
to the intent he might be (lain. And fo Urias depar- 
ted from the King, carrying his own death with him, 
and was ſoon diſpatched out of his life. Urias, the light 
of. the Lord. 


_ Uriah, was the High-Prieſt in the time of 4h47 King » Xing. 16. 
of J4ds. And having the pattern ol an Altar ſeat unto *% '» Te. 
him by the King from Damaſcus, to make him the like 

againſt his coming home, {Uriah conſented to the 

King's wicked mind, and made the Altar, and did what- 

ſoever the King would have him to do, without any re- 

gard to the Laws of God. 


 Uz3ah, and 4hio, were the Sons of 4bindab, which , ,,, ; . 
waited upon the new Cart, whereon the Ark of God, 4,9. * 
(which was taken out of their Fathers houſe to be carried 
to the houſe of Obed) was _ And foraſmuch as m_ 
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(of a good intent ) put forth his hand to ſtay the Ark 
when the Oxen ſtumbled, the Lord ſmote him for his 
fault, that he dyed, even before the Ark. 


Z, 
ABULON.,. was the ſixth Son of Jacob and Le- 
/ - «h, Of whom his Father prophelied before his 
death, ſaying: Zabalon ſhall dwell by the Sea-fide, and 
he ſhall be an haven for ſhips, his border ſhall be unto 
Zidon, Zabulon, « dwelling, 


Zachary, was a certain godly Prieſt in the days 
of Herod King of Jewry, which came of the courſe or 
Family of 4bia4h. And walked (o perfedly in the Ordi- 
nances and Laws of the Lord, that no Man could juſt! 
complain of him. Burt he had no Child by his Wife E/;- 
F abeth, for ſhe was barren. And when his courſe came to 
burn incenſe (evening and morning according to the law) 
he went into the Temple. And as he was in prayer, an 
Angel appeared unto him, ſaying : Fear not Zachary, 
for thy Prayer is heard : And thy Wife E/izabech ſhall 
bear thee a Son, and thou ſhalt call his name Fohzs, &c, 
Whereby, ſaid Zachary, ſhall I know this, for I am 
old and my Wife old alſo. I am Gabriel ( quoth the 


- Angel ) which am ſent unto thee, to ſhew thee theſe 


glad 1idings : And behold, thou ſhalt be dumb and 
not able to ſpeak, unil the day that theſe things be per- 
formed. And fo Zachary remained ſpeechleſs until 
the time came that his Wife bronght him forth a Son. 
And when the Child ſhould be circumciſed, great con- 
troverſie was there about his name. Some would have 
him called Zachary, fome by one name, ſome by ano- 
ther, and his Mother would have him called Fohn, but 
to that would none agree, becauſe there was none of the 
kindred ſo named. Then they made-ſigns to Zachary, 
how he would have his Son called : And he llinge oy 
Igns 
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ſigns) for writing tables, wrote therein : His name is 

ohn. Whereat they all marvelled. And immediately the 
mouth of Zachary was opened, fo that he ſpake and 
faid : Praiſed be the Lord God of I/-ae/, for he hath 
viſited and redeemed his People, &c. 


Fachartah, the Son of Feroboam King of Iſrael, be- 2 King. 15 8; 
gan his Raign 1n the eight and thirtieth year of 4Jariah 
King of Fas, and walked in the (ins of Feroboam the 
Son of Nebat, as did others before him. He had not 
raigned fix Months, ere that Shallum conſpired againſt 
him and ſlewhim evea ia the face of the people.& raigned 
in his ſtead. This Zachariah was the fourth and the laſt 
King of the generation of Jeh»,which the Lord had pro- 
miled ſhould fit on his ſeat after him, when he ſaid : 

Thy Children unto the fourth generation after thee, ſhall to, cap: zo, 
ſit on the ſeat of Iſrael. | 7 


Farah, was one of the two Twins which Thamar Gen.z8.29,30, 
bare unto F«4a at one birth, who proffering to come forth 
before his Brother, put forth his hand, and when the Mid- 
wife had tyed a red thread about it, he pluckr in his 
hand again, and then his Brother came out firſt, whom 
they called Pharez,. and then he with the red chread a- 
bour his hand, whom they called Zarah.

And when he (aw the preale {o great that he could 
not, he ran before ( knowing which way he would 
come) and climbed up into a wilde Figg- Tree. And 
when Jeſs ſaw him inthe Tree,he ſaid : Zacchens, come 
down quickly, for today I muſt abide at thy houſe. And 
Zaccheus camedown & received him. joyfully. And ſhew- 
ing forth the true fruits of repentance, {aid :. Behold 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor, and: 
if I have done any man. wrong, | rettore him four-fold. 
To whom Jeſs faid again : This day is ſalvation come 
to this hou'e, foraſmuch as thou art alſo become the Son . 
of Abraham, Zaccheus, pure, neat, or clean, 


\ Chytn. 2.16, Ferviay, was David's Siſter. Her three Sons were 


Joab, Abiſhai and Aſabel.

This King ſuffered 
fin and wickedneſs ſo: much. to raign in his Land (as 
well among the: Head-Rulers. and Prieſts, as among the 
common fort) ' that God was. forgotten, his Word deſpi- 
ſed, and his Prophets miſuſed. Wherefore the Lord _ 
re 
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yed up the Chaldeans ( with whom he had broke his 
League)which came and deſtroyed the City of Jeruſalem, 
and the holy Temple of God with tire (as the Propher 
feremy had ſaid ) and took Zedekiah the King ( his 
Army being diſperſed) in the plzia of fericho, and 
brought him tothe King of Babylon, who tirſt deſtroyed 
both his Sons before his face, and then pulled out the 
eyes of Zedekiah, and (o carried him to Babylon bound 
with two Chains, where he dyed, his People remaining 
in bondage until the days of Cyrus, which was about 
three-ſcore and ten years.

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fled from Abſalom his Son, and was a little paſt the top 
of Mount Olzwver, met him with a couple of Aﬀes ſad- 
led, and upon them two hundred loaves, and one hun- 
dred bunches of Raiſins and. an hundred of dryed Figgs 
and a bottel of Wine. And when the King ſaw him, he 
ſaid : What meaneth thou with theſe Z1ba?
